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REVISED  ORDINANCES 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  I. 

General  Provisions. 

Section  1.  This  and  all  following  ordinances  shall  be  known  as  the 
“  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Barre,”  and  so  far  as  their  provisions 
are  the  same  in  effect  as  those  of  previously  existing  ordinances,  shall 
be  construed  as  a  continuance  of  those  ordinances.  They  shall  not  affect 
any  act  done,  any  right  accrued,  or  penalty  incurred,  any  suit,  prosecution, 
or  proceeding  pending,  or  the  tenure  of  any  person  holding  office  at  the 
time  when  they  take  effect.  Subject  to  the  said  limitations,  all  ordinances 
of  the  City,  heretofore  in  force,  are  hereby  repealed;  but  this  repeal  shall 
not  apply  to  or  affect  any  ordinance  heretofore  adopted  which  accepts  or 
adopts  the  provisions  of  any  statute  of  the  State.  No  ordinance  which 
has  been  heretofore  repealed  shall  be  revived  by  the  repeal  mentioned 
in  this  chapter. 

Sec.  2.  All  enactments  for  the  government  of  the  city  shall  be  termed 
ordinances;  acts  of  minor  importance  shall  be  caned  resolutions  or  by-laws, 
and  the  enacting  clause,  which  shall  be  but  once  recited  in  each,  shall 
be 
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BE  IT  ORDAINED  OR  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  OR 
BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN  OF  THE  CITY  OF  BARRE  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Each  ordinance  shall  be  known  as  a  chapter  of  the  city  ordinances,  and 
shall  bear  its  appropriate  number,  and  each  resolution  shall  be  numbered 
by  the  city  clerk  in  the  order  of  its  passage  by  the  city  council,  or  board 
of  aldermen. 

The  City  Council  shall  meet  regularly  on  the  first  Monday  and  on  the 
third  and  fifth  Tuesdays  of  each  month;  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall 
meet  regularly  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month. 
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Sec.  3.  Every  ordinance,  amendment,  change  or  repeal  of  an  ordinance 
shall  be  offered  in  writing  by  an  alderman  at  a  meeting  of  the  City 
Council  or  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  read  once 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  legislation,  which  shall  report  on  the 
same  at  the  next  subsequent  meeting,  and  if  the  same  shall  then  pass 
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by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  and  receive  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  or  if  the  same  shall  pass 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  City  Council, 
then  the  same  shall  become  operative,  or  the  same  may  take  effect  in  the 
manner  provided  for  in  the  City  charter. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  alterations  or  amendments  of  a  section  of  an  ordinance, 
the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  shall  contain  the  entire  section  to 
be  altered  or  amended,  and  upon  the  passage  of  the  altered  or  amended 
section,  the  former  section  shall  be  repealed;  provided,  however,  that  such 
repeal  or  the  passage  of  such  ordinance  shall  not  affect  any  act,  right, 
penalty,  suit,  prosecution  or  tenure  of  office  of  any  person,  unless  expressly 
stipulated  therein,  nor  shall  the  alteration  or  repeal  of  any  ordinance  or 
section  thereof  revive  any  ordinance  heretofore  repealed  or  annulled. 

Sec.  5.  These  and  all  other  ordinances  hereafter  enacted  shall  be 
engrossed  by  the  City  Clerk  in  the  order  of  their  passage  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose,  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  with  a  suitable 
margin  and  index,  to  be  lettered  “Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Barre,” 
which  book  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  subject  to  inspec¬ 
tion  of  any  person  interested  therein  and  all  ordinances  enacted  shall  be 
published  in  suitable  form  for  the  use  of  the  officers  of  the  city  govern¬ 
ment  and  for  general  distribution. 

Sec.  6.  The  original  manuscript  of  each  ordinance,  resolution  or  by-law 
requiring  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  shall  be  preserved  and  kept  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  as  well  as  the  engrossed  record  thereof, 
and  in  case  any  ordinance,  by-law  or  resolution  shall  be  passed  over  the 
veto  of  the  Mayor  by  a  two -third®  vote,  or  shall  become  operative  by 
reason  of  the  Mayor’s  neglect  to  approve  of  the  same,  the  City  Clerk 
shall  certify  to  such  fact  on  the  original  manuscript  and  on  the  engrossed 
record.  Each  ordinance  shall  bear  date  of  its  passage,  the  date  of  its 
approval  by  the  Mayor,  the  date  of  its  passage  over  the  veto  of  the  Mayor, 
or  the  date  it  took  effect,  without  the  signature  of  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  7.  Every  ordinance,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  therein,  shall 
go  into  operation  and  take  effect  twenty-five  days  from  and  after  the 
date  of  its  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  City, 
as  is  provided  in  the  City  charter. 

Sec.  8.  All  fines  and  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance,  or 
the  order  of  any  board  lawfully  established,  thereunder,  or  the  order  of 
any  person  or  persons  who  have  been  given  lawful  authority  to  issue  such 
order  or  the  order  of  the  Mayor  or  City  Council,  shall,  when  recovered, 
inure  to  the  City,  and  be  paid  into  the  City  treasury  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  or  the  ordinances  of  the  City. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

City  Officers. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  enacted  that  in  addition  to  the  officers  expressly 
provided  for  by  the  City  charter,  the  following  officers  are  required  for 
the  proper  administration  of  the  offices  of  the  City,  viz: 

One  chief  of  police,  and  as  many  more  policemen  as  the  Mayor  shall 
think  necessary  who  shall  also  serve  and  act  as  truant  officers,  one  chief 
engineer  and  three  assistant  engineers  of  the  fire  department,  one  inspector 
of  buildings,  one  inspector  of  food,  one  superintendent  of  the  fire  alarm, 
two  surveyors  of  wood  and  inspectors  of  lumber  and  shingles,  one  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures,  three  fence  viewers,  two  pound  keepers,  one 
inspector  of  leather,  two  fish  and  game  wardens,  one  trustee  of  cemetery 
trust  funds,  three  haywards,  one  city  weigher  and  one  city  physician. 

Sec.  2.  All  the  above  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Mayor  and 
confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  annually  in  the  month  of  March,  and 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  April  next 
ensuing,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified  to  act,  pro¬ 
vided  that  all  offices  created  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  filled  by  the  City 
Council  from  and  after  the  date  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  till  the 
first  day  of  April,  1908,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified.  Each  and  every  officer  elected  or  appointed  by  the  City  Council 
may  be  by  it  for  cause  suspended  or  removed,  and  the  City  Council  may 
either  temporarily  or  permanently  fill  all  vacancies  in  offices  from  what¬ 
soever  cause  the  same  may  happen,  in  accordance  with  the  City  charter 
or  ordinances,  or  general  laws. 

Sec.  3.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  shall  issue  commissions  to  each 
of  the  appointed  officers  provided  for  in  the  City  charter  and  the  ordinances 
thereof,  and  if  any  person  so  appointed  shall  fail  to  qualify  for  the  space 
of  ten  days  from  and  after  the  date  or  time  of  receiving  his  commission, 
his  office  shall  be  declared  vacant. 

Sec.  4.  Each  of  the  officers  of  the  City  of  Barre,  not  otherwise  provided 
for  in  the  City  charter,  shall  give  such  a  bond  with  good  and  sufficient 
sureties  as  the  City  Council  by  resolution  may  require. 

And  the  bond  of  each  of  said  officers  shall  be  delivered  to  and  approved 
by  the  City  Council  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  before  the 
officer  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office.  And  the  neglect  or  refusal  to 
furnish  said  bond  for  the  time  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  shall 
render  the  office  vacant. 
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Sec.  5.  The  City  Council  may  require  each  of  the  officers  as  provided 
in  section  four  of  this  chapter  to  furnish  a  new  or  additional  bond  when 
in  their  judgment  the  interests  of  the  city  demand  it.  Said  bond  to  be 
furnished  within  such  time  as  the  City  Council  may  determine. 

Sec.  6.  Each  officer  of  the  City,  whose  salary  is  not  fixed  by  law,  and 
each  employee  of  the  city,  shall  receive  such  a  salary  as  the  City  Council 
may  vote  or  such  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon  for  the  services 
performed.  Which  salary  or  compensation  may  be  voted  or  agreed  upon 
at  any  meeting  of  the  City  Council  or  Board  of  Aldermen. 


CHAPTER  III. 

Committees  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  from  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  said  board,  the  following 
committees,  consisting  of  three  members  each,  the  person  first  named  to 
be  the  chairman  thereof,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
are  appointed: 

A  committee  on  legislation;  a  committee  on  finance;  a  committee  on 
street  department,  who  shall  be  street  commissioners;  a  committee  on 
water  department;  a  committee  on  fire  department;  a  committee  on  police 
department;  a  committee  on  lights;  a  committee  on  materials  and  sup¬ 
plies;  a  committee  on  charities  and  corrections;  a  committee  on  city  prop¬ 
erty;  a  committee  on  public  library;  a  committee  on  cemeteries;  a  com¬ 
mittee  on  health;  a  committee  on  printing;  a  committee  on  licenses;  a 
committee  on  elections;  a  committee  on  salaries. 

Sec.  2.  The  foregoing  committees  shall  perform  all  the  duties  that  may 
be  required  of  or  assigned  to  them  by  the  City  charter  or  any  City 
ordinance  or  resolution  or  vote  of  the  City  Council  or  Board  of  Aldermen. 
In  addition  thereto,  the  said  committees  shall  have  a  general  supervision 
of  all  matters  appertaining  to  their  respective  departments. 

I.  To  the  Committee  on  Legislation:  All  matters  of  legislation  proposed 
or  pending  before  the  General  Assembly  and  City  Council,  including 
drafting  laws,  amendments  to  the  City  charter,  the  forming  of  new 
ordinances,  resolutions,  rules  and  regulations,  and  the  altering  or  repeal 
of  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  previously  in  force. 

II.  To  the  Committee  on  Finance:  All  matters  relating  to  the  revenues 
and  disbursements  of  the  city  government,  the  ordinances  making  appropri 
ations  of  money  or  providing  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  and  other  proposi¬ 
tions  involving  demands  upon  the  city  treasury.  Claims  and  demands  against

the  city  shall  first  be  presented  and  approved  by  the  committee  or  a  member 
of  a  committee,  officer  or  person  by  whom  the  same  were  incurred,  and  then 
examined,  approved  and  reported  upon  by  the  committee  on  finance  before 
warrants  shall  be  drawn  on  the  treasury  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

III.  To  the  Committee  on  Street  Department:  All  matters  relating 
to  the  streets  of  the  city  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  especially  the 
performance  of  such  duties  as  are  committed  to  it  by  the  City  charter  and 
by  the  ordinances  of  the  City. 

IV.  To  the  Committee  on  Water  Department:  All  matters  relating 
to  the  supply  of  water  for  all  public  purposes  of  the  City  and  for  the 
protection  of  the  City  against  fires. 

V.  To  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department:  All  matters  relating 
to  the  interest,  management,  rules,  regulations,  control,  care,  maintenance 
and  direction  of  the  fire  department  of  the  City,  its  needs  and  current 
expenses,  its  officers  and  employees,  including  engineers  and  firmen,  its 
stations,  engines,  equipments,  and  all  other  property  belonging  to  the 
department. 

VI.  To  the  Committee  on  Police  Department:  All  matters  relating 
to  the  public  station  and  police  property  of  the  City,  the  needs  and  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  department,  as  well  as  the  expenditures  of  all  appropria¬ 
tions  made  therefor,  and  all  matters  relating  to  the  police  force,  its 
officers  and  members,  its  organization,  discipline,  rights,  duties  and  privi¬ 
leges. 

VII.  To  the  Committee  on  Lights:  All  matters  relating  to  supplying 
tlhe  streets  and  public  buildings  of  the  City  with  lights,  the  supervision  of 
expenditures  and  the  approval  of  bills  and  accounts  therefor. 

VIII.  To  the  Committee  on  Materials  and  Supplies:  All  matters  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  supplies,  committed  to  it  by  the 
ordinances  or  order  of  the  City  Council,  or  Board  of  Aldermen. 

IX.  To  the  Committee  on  Charities  and  Corrections:  All  matters 
relating  to  the  poor,  insane  and  criminal  classes  of  the  City,  and  a 
general  supervision  of  the  acts  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor. 

X.  To  the  Committee  on  City  Property:  All  matters  relating  to  the 
land  and  parks  belonging  to  the  City,  the  public  buildings,  and  the  care, 
preservation,  renting,  use  and  occupancy  of  all  buildings  owned  or  used 
by  the  City. 

XI.  To  the  Committee  on  Pubic  Library:  All  matters  relating  to  a 
free  public  library,  the  purchase  of  books  therefor,  and  to  act  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  trustees  of  the  French  and  Aldrich  libraries  in  promoting 
its  efficiency. 

XII.  To  the  Committee  on  Cemeteries:  Its  duties  shall  be  to  act 
with  the  cemetery  commissioners  in  the  care  and  management  of  the  City 
cemeteries,  and  perform  such  other  duties,  not  committed  to  the  cemetery 
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commissioners,  as  are  referred  to  it  by  the  ordinances  or  orders  of  the  City 
Council  or  Board  .of  Aldermen. 

XIII.  To  the  Committee  on  Health:  All  matters  relating  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  City,  and  the  abatement  of  all 
sources  of  filth  and  disease. 

XIV.  To  the  Committee  on  Printing:  All  matters  relating  to  the 

printing,  binding  and  stationery  supplies  of  the  City. 

XV.  To  the  Committee  on  Licenses:  All  matters  relating  to  the 

granting  of  licenses  to  keep  hotels,  victualing  houses,  saloons,  billiard  and 
pool  rooms,  to  give  shows,  exhibitions  and  dances,  to  license  porters, 
carters,  cabs,  peddlers,  hucksters,  itinerant  venders  of  goods,  and  auc¬ 
tioneers,  and  all  other  matters  not  otherwise  provided  for  requiring  a 
license  or  permit  from  the  City. 

XVI.  To  the  Committee  on  Elections:  All  matters  relating  to  any 
election  held  in  the  City,  including  the  preparation  of  the  check  list,  pro¬ 
viding  ballot-boxes,  voting  places  and  the  appurtenances  thereto. 

XVII.  To  the  Committee  on  Salaries:  All  matters  relating  to  the 
salary,  pay  or  compensation  of  any  or  all  of  the  City  officers  or  employees 
whose  salary  or  compensation  is  not  fixed  by  law  or  ordinance. 

No  act  or  ordinance  herein  shall  prevent  the  City  Council  or  Board  of 
Aldermen  from  referring  any  general  or  special  business  pending  before  it 
to  either  or  any  of  the  standing  committees  or  to  a  special  committee  to 
investigate  and  report  on  the  subject  committed  to  it. 

Each  standing  committee  shall  report  as  often  as  once  a  month  if  there 
is  business  pending  before  it,  and  special  committees  shall  report  within 
four  weeks  from  the  date  of  their  appointment,  upon  all  matters  within 
the  scope  of  their  respective  appointments.  All  reports  shall  either  be 
written  in  a  fair  hand  or  printed,  and  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
committee. 

No  committee  or  member  of  a  committee  shall  credit  or  approve  any 
bill  or  account  against  the  City  for  services  or  supplies  unless  the  same 
shall  have  been  contracted  or  authorized  by  the  appropriate  committee 
or  person. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

Of  Certain  Records. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  action  and  votes  of  the  City  Council  and  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  shall  be  seasonably  and  fully  recorded  in  the  books  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose,  and  all  books  of  record  shall  be  in  the  custody 
of  the  City  Clerk  and  be  and  remain  in  his  office  at  all  times. 
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Sec.  2.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  recorded  all 
action  taken  or  votes  passed  by  tihe  board  of  civil  authority  when 
sitting  for  the  purpose  of  abating  taxes,  with  a  detailed  statement  in 
full  of  each  tax  abated,  the  amount  thereof,  upon  what  property,  if  any, 
the  tax  was  assessed,  the  name  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  abate¬ 
ment  was  made,  and  for  what  cause. 

Sec.  3.  Each  of  the  ward  clerks  of  the  several  wards  of  the  City 
shall  keep  a  record  book  in  which  he  shall  seasonably  enter  a  record  of 
each  ward  meeting  that  may  be  held  in  his  wrard,  of  each  appointment  of 
ward  clerk  and  inspectors  of  election,  and  a  record  of  all  persons  voted  for 
at  each  election  held  in  said  ward,  together  with  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  votes  each  of  said  persons  received  in  said  ward,  and  for  what 
office  they  were  received.  And  said  record  book  shall  be  deposited  and 
kept  in  the  City  Clerk’s  office  when  not  in  actual  use. 

Sec.  4.  The  records  and  papers  kept  or  deposited  in  the  City  Clerk’s 
office  are  hereby  placed  under  the  care  and  control  of  the  City  Clerk,  and 
he  is  hereby  declared  to  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  and  custody 
thereof. 

Sec.  5.  No  book  or  volume  of  the  public  records,  nor  any  paper  duly 
filed  therein,  shall  be  taken  from  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  except  on 
order  of  court,  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  enter  the  record 
vault  of  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  taking  therefrom  any  book  or  paper 
without  the  permission  of  the  City  Clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish 
upon  all  suitable  occasions  such  public  records  or  papers  as  may  be  called 
for  by  the  person  who  shall  apply  therefor,  and  to  place  such  papers 
and  records  in  a  convenient  place  in  his  office  for  examination  in  his 
presence;  and  no  papers  or  book  on  order  of  a  court  shall  be  taken  from 
the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  without  a  receipt  being  left  therefor.  Whenever 
a  petition  or  other  document  is  presented  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or 
City  Council,  or  to  any  City  official  or  referred  to  any  committee  or  officer 
to  examine  and  report  back,  the  City  Clerk  shall  enter  his  record  on  the 
same  and  if  required  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  said  petition  or  document 
to  said  officer  or  committee.  Said  officer  or  committee  shall  return  said 
certified  copy  of  said  petition  or  document  to  said  City  Council  or  Board 
of  Aldermen  in  connection  with  their  written  report  on  the  same  and 
it  shall  then  be  placed  on  file  by  the  City  Clerk. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  any  matter  is  referred,  by  a  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  or  City  Council,  to  any  City  official  or  agent  of  the  City, 
who  is  not  present  at  the  time  said  vote  is  taken,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  City  Clerk  to  forthwith  notify  in  writing,  said  City  official  or 
agent  of  the  City  of  said  vote  and  the  subject  matter  contained  therein. 
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Sec.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Of  Finances  and  Accountability  in  Expenditures. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The.  Finance  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  Wednesday 
preceding  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  and  at  other  times  if  found 
advisable,  and  carefully  examine  and  audit  all  accounts  and  claims  against 
the  City  which  shall  be  laid  before  them,  and  approve  them;  as  appears 
in  the  following  sections;  and  shall  recommend  the  payment  of  such 
portions  of  the  same  as  is  found  justly  due  and  duly  authorized  and 
incurred  in  good  faith. 

Sec.  2.  No  account  or  claim  against  the  City,  except  judgments  of 
judicial  courts,  shall  be  received,  referred  to  or  acted  upon  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  finance  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  incurred  or  authorized 
by  the  proper  committee,  officer  or  agent  of  the  City,  nor  unless  such 
account  or  claim  shall  be  accompanied  with  the  written  approval  of  the 
officer,  committee  or  member  of  a  committee  or  agent  authorized  in  behalf 
of  the  City  to  make  the  contract  or  cause  the  expenditure  to  be  made. 

Sec.  3.  All  persons  are  hereby  warned  to  incur  no  obligation  against 
the  City  nor  to  furnish  any  material  or  service  on  account  of  the  City, 
execpt  by  virtue  of  a  contract  lawfully  entered  into  by  a  duly  authorized 
agent  or  committee  of  the  City.  All  bills  to  insure  prompt  payment  should 
be  rendered  to  the  party  contracting  them  on  or  before  the  Tuesday 
preceding  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  and  it  is  hereby  the  duty  of 
all  agents  of  the  City  and  all  committees  to  approve  such  bills  and  turn 
them  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  Wednesday  morning  preceding  the 
first  Monday  of  each  month. 

Sec.  4.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  accounts  and  claims  against 
the  City,  which  have  been  approved  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  and  shall 
carefully  examine  the  same  and  see  if  they  are  correctly  east,  and  present 
them  folded  and  filed  to  the  committee  on  finance,  and  said  treasurer  shall 
record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  names  of  all  persons 
presenting  accounts  or  claims  against  the  City  which  have  received  the 
approval  of  the  finance  committee,  the  nature  of  the  claim,  demand  or 
account,  the  date  thereof,  and  the  amount  allowed  by  the  committee. 
All  bills  not  approved  by  the  finance  committee  shall  be  returned  by  mail 
to  the  party  rendering  said  bill  accompanied  with  said  committee’s  reason 
for  not  approving  said  bill. 


The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  ledger  account  with  all  departments  or 
head  of  appropriation,  crediting  to  said  departments  the  appropriations 
made  to  them  by  the  City  Council  and  charging  to  them  all  warrants 
drawn  for  expenditures  incurred. 

All  assessments  for  streets,  sewers  and  sidewalks,  all  highway  taxes 
returned  to  the  City  from  the  State  shall  be  credited  to  these  departments 
either  when  charged  or  upon  receipt  of  remittance  by  the  city  treasurer. 

Other  divisional  accounts  necessary  to  a  complete  system  of  book¬ 
keeping  shall  be  kept  by  the  City  Treasurer,  so  that  a  complete  record 
of  the  business  and  standing  of  the  City  may  be  available  at  any  time. 

Sec.  5.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  out  of  the  City  treasury  except  upon 
the  written  order  or  warrant  of  the  mayor,  addressed  to  the  treasurer,  and 
countersigned  by  the  city  clerk,  and  numbered  so  as  to  correspond  with  the 
account  or  claim  it  shall  be  drawn  to  pay.  And  in  all  bills  against  the 
City  which  shall  be  presented  for  payment,  each  item  shall  be  specially 
set  forth.  No  claim  shall  be  allowed  for  medical  services  unless  such 
services  were  authorized  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  and  vouched  for  as 
provided  in  this  chapter. 

Sec.  6.  All  City  officers  who  shall,  in  their  official  capacity,  receive 
any  money  on  behalf  of  the  City,  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer 
or  on  before  the  last  day  of  each  month,  and  oftener  if  required,  except 
the  collector  of  taxes,  who  shall  make  such  payment  whenever  the  sum 
in  his  hands  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  or  oftener 
if  required.  All  other  persons  who  shall  have  in  their  hands  funds 
belonging  to  the  City,  shall  forthwith  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 
And  in  all  cases  of  the  payment  of  money  to  the  City  Treasurer,  he  shall 
give  his  receipt  to  the  person  paying  the  same  for  the  amount  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  in  a  book  provided  for  that 
purpose  an  accurate  and  true  account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
on  behalf  of  the  City. 

He  shall  not  pay  out  any  money  from  the  City  treasury,  except  upon 
warrants  of  the  Mayor,  countersigned  by  the  City  Clerk.  No  warrant 
shall  be  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  unless  there  is  sufficient  funds  to  the 
credit  of  the  department  against  which  it  is  drawn.  Any  extraordinary 
expenditure  that  necessitates  overdrawing  the  original  appropriation  shall 
be  provided  for  by  a  further  appropriation. 

He  shall  monthly  provide  each  member  of  the  City  Council  with  a 
statement  showing  the  .condition  of  the  City  finances,  and  that  of  each 
department. 

Whenever  he  is  authorized  by  the  City  Council  to  borrow  money  on 
the  credit  of  the  City,  all  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
given  therefor  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer  and 
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countersigned  by  the  City  Clerk,  (or  by  the  chairman  of  the  finance 
committee)  if  the  city  clerk  and  treasurer  is  one  and  the  same  person, 
and  all  such  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  shall  be  registered  in  books  kept 
for  that  purpose  in  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

Such  register  shall  describe  such  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  by  number, 
date  and  amount,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  payable,  when  payable 
and  the  rate  of  interest,  and  the  date,  and  the  book  where  recorded,  of 
the  ordinance  or  resolution  authorizing  the  same;  and  no  bond,  note 
or  certificate  shall  be  issued  by  the  City  until  such  record  shall  be  made; 
and  when  such  notes  or  certificates  shall  be  paid,  the  date  of  payment 
and  the  amount  paid  shall  be  entered  on  said  register.  The  Treasurer 
shall  not  pay  a  warrant  (other  than  time  warrants)  bearing  date  more 
than  one  year  previous  to  its  presentation  for  payment,  and  this  condition 
shall  be  printed,  written  or  stamped  on  each  warrant  when  issued.  When 
the  Treasurer  pays  a  bond,  note,  certificate  or  warrant,  he  shall  at  once 
deface  the  same  with  a  stamp  showing  that  it  is  paid,  and  when  the 
auditors  have  examined  and  allowed  such  note,  bond,  certificate  or  war¬ 
rant,  they  shall  again  stamp  the  same  so  that  they  cannot  again  be  used 
as  vouchers. 

Sec.  8.  The  committee  on  finance  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  financial 
year,  prepare  and  lay  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  ensuing  financial  year, 
under  the  various  heads  of  appropriations,  and  the  ways  and  means  of 
raising  the  same;  and  shall  also  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year  prepare 
and  report  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  a  statement  of  all  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  financial  year,  and  in  detail  the  amount  of 
appropriation  and  expenditures  of  each  department;  and  said  annual 
statement  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  schedule  of  the  property,  real 
and  personal,  belonging  to  the  City,  and  the  estimated  value  thereof, 
and  the  amount  of  the  City’s  indebtedness. 

Sec.  9.  The  City  auditors  shall  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year,  and 
at  any  other  time  when  required  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  also  at 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  officer  hereinafter  named  when 
such  officers  shall  not  have  been  re-elected  examine  and  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  overseer  of  the  poor,  superintendent  of  the  streets, 
street  commissioners,  city  attorney,  the  accounts  and  claims  for  compen¬ 
sation  for  services  rendered  by  all  City  officers,  whose  salary  or  compensa¬ 
tion  is  not  established  by  law  or  city  ordinance,  and  report  the  amount 
justly  due  therefor,  and  any  and  all  other  accounts  which  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  shall  refer  to  them  for  examination,  and  audit  and  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  And  for  that  purpose  said  auditors 
shall  have  access  to  all  official  books,  papers  and  vouchers  belonging  to  or 
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in  the  possession  of  any  officer  of  the  City.  The  said  auditors  shall  not 
only  compare  said  accounts  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  but  shall  ascertain 
and  report  whether  all  moneys  due  the  city  have  been  collected  and 
accounted  for,  and  if  not,  what  sums,  from  whom  the  same  are  due,  and 
reasons  why  the  same  remain  uncollected.  They  shall  also  examine  all 
no+es  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Treas¬ 
urer  belonging  to  the  city,  and  shall  verify  the  outstanding  obligations  of 
the  City,  and  make  report  thereon  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Sec.  10.  The  financial  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January 

in  each  year  and  end  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next  following. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 

chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more 

than  one  hundred  dollars. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

On  Sinking  Fund. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sinking  fund  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  treasury  and 
a  separate  account  of  it  shall  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Council,  it  may  be  deposited  on  interest  in  any 
reliable  bank  in  this  State,  or  may  be  invested  in  safe  and  productive 
securities,  or  be  loaned  in  some  safe  and  secure  manner,  or  be  invested  in 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  City  of  Barre,  but  always  in  a  way  that  it  may  be 
readily  available  for  liquidating  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  it 
matures.  It  may  be  used  at  any  time  the  City  Council  so  votes  to  buy 
in  the  bonds  of  the  City  and  cancel  the  same  before  said  bonds  may 
mature. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

Of  the  City  Engineer. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  engineer  to  perform  all 
such  services  for  the  City  of  Barre  as  are  required  by  the  City  charter; 
and  he  shall  be  the  adviser  of  the  City  Council  on  all  matters  relating  to 
public  works  and  improvements.  He  shall  take  charge  of  all  such  public 
works  of  the  City,  as  the  Council  or  any  committee  thereof  shall  lawfully 
direct,  and  he  shall  assist  the  City  attorney,  or  any  committee  in  drafting 
all  papers  and  contracts  relating  to  the  same;  he  shall  make  all  measure¬ 
ments,  on  all  contract  work  when  requested  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen 


or  any  committee  thereof,  and  certify  to  the  correctness  of  the  same; 
he  shall  have  charge  of  surveys  relating  to  the  laying  out,  widening, 
extending  and  grading  of  the  streets  and  of  the  sewers  and  drains  of  the 
City.  He  shall  carefully  prepare  and  preserve  in  his  office  all  books, 
plates,  plans,  surveys,  specifications,  notes,  memoranda,  estimates,  papers 
and  files  required  for  the  use  or  business  of  his  department,  and  the  same 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  city,  and  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any 
person  interested  therein,  and  on  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  he 
shall  deliver  the  same  to  his  successor. 

Sec.  2.  He  shalll  at  least  twice  each  year,  and  oftener  if  he  deems  it 
necessary,  make  a  thorough  examination  of  all  the  bridges  of  the  City 
and  report  to  the  street  commissioners  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City 
the  conditon  of  the  same,  and  shall  annually  report  the  same  to  the 
City  Council. 

He  shall  also  at  least  once  in  three  months,  and  oftener  if  he  sees 
fit,  or  if  the  water  committee  or  the  City  Council  so  direct,  inspect  all 
the  city  reservoirs,  dams  and  intakes  and  make  a  report  of  the  condition 
of  the  same  to  the  water  committee  and  City  Council. 

He  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  expense  of  his  office,  including  labor  and 
all  supplies  and  shall  render  a  bill  to  each  department  monthly  for  all 
work  done  and  material  used  for  said  department,  and  said  sums  shall 
be  re-appropriated  to  the  engineering  department,  and  with  such  sum  as 
the  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  appropriate  shall  constitute  the 
total  resources  of  the  engineering  department,  and  all  bills  contracted  by 
the  engineering  department,  including  salary  of  engineers  shall  be  charged 
to  the  engineering  department  account  by  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the 
City  engineer  shall  make  a  statement  of  said  accounts  in  his  annual 
report.  v 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

On  Water  Department. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  general  care  and  supervision  of  the  City  water  system, 
its  extension  and  maintenance,  shall  be  vested  in  the  committee  on  water 
department,  elected  as  provided  in  the  City  ordinances,  subject  to  the 
ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  2.  The  water  committee  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  December 
present  to  the  City  Council  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  water  works 
and  all  other  property  connected  therewith  and  make  recommenda¬ 
tions  in  regard  to  the  care,  extension,  and  general  management  of  the 
department  which  to  them  may  seem  proper. 
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Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  water  committee  to  prepare  rules  and 
regulations  to  govern  the  sale  and  distribution  of  water  and  to  establish 
rates  to  be  paid  for  the  same,  but  all  such  rules  and  regulations  and  water 
rates  shall  receive  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  before  they  become 
active. 

Sec.  4.  The  superintendent  of  the  water  department,  appointed  by 
the  City  Council,  shall  have  the  immediate  care  of  the  City  water  system, 
under  the  direction  of  the  water  committee  and  ordinances  and  the 
resolutions  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5.  The  water  superintendent  shall  collect  all  water  rentals,  under 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  water  department  as  adopted  according 
to  section  3  of  this  chapter  and  shall  turn  the  same  over  to  the  City  Treas¬ 
urer  at  least  once  a  month,  and  oftener  if  requested  so  to  do  by  the 
City  Council.  He  shall  keep  a  set  of  books  and  shall  enter  therein,  under 
their  appropriate  headings,  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  said  water 
department,  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  a 
form  so  as  to  show'  the  cost  of  extending  the  main  line,  the  cost  of  main¬ 
taining  the  main  line,  the  cost  of  maintaining  connections,  the  cost  and 
number  of  new  connections,  and  all  other  general  expenses,  and  the  names 
of  all  persons  taking  water,  the  kind  of  buildings  into  which  entries  are 
made,  the  name  of  the  street  and  the  number  thereof,  the  uses  to  which 
the  water  is  applied,  the  amount  of  rate  charged,  the  amount  of  any 
abatements  thereof  and  such  other  matters  as  the  superintendent  shall 
desire. 

No  rebate  on  water  rentals  shall  be  allowed,  unless  they  are  approved 
by  the  water  superintendent  and  water  committee,  and  they  shall  be 
in  the  form  of  a  bill  payable  by  the  City  Treasurer  the  same  as  other 
bills. 

Sec.  6.  The  rent  for  the  use  of  water,  except  by  meter  service,  shall 
be  payable  semi-annually  in  advance,  on  the  first  day  of  April  and 
October  and  for  meter  service  on  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July 
and  October  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific  purposes,  or  for  frac¬ 
tional  parts  of  the  half  year,  shall  be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the 
water  is  let  on. 

Sec.  7.  When  service  pipes  are  extended  from  curb  to  inside  of  cellar 
wall  or  other  proper  place  by  the  city  they  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  party 
for  whom  the  connection  is  made. 

Sec.  8.  Every  plumber  who  has  received  a  license  from  the  city  council 
to  do  general  plumbing  shall  abide  by  all  the  rules  and  regulations  con¬ 
tained  in  this  chapter  and  also  all  rules  and  regulations  established  by 
the  water  committee. 


Sec.  9.  Wlhen  any  new  pipes  or  fixtures  are  to  be  set  up,  or.  any 
alterations  are  to  be  made  to  the  pipes  or  fixtures  already  set  up,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  plumber  to  first  ascertain  if  proper  application 
has  been  made  and  granted  by  the  superintendent,  or  his  agent,  and 
to  procure  permit  for  the  work  contemplated,  before  proceeding  to  make 
any  connections  for  water  supply,  or  change  in  any  pipes  or  fixtures  already 
set  up. 

Sec.  10.  All  applications  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made  at  the 
office  of  the  water  superintendent,  on  the  forms  prescribed,  stating  truly 
and  fully  the  various  uses  to  which  the  water  is  to  be  applied,  and 
signed  by  the  owner  of  the  property. 

Sec.  11.  No  connection  will  be  made  with  a  street  main  for  less  than 
an  annual  rate  of  six  dollars  (6.00)  or  unless  the  party  for  whom 
the  connection  is  made  will  agree  to  pay  rent  for  one  full  year  on  said 
connection. 

Sec.  12.  No  alterations  in  any  water  pipe  or  water  fixtures  whereby 
the  consumption  of  water  is  increased  shall  be  made  without  giving  notice 
to  and  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  water  superintendent.  No  plumber, 
or  other  persons,  shall  make  alterations  in  or  additions  to  any  water 
pipe  or  fixtures  aforesaid  unless  the  owner  or  agent  shows  a  permit 
therefor  signed  by  the  superintendent  of  the  water  department,  and  then 
only  to  the  extent  stated  therein. 

Sec.  13.  No  plumber  or  any  other  person,  except  by  written  order 
of  the  superintendent  of  water  works,  shall  tap  any  water  mains  or  con¬ 
nect  any  service  pipes  therewith,  nor  shall  any  plumber  or  other  person 
turn  on  or  shut  off  the  water  from  any  pipe  or  hydrant  where  the  stopcock 
is  not  located  on  their  own  premises,  except  as  provided  in  section  17 
of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  14.  The  city  reserves  the  right  of  turning  off  the  water  in  order 
to  protect  itself  against  abuse  or  fraud,  and  of  shutting  off  the  water 
supply  from  any  or  all  classes  of  consumers  for  the  purpose  of  making 
necessary  repairs,  or  whenever  an  emergency  or  the  city’s  welfare  de¬ 
mands  it. 

Sec.  15.  Any  person  to  whom  the  water  is  supplied  who  shall  permit 
others  not  entitled  thereto  to  take  water  from  his  faucets  or  pipes  for 
any  pupose  (except  to  aid  in  the  extinguishing  of  fires)  for  a  period 
extending  over  twenty-four  hours  without  a  permit  from  the  water  com¬ 
mittee  or  superintendent,  shall  pay  a  penalty  of  one  dollar,  and  any 
party  who  shall  thus  obtain  water  without  a  permit  from  the  water 
committee  or  superintendent  shall  also  pay  a  penalty  of  one  dollar. 
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Sec.  16.  All  persons  taking  water  must  provide  a  stop  and  waste 
cock,  properly  located  inside  their  buildings,  and  have  their  pipes  so 
arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them  in  case  of  danger  from 
frost. 

They  must  keep  their  own  water  pipes  and  fixtures  connected  herewith 
in  good  repair  and  protected  from  frost.  , 

The  strength  of  all  pipes  used,  their  protection  against  freezing,  the 
kind  of  faucets  and  other  fixtures  used,  general  arrangement  of  the 
work  in  reference  to  security  and  safety,  and  the  keeping  of  all  pipes 
and  fixtures  in  proper  repair  shall  be  in  accordance  with  any  direction, 
either  special  or  general,  given  by  the  superintendent  of  water. 

Sec.  17.  No  fireman  or  other  person,  except  for  legitmate  purposes 
or  extinguishing  fires,  shall  open  any  fire  hydrant  or  stop-cock  connected 
with  the  fire  service  without  the  consent  of  the  water  superintendent. 

Sec.  18.  Any  person  who  shall  turn  on  water  at  either  a  corporation 
or  private  stop-cock,  when  it  has  been  shut  oft"  by  order  of  the  superin¬ 
tendent,  until  all  expenses  and  penalties  are  paid  and  all  cause  of  complaint 
remedied  and  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Any  party  using  water  turned  on  in  violation  of  this  rule  shall  pay 
all  such  expenses  and  a  like  penalty. 

Sec.  19.  All  consumers  of  water  must  conform  to  all  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  and  to  the  rules  adopted  by  the  water  department,  and  the 
superintendent  of  the  water  department  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  said  rules 
to  all  consumers  on  application. 

Sec.  20.  No  person  shall  injure  any  pipe  or  reservoir  connected  with 
*  the  city  water  system  or  break  or  enter  the  same  or  draw  or  cause  to  be 
removed  any  water  therefrom;  or  turn  off  the  water,  in  any  water  pipe 
or  reservoir,  or  make  any  opening  or  connection  with  any  pipe  or  reservoir 
or  remove  the  cap  of  any  hydrant,  except  in  case  of  fire,  or  other  legiti¬ 
mate  purposes,  without  permission  from  the  water  superintendent. 

Sec.  21.  All  bills  or  accounts  payable  and  pertaining  to  the  business  of 
the  water  department  shall  be  presented  at  the  office  of  the  superintendent, 
and  shall  be  recorded  on  the  books  of  said  department,  and  be  approved 
by  the  committee  on  water  or  superintendent  before  being  presented  to 
the  city  treasurer  and  finance  committee,  and  all  bills  or  accounts  receiv¬ 
able  and  pertaining  to  the  water  department  shall  be  paid  at  the  water 
office  and  recorded  in  the  books  of  said  department. 

Sec.  22.  The  superintendent  of  the  water  department,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  water  committee,  shall  contract  for  all  labor,  purchase  all  tools, 
supplies',  teams  and  materials  necessary  for  the  care,  maintenance  and 
extension  of  the  city  water  system. 
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Sec.  23.  No  main  line  shall  be  extended,  by  the  water  department, 
until  it  has  first  received  the  approval  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  24.  The  water  superintendent  shall  visit,  personally  or  by  assistant, 
all  premises  where  city  water  is  taken,  at  least  twice  a  year  and  shall 
examine  all  water  fixtures  and  if  they  are  found  to  be  defective  or  in  a 
condition  so  as  to  allow  the  water  to  run  to  waste,  he  shall  notify  the 
owners  or  occupants  of  said  premises  to  cause  said  fixtures  to  be  repaired, 
and  if  said  owner  or  occupant  shall  refuse  or  neglect  so  to  do  for  two 
weeks  he  shall  shut  the  water  off,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
superintendent  to  re-visit  all  places  where  he  finds  defective  fixtures  at 
the  end  of  two  weeks,  and  re-examine  the  same. 

When  water  is  turned  off  because  a  party  refuses  or  neglects  to  repair 
fixtures  when  notified  so  to  do  by  the  superintendent,  it  shall  not  be 
turned  on  again  except  by  a  vote  of  the  water  committee  and  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  fine  of  two  dollars. 

Sec.  25.  All  persons  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense  unless  otherwise  provided  in 
this  chapter. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

Of  the  City  Attorney. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  attorney  shall  not,  during  the  period  for  which 
he  is  appointed,  hold  any  other  office  created  or  filled  by  authority  of 
the  city  charter.  He  alone  shall  act  as  the  legal  adviser  and  attorney 
of  the  city,  except  in  such  cases  as  the  city  council  may,  by  resolution, 
authorize  the  employment  of  additional  counsel. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  attorney,  by  himself,  or  by 
some  person  by  him  duly  authorized,  and  for  whose  conduct,  skill  and 
faithfulness  he  shall  be  accountable,  to  examine  all  titles  to  property,  to 
draft  all  bonds,  deeds,  obligations,  contracts,  leases,  conveyances,  agree¬ 
ments,  and  other  legal  instruments  of  whatsoever  nature,  which  may  be 
required  by  any  ordinance  or  order  of  the  city  council  or  board  of  aider- 
men,  or  by  any  committee  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  by  any  authorized 
officer  or  board  of  the  city  government  to  which  the  city  or  its  agents 
may  be  a  party,  and  which  by  law,  usage  or  agreement  the  city  is  to  be 
at  the  expense  of  drawing. 

He  shall,  when  required,  furnish  the  mayor,  the  board  of  aldermen,  or 
any  member  thereof  and  any  officer,  board  or  committee  of  the  city,  who 
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may  need  the  same  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duty,  his  legal  opinion 
upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices;  but 
whenever  his  opinion  is  required  to  be  in  writing,  the  question  submitted 
for  his  consideration  shall  also  be  in  writing. 

He  shall  also  commence  and  prosecute  all  actions  and  suits  of  a  civil 
nature  of  every  kind  that  may  be  brought  by  the  city  before  any 
tribunal,  to  appear  in,  defend  and  advocate  the  right  and  interests  of  the 
city  in  all  actions  and  suits  brought  against  the  city  or  its  officers  in 
their  official  capacity,  wherein  any  estate,  right,  privilege  or  ordinance 
or  act  of  the  city  or  any  violation  thereof,  may  be  brought  in  question. 
He  shall  also  appear  when  necessary  before  the  legislature  of  the  state, 
or  before  any  committee  thereof,  and  in  behalf  of  the  city  represent 
and  defend  and  advocate  the  interests  and  welfare  of  the  city  whenever 
the  same  is  affected. 

He  shall,  when  requested  by  the  mayor  or  chief  of  police,  commence 
and  prosecute  any  suit  or  complaint  that  may  be  brought  by  the  order 
of  either  of  said  officers  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the  city  or 
law  of  the  state. 

Sec.  3.  The  city  attorney  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  December 
make  a  report  to  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen  of  the  business 
of  his  office  during  the  preceding  year,  stating  what  suits  have  been  dis¬ 
posed  of,  or  discontinued,  and  the  final  judgment  in  the  same,  and  also 
stating  the  suits  then  pending  in  favor  of  or  against  the  city,  with  a 
brief  description  of  each ;  and  he  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office 
all  papers,  records  of  suits,  documents  or  other  information  he  may  have 
relative  to  any  claim  he  may  have  for  or  against  the  city. 

At  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  his  connections  or  employment 
in  any  suit,  action  or  cause  shall  terminate,  unless  by  order  of  the  city 
counsel  he  is  directed  to  continue  in  the  prosecution  of  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  receive  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services. 


CHAPTER  X. 

Of  Poles,  Wires  and  Electrical  Conduits. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  poles,  wires,  conduits,  or  other  apparatus  designed  to 
carry  a  telegraph,  telephone,  light,  heat,  power,  or  other  electrical  current, 
shall  be  placed  in,  over  or  under  any  street,  lane,  alley,  or  public  way 
or  place  in  the  city  of  Barre  without  the  written  permit  of  the  city 
council,  nor  until  the  person  or  corporation  placing  or  maintaining  the 
same  shall  have  fired  with  the  city  clerk  a  written  agreement  accepting 
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and  promising  to  abide  by  and  perform  all  the  conditions  and  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  and  all  ordinances,  orders,  and  rules  which  may  hereafter 
be  made  in  relation  to  the  placing  and  maintaining  thereof.  No  permit 
shall  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  until  after 'ten  days' 
public  notice  of  the  pendency  of  the  application  before  the  city  council 
or  board  of  aldermen.  A  reasonable  sum  shall  be  established,  and  shall  be 
by  every  such  person  or  corporation  paid  annually  into  the  city  treasury 
as  an  annual  license  fee.  No  exclusive  or  entire  right  or  franchise  to 
place  or  maintain  any  poles,  wires,  conduits,  or  other  fixtures  or  apparatus 
in  over  or  under  any  of  the  aforesaid  public  ways  or  places  in  the  city, 
shall  be  granted  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  All  permits  granted  and  any  permission  given  to  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation,  to  place  or  maintain  any  such  poles,  wires,  conduits, 
or  other  apparatus,  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  city  council  after 
ten  days’  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  shall  have  been  given 
to  the  parties  interested,  and  any  such  poles,  wires,  conduits,  or  other 
apparatus  may  be  removed  by  the  city  from  time  to  time  without  notice 
in  case  of  public  necessity. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  erecting,  maintaining  or 
using  such  poles,  wires,  conduits,  or  other  apparatus,  shall  indemnify 
and  save  harmless  the  city  of  Barre,  its  officers,  servants  and  agents  from 
and  against  all  lawful  claims  and  demands  for  injuries  to  persons  and 
property  occasioned  by  the  existence  of  such  poles,  wires,  conduits,  or 
apparatus  or  the  transmission  of  electric  currents  by  means  thereof,  and 
the  agents  or  officers  of  the  city  exercising  the  rights  or  powers  given  or 
reserved  herein  shall  not  be  held  liable  by  such  person,  firm  or  corporation 
on  account  thereof,  or  by  reason  of  any  injury  caused  thereby. 

Sec.  4.  The  location,  height,  arrangement,  construction,  attachment  and 
appearance  of  all  such  poles,  wires  and  apparatus  shall  be  made  under 
the  street  commissioners,  who  may  at  any  time,  under  the  direction  of 
the  city  council,  direct  change  to  be  made  therein  as  the  public  interests 
may  require;  and  the  owner  or  user  of  any  such  poles,  wires  and  apparatus 
now  or  hereafter  erected  or  placed ,  shall,  at  his  or  their  own  expense, 
promptly  change  the  location  of,  repair  or  remove  the  same  upon  the 
order  of  the  street  commissioners  so  to  do,  and  no  wires  or  poles  shall  be 
placed  on  any  street  at  points  not  so  designated. 

Sec.  5.  On  streets,  where  curbing  stones  are  set,  all  poles  shall  be 
placed  or  set  in  line  of  the  curbing,  and  on  streets  where  there  is  no 
curbing  the  poles  shall  be  placed  on  the  curb  line,  and  no  pole  shall  be 
placed  within  ten  feet  of  any  hydrant  or  so  as  to  interfere  with  any  water 
pipe,  sewer  or  shade  tree. 
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Sec.  6.  The  city  may  at  any  time,  and  without  being  required  to 
pay  rental  few  the  use  of  the  poles,  attach  to  any  of  such  poles  wires 
and  fixtures  for  its  own  use,  and  the  city  council  may  grant  to  other  persons 
the  right  to  attach  wires  to  such  poles  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  said  council  may  consider  reasonable;  and  no  poles,  after  being  so  usea 
shall  be  taken  down  or  removed  without  the  consent  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  7.  All  poles  now  or  hereafter  erected  shall  be  properly  trimmed 
and  painted,  and  shall  be  at  least  twenty  feet  in  height  above  the  ground, 
and  all  wires  shall  be  attached  within  five  feet  of  the  top  of  the  poles. 
All  poles  shall  be  of  good  material,  straight,  and  not  unsightly,  and  at 
least  six  inches  in  diameter  at  the  smallest  end,  and  shall  be  firmly  and 
properly  set  in  the  ground,  and  whenever  such  wires  cross  any  street, 
lane  or  alley,  they  shall  be  supported  at  the  same  height  as  on  the  poles 
on  such  streets,  lanes  or  passageway,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  practica¬ 
ble  the  wires  shall  cross  the  same  at  right  angles  thereto. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  cut  or  remove  any  wires, 
pole®  or  other  apparatus,  in  order  to  move  a  building  or  for  other  causes, 
the  same  shall  be  done  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  owing  or  using 
the  same  at  his  own  expense  within  twenty-four  hours  after  notice  is 
given  by  the  superintendent  of  streets  so  to  do. 

Sec.  9.  No  poles  or  wires  to  be  hereafter  used  or  erected  for  the 
transmission  of  electricity  for  any  purpose  shall  be  placed  where  such 
poles  or  wires  will  interfere  with  or  injure  any  telephone  or  telegraph 
wires  or  poles  already  erected. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  or  company,  by  its  servant  or  agent,  shall,  for  any 
purpose  connected  with  the  erection,  construction  and  maintenance  of  any 
telephone,  telegraph  or  other  electric  lines  or  wires,  climb  any  tree  by 
the  use  of  spurs,  which  shall  injure  in  any  way,  deface  or  destroy 
such  tree  or  any  part  thereof,  and  no  company  or  person  shall  attach 
any  wire,  crossbar  or  other  fixtures  to  any  tree  without  the  written  consent 
of  the  owner  thereof  or  of  the  street  commissioners. 

Sec.  11.  Every  person  or  corporation  erecting,  maintaining  or  using 
any  such  lines  shall,  whenever  requested  by  the  city  council,  give  to  the 
city  a  bond,  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  indemnify  and  save  the  city 
harmless  from  all  loss,  damage  and  expense,  which  may  be  caused 
to  the  city  or  to  any  person  or  corporation  by  reason  of  the  erection 
or  existence  of  such  poles,  wires,  conduits,  or  other  electric  apparatus. 

Sec.  12.  Every  person  who  shall  remove  or  change  the  location  of, 
or  in  any  manner  interfere  with,  any  of  the  wires  that  are  or  may  be 
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owned  or  used  by  the  city  of  Barre  without  authority  therefor;  and  every 
firm,  person  or  corporation  who  shall  place,  use  or  maintain,  or  any  person 
who  shall  do  any  work  or  be  employed  in  placing,  using  or  maintaining 
any  pole,  wire  or  conduit  designed  to  carry  an  electrical  current  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  in  any  public  way  or  street  in  the  city  of  Barre,  without 
written  permit  therefor  being  first  had  and  obtained  from  the  city  council; 
and  every  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  any  city  ordinance  or  regulation  or  with 
any  order  of  the  city  council  in  the  premises',  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  every  day  of 
such  neglect  or  refusal  after  notice  thereof  shall  be  considered  a  separate 
offense. 


CHAPTER  XI. 

Of  Streets  and  Sidewalks. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  principal  streets  and  highways  hereafter  laid  out  shall 
be  laid  at  least  three  rods  wide,  no  cross  street  connecting  existing  high¬ 
ways  shall  be  laid  out  or  accepted  by  the  city  and  opened  for  public 
travel  by  the  street  commissioners  of  a  less  width  than  40  feet,  unless 
the  same  shall  have  been  actually  opened  and  used  for  public  travel  prior 
to  January  1,  1903.  All  public  passage  ways  of  a  less  width  than  40 
feet,  which  may  be  laid  out  by  the  street  commissioners  or  accepted  by 
the  city  shall  be  laid  out  or  accepted  as  lanes  or  alleys,  and  the  street 
commissioners  shall  note  such  fact  in  laying  out  or  opening  such  passage 
ways  for  travel,  and  all  street  signs  shall  bear  the  word  street,  lane  or 
alley,  to  properly  designate  the  highway  on  which  it  is  placed. 

Sec.  2.  All  petitions  for  laying  out,  widening,  altering,  changing  or 
discontinuing  any  street,  highway,  lane  or  alley,  shall  be  in  writing, 
addressed  and  presented  to  the  board  of  street  commissioners  of  the  city 
of  Barre.  The  foregoing  petition  shall  definitely  state  the  point  of  be¬ 
ginning  of  such  street,  lane  or  alley,  the  general  course  or  direction 
thereof,  and  the  location  of  the  terminus  thereof,  the  names  of  the  owners 
or  occupants  of  all  lands  over  which  said  street,  lane  or  alley  shall  pass, 
if  known  to  the  petitioners. 

Sqp.  3.  If  the  street  commissioners  shall  decide  and  adjudge,  after 
examining  the  premises  and  hearing  all  parties  interested,  and  after 
giving  notice  as  provided  in  section  3817  of  the  public  statutes,  that  the 
public  good  or  the  necessity  and  convenience  of  individuals  requires  the 
laying  out,  widening,  altering  or  changing  of  such  proposed  highway, 
street,  lane  or  alley,  as  claimed  by  the  petitioners,  they  shall  cause  the 
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same  to  be  accurately  surveyed,  they  shall  further  give  like  notice  to 
one  of  the  petitioners,  to  the  city  attorney,  to  each  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  land  over  which  the  said  street,  highway,  lane  or  alley  shall  pass, 
the  abutting  land  owners,  to  other  persons  whom  they  may  think  will 
be  injured  or  benefited  by  their  action  in  the  premises,  of  the  time  and 
place  when  they  will  meet  to  hear  and  determine  the  amount  of  damages 
to  be  awarded  to  those  injured,  and  the  amount  of  the  assessment  to 
be  made  against  each  person  who  shall  be  benefited  by  reason  of  the 
laying  out,  altering  or  changing  of  the  said  street,  highway,  lane  or 
alley. 

Sec.  4.  On  the  completion  of  the  hearing  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
section,  the  commissioners  shall  return  the  original  petition,  with  their 
doings  thereon,  to  the  city  clerk,  with  the  survey  thereof,  stating  the 
manner  of  notifying  the  parties  at  each  hearing,  the  amount  of  damages 
awarded,  and  to  whom  the  same  were  awarded,  and  in  case  of  making 
assessments,  the  said  commissioners  shall  make  a  full  report  of  each  and 
all  assessments  made  against  the  land  owners,  the  abuttage  on  the  same, 
and  all  other  persons.,  who  shall  be  benefited  thereby,  with  the  name  of  each 
person  so  assessed,  and  the  sum  or  amount  of  each  of  said  assessments, 
and  they  shall  specify  the  time  when  the  said  street,  lane  or  alley  shall 
be  opened,  worked  and  completed  for  public  use;  and  in  case  of  the 
discontinuance  of  any  highway,  street  or  lane,  they  shall  accurately  de¬ 
scribe  the  same. 

The  city  clerk  shall  record  the  original  petition  and  the  return  of  the 
street  commissioners  endorsed  thereon. 

Sec.  5.  Before  laying,  paving  on  or  macadamizing  any  street  the 
street  commissioners  shall  cause  the  city  engineer  to  make  an  accurate 
survey  of  said  street,  lane  or  alley,  and  plot  the  same  on  a  map  which 
shall  show  the  location  of  all  sewer  pipes,  gas  pipes,  city  water  pipes, 
private  water  pipes,  electrical  conduits,  culverts  and  any  other  thing  which 
may  be  necessary  to  dig  up  for  repairs  in  the  future,  and  which  is  to  be 
buried  in  said  street,  lane  or  alley;  said  plan  shall  be  kept  on  file  in 
the  city  engineer’s  office.  Said  street  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be 
carried  to  the  curb,  all  sewer  connections,  all  service  pipes  for  water 
and  gas  mains,  and  all  water  shut-offs;  and  said  street  commissioners 
shall  not  pave  or  macadamize  any  street,  lane  or  alley  unless  said  street, 
lane  or  alley  has  first  been  properly  laid  out,  surveyed,  and  placed  on 
record,  and  permanent  monuments  set  on  all  angle  points  and  intersec¬ 
tions.,  nor  until  the  grade  shall  have  been  established  and  put  on  record, 
and  all  sewer,  gas  and  water  pipes.,  electrical  and  all  other  necessary 
conduits  have  been  laid.  But  in  case  either  the  city  council  or 
the  street  commissioners  shall  so  decide,  the  street  commissioners  shall 
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give  at  least  ten  days’  notice,  to  any  person,  company  or  corporation, 
now  having  or  that  may  hereafter  lay  pipes  in  said  streets,  to  carry  their 
service  pipes  for  water,  gas  or  sewage  to  the  outside  lines'  of  the  streets, 
so  as  to  accommodate  the  various  properties  along  or  upon  said  streets 
in  the  manner  that  may  be  designated  by  said  street  commissioners  in 
said  notice,  but  in  case  any  such  person,  company  or  corporation  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  comply  with  said  notice,  such  person,  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  such  neglect 
or  refusal. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  a  petition  in  writing  is  presented  to  the  street  com¬ 
missioners,  signed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  frontage 
on  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  portion  thereof,  asking  that  a  permanent 
sidewalk,  meaning  a  sidewalk  that  is  properly  curbed  and  the  surface  cov¬ 
ered  with  concrete,  cement,  crushed  stone  or  other  like  material,  be  con¬ 
structed  on  said  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  any  portion  thereof,  as  the  case 
may  be,  or  when  ordered  by  a  resolution  of  the  city  council,  or  when 
in  the  judgment  of  the  city  council  the  public  good  and  convenience  and 
necessity  of  individuals  demands  that  said  sidewalk  should  be  constructed, 
the  street  commissioners  shall  issue  notices,  hold  hearings,  award  damages, 
make  such  plans  and  assessments,  and  make  and  place  on  record  their 
finding  in  the  city  clerk’s  office,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in 
section  13  of  the  city  charter  in  case  of  paving,  and  in  the  case  of  side¬ 
walks  all  assessments  shall  be  due  within  sixty  days  of  the  time  the 
city  treasurer  issues  his  notices',  as  required  by  the  city  charter  in  the 
case  of  street  assessments,  and  when  such  assessments  have  been  recorded 
by  the  city  clerk,  they  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  in  the  nature  of  a  tax 
upon  the  land  so  assessed  until  the  same  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  portion  thereof,  shall 
hereafter  be  drained,  graded,  paved,  macadamized,  curbed  or  guttered, 
or  provided  with  permanent  sidewalk,  and  the  cost  and  expense  thereof 
has  been  assessed  upon  the  abutting  land  owners,  as  provided  in  the  city 
charter  and  in  section  6  of  this  chapter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
to  keep  said  street,  lane  or  alley,  and  sidewalk,  or  any  portion  thereof  so 
constructed  and  improved,  and  paid  for,  in  as  good  condition  as  when 
completed,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  done  with  proper  care  and  manage¬ 
ment. 

Sec.  8.  The  street  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  established  and  put 
on  record  the  grades  of  all  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  hereafter  laid  out  or 
accepted  by  the  city  before  said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  are  worked  or 
opened  for  public  travel,  and  no  permanent  work  shall  be  done  on  any 
street,  lane  or  alley  which  has  been  accepted  or  laid  out  in  the  past  until 
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the  grade  of  said  street,  lane  or  alley  has  been  first  established  and  placed 
on  record. 

Sec.  9.  In  establishing  the  grade  of  any  public  street,  lane  or  alley, 
which  has  already  been  opened  for  public  travel,  if  the  street  commis¬ 
sioners  believe  the  grade  of  said  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  should  be  changed  from  the  grade  as  it  exists  at  the  time  the 
proposed  change  is  to  be  made,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  a  cut  or  fill 
of  more  than  three  feet,  said  street  commissioners  shall  serve  notices,  hold 
hearings,  award  damages,  and  make  assessments  in  the  manner  as  is 
required  by  the  city  charter  and  ordinances,  in  regard  to  the  laying  out 
and  establishing  of  new  streets. 

Sec.  10.  The  grade  line  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  sidewalk  in 
the  city  whioh  has  been  legally  established  and  put  on  record  shall  not 
be  altered  in  any  manner,  until  said  grade  shall  have  first  been  legally 
changed,  as  provided  in  the  city  charter  and  ordinances. 

Sec.  11.  When  any  new  street,  lane  or  alley  is  laid  out  or  accepted 
by  the  city,  or  when  any  old  street  is  resurveyed,  the  street  commissioners 
shall  forthwith  cause  the  city  engineer  to  place  a  granite  monument,  not 
less  than  three  feet  and  six  inches  long,  and  six  inches  square  at  the 
top,  to  mark  the  points  of  intersection  and  change  of  direction  of  said 
street,  lane  or  alley.  The  top  of  said  post  shall  be  cut  to  a  smooth  level 
surface  on  Which  all  points  of  intersection  or  change  of  direction  shall 
be  marked  by  a  small  drill  hole. 

No  stone  post,  so  set  by  the  city  engineer,  shall  be  dug  up,  moved  or 
in  any  way  disturbed,  except  by  the  engineering  department  of  the  city  of 
Barre  and  under  the  direction  of  the  street  commissioners,  and  any  person 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  When  any  city  or  private  water  pipe,  gas  pipe  or  sewer  pipe 
is  permitted  to  be  laid  in  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  of  the  city,  the  street 
commissioners  shall  cause  the  city  engineer  to  give  a  proper  location  for 
the  same  and  plot  the  same  on  a  map  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
city  engineer,  and  said  pipe  shall  be  laid  according  to  said  plan,  as  directed 
by  said  engineer,  the  st  reet  com  mission  ers,  or  the  superintendent  of 
streets. 

Sec.  13.  All  work  of  a  permanent  nature  done  on  the  public  highways 
of  the  city,  may  be  contracted  by  the  street  commissioners  in  whole  or 
in  part,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  to 
have  said  work  done  by  contract,  or  if  the  city  council  by  resolution 
orders  it  to  be  done  by  contract. 
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In  case  said  work  is  done  by  contract,  the  street  commissioners  shall 
advertise  for  sealed  bids  on  said  work,  for  at  least  ten  days  in  succession, 

in  some  daily  paper  published  in  the  city  of  Barre.  And  the  contract  shall 

be  awarded  to  the  party  giving  the  best  bid,  and  said  bids  shall  be  opened 
at  a  meeting  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  14.  Whenever  curb  stones  are  used  on  any  street  work,  of  a 
permanent  nature,  they  shall  be  of  good  quality  granite,  not  less  than 

18  inches  deep,  nor  less  than  6  feet  long,  except  when  cut  shorter  to  fit 

curves.  They  shall  have  a  uniform  width  on  top  of  6  inches,  and  shall 
be  of  not  less  width  at  the  bottom.  The  top  shall  be  pointed  level. 

The  face  towards  the  streets  shall  be  straight  and  On  streets  that  are 
to  be  paved  fine  pointed  at  least  8  inches  down  from  top,  and  shall  have 
close  joints  to  the  depth  of  12  inches  on  front  face. 

When  any  curbing  shall  be  laid  on  any  street  where  the  same  comes 
to  a  comer  or  street  intersection,  the  comer  shall  be  round,  and  the 
size  of  the  same  shall  be  regulated  by  the  width  of  the  sidewalk;  that 
is  to  say,  where  the  sidewalk  is  five  feet  in  width  the  radius  of  the  corner 
shall  be  five  feet;  and  if  the  sidewalk  is  six  feet  the  radius  of  the  comer 
shall  be  six  feet,  and  so  on  as  may  be  necessary.  But  where  the  width 
of  sidewalks  vary  at  street  intersections  the  radius  of  the  corner  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  the  narrowest  sidewalk. 

Sec.  15.  The  several  highways  and  squares  in  the  city  shall  retain 
the  names  by  which  they  are  now  known,  and  all  highways  hereafter 
laid  out  or  accepted  shall  be  named  by  the  street  commissioners. 

The  city  council  may  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  whole  board,  change 
the  name  of  any  highway  or  square  in  the  city,  provided  that  when  the 
city  council  intends  to  change  any  such  name  they  shall,  before  final  action 
thereon,  appoint  a  time  and  place  of  hearing  of  all  persons  interested 
thereon,  and  direct  that  notice  of  such  hearing,  and  of  their  intention  to 
change  such  name,  shall  be  given  to  all  owners  of  land  adjoining  said 
highway  or  square  in  the  manner  required  in  the  laying  out  of  streets. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commissioners  to  cause  proper 
signs  to  be  placed  at  all  street  comers  to  properly  designate  the  names 
of  all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  they  shall  also  cause  all  streets  to 
be  measured  and  house  numbers  to  be  assigned  to  all  lands  designated 
for  building  purposes  and  to  cause  said  numbers  to  be  recorded  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  book  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  city 
clerk’s  office,  for  the  inspection  of  all  interested.  In  assigning  numbers 
for  residential  streets,  one  number  shall  be  allowed  for  every  25  feet  or 
majority  fraction  thereof,  of  frontage,  contained  in  any  lot;  and  in 
business  sections,  the  commissioners  shall  allow  as  many  numbers  as  in 
their  judgment  seems  best.  All  streets  shall  be  numbered  commencing  at 
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the  end  of  said  street,  nearest  the  post-office,  with  even  number®  assigned 
to  the  left  hand  side  going  out  of  town  and  odd  and  corresponding  numbers 
shall  be  assigned  to  the  opposite  side. 


CHAPTER  XII. 

Of  the  Street  Department. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  general  care  of  the  public  highways  of  the  city  and  of 
all  property  and  matters  connected  with  the  street  department,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  standing  committee  on  street  department,  elected  by  the 
city  council,  which  standing  committee  shall  also  be  known  as  the  board 
of  street  commissioners,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  city  charter,  city 
ordinances  and  the  resolutions  of  the  city  council. 

They  shall  report  to  the  board  of  aldermen  once  each  month  and  also 
annually  in  the  month  of  January,  when  they  shall  give  a  full  account 
of  the  work  done  by  the  department  during  the  past  year  and  make 
suggestions  and  recommendation®  for  the  future. 

Sec.  2.  The  street  committee  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  correct  record 
of  all  bills  and  expenses  of  the  street  department,  which  record  shall  show 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  streets,  main  sewers,  sidewalks,  land 
damage,  bridges,  surface  sewers,  tools  and  an  accurate  account  of  the 
cost  of  all  permanent  work,  and  all  work,  the  cost  of  which  is  to  be 
paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  abutting  property  owners,  and  said 
records  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the 
city  council. 

Sec.  3.  The  superintendent  of  streets  appointed  by  the  city  council, 
shall  have  -the  immediate  care  of  all  the  public  highways  of  the  city, 
under  the  direction  of  the  street  commissioners  and  subject  to  the  pro 
visions  of  the  city  charter  and  city  ordinances  and  the  resolutions  of 
the  city  council,  and  the  city  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any  of  his  acts 
which  he  is  not  required  to  perform  by  the  city  charter,  city  ordinances 
or  resolutions  of  the  city  council  or  by  the  orders  of  the  street  com¬ 
missioners. 

Sec.  4.  The  superintendent  of  streets  may  on  the  approval  of  the 
street  commissioners,  make  contracts  for  labor,  for  the  purchase  of  tools, 
teams,  machinery  and  materials  required  in  work  done  on  the  public 
highways.  He  shall  under  the  direction  of  the  street  commissioners, 
superintend  the  construction,  widening,  grading  and  repair  of  highways, 
and  may  also  under  like  direction  of  said  commissioners,  make  sale  of 
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old  'worn  out  or  unrequired  implements,  machinery  and  materials  belonging 
to  the  street  department. 

He  sihall  keep  the  time  of  all  laborers  employed  by  the  city  on  the  High¬ 
ways  of  the  city  and  sihall  turn  it  over  to  the  street  commissioners  weekly 
if  directed  by  said  commissioners.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  all  expenditures  and  receipts  in  connection  with  his  office  and  report 
in  detail  to  the  street  commissioners  monthly,  on  a  date  to  be  fixed  by 
said  commissioners.  He  shall  turn  all  money  received  by  him  over  to 
the  city  treasurer  monthly,  all  of  which  reports  and  accounts  Shall  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  streets  to 
see  that  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  in  relation  to  digging  up,  using  or 
occupying  the  streets,  are  enforced  and  complied  with,  and  that  no 
obstruction®,  encroachments,  or  nuisances  be  made  or  exist.  He  shall 
report  to  the  city  attorney  for  prosecution,  all  flagrant  and  persistent 
violations  of  the  ordinances  of  the  street  department.  He  shall  be  the 
custodian  of  all  animals,  supplies,  vehicles,  machinery,  implements  of 
labor,  and  buildings  of  the  city,  belonging  to  the  street  department;  he 
shall  be  held  accountable  for  the  same,  and  see  that  they  are  in  a  suitable 
condition  for  use  at  all  times.  He  shall  not  loan  any  of  them  without 
the  consent  of  the  street  commissioners,  and  shall  always  take  a  receipt 
for  the  same  if  loaned.  He  shall  cause  the  owners  or  occupants  of  houses, 
yards,  areas,  and  vacant  lots,  to  remove  all  offal,  filth  and  unsightly, 
noisome  or  offensive  substances  from  the  same  when  directed  by  the 
city  council,  street  commissioners,  or  board  of  health  so  to  do,  or  if 
the  said  owners  or  occupants  shall  fail  to  remove  the  same  within  the 
time  required,  he  shall  remove  the  same  at  the  expense  of  such  owner 
or  occupant. 

Sec.  6.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  streets  shall  make  to  the  city  council  a  report  of  the  work 
done  and  the  amount  of  money  spent  under  his  direction,  during  the 
financial  year  and  also  a  report  of  all  the  work  he  has  done  for  private 
parties  and  for  departments  of  the  city  other  than  the  street  department 
and  what  amount  of  money  he  has  collected  for  the  same,  which  shall 
be  accompanied  by  such  other  information  and  recommendations  as  to 
the  future  care  and  improvement  of  the  highways  as  he  shall  deem 
desirable;  he  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  January  and  at  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  office,  deliver  to  the  street  commissioners  an  inventory 
and  appraisal  of  all  the  tools  and  property  belonging  to  the  department 
and  the  place  where  they  are  kept.  , 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  bridge  or  highway  shall  become  impassable 
or  unsafe  for  travel  or  when  it  shall  become  necessary  to  exclude  the 
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public  travel  therefrom,  the  superintendent  of  streets  shall  forthwith 
put  up  a  suitable  barricade  across  such  highway  or  bridge  or  cause  such 
parts  thereof  as  are  unsafe  for  travel  to  be  surrounded  by  a  sufficient 
fence  or  barrier,  which  shall  be  kept  standing  so  long  as  the  same  may 
be  necessary  and  he  shall  maintain  one  or  more  lighted  lanterns  each 
night  from  twilight  in  the  evening  until  daylight  in  the  morning,  until 
such  place  shall  have  been  repaired  and  such  fence  or  barrier  shall  be 
removed. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

Of  Sewers  and  Drains. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  general  care  and  supervision  of  the  public  sewers  of 
the  city  and  all  property  and  matters  connected  therewith  shall  be  vested 
in  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
city  charter,  city  ordinances  and  the  resolutions  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  2.  The  superintendent  of  streets  shall  have  the  immediate  care 
of  all  the  sewers  of  the  city,  under  the  direction  of  the  street  commis¬ 
sioners.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  tools,  materials  and  property 
belonging  to  the  sewer  department,  and  under  the  order  and  direction 
of  the  street  commissioners,  may  purchase  all  teams,  tools,  machinery 
and  materials  required  in  the  construction  and  repairs  of  sewers  and  may 
also  under  like  direction  of  said  street  commissioners  make  sale  of  all 
old  worn  out  or  unrequired  implements,  machinery  and  materials  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  sewer  department. 

He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  expenses  and  receipts  in  con¬ 
nection  therewith  and  make  an  accurate  report  to  the  street  commis¬ 
sioners  the  night  before  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  finance  com¬ 
mittee.  He  shall  keep  the  time  of  all  laborers  working  for  the  city  in 
the  sewer  department  and  shall  turn  it  over  to  the  street  commissioners 
once  a  week  in  such  form  and  at  such  time  as  said  commissioners  shall 
direct. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  street  commissioners  shall  have  the  general 
supervision  of  all  the  public  sewers  of  the  city  and  of  all  connections 
with  the  same  which  have  been  or  may  be  made  by  the  permission  of  the 
city;  they  shall  take  charge  of  the  building  and  repair  the  same,  and 
make  all  contracts  for  supplies,  labor  and  materials  therefor.  They  may, 
however,  direct  the  superintendent  of  streets  to  perform  any  or  all  of 
these  duties,  but  by  so  doing  they  shall  not  be  relieved  from  any  responsi¬ 
bility  which  is  attached  to  them  by  reason  of  having  the  general  super¬ 
vision  of  said  work. 
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Sec.  4.  No  sewer  or  drain  shall  be  constructed  or  extended  until  it 
shall  have  first  been  ordered  by  vote  of  the  city  council,  nor  until  an 
appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  has  been  made. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  any  public  sewer  or  drain  is  ordered  to  be  built 
or  repaired,  the  street  commissioners  shall  cause  the  city  engineer  to 
make  a  plan  and  specifications  of  the  same,  which  plan  and  specifications 
shall  show  the  location  of  said  sewer  in  the  street,  its  depth  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  grade  of  the  street,  its  size  and  the  material  of  which  it  is 
constructed  and  said  plan  shall  show  the  accurate  location  of  all  manholes 
and  inlets.  Said  plan  and  specifications  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  city  engineer  and  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
anyone  interested;  he  shall  also  copy  so  much  of  said  plans  as  are 
necessary  into  a  field  book  for  the  use  of  the  sewer  department. 

Sec.  6.  The  street  commissioners  shall  keep  an  accurate  and  detailed 
account  of  the  expense  of  construction  and  repairing  all  sewers  and  report 
the  same  to  the  board  of  aldermen  monthly  and  also  annually  in  the 
month  of  December. 

Sec.  7.  The  street  commissioners  before  constructing  any  public  sewer 
or  drain  for  surface  water  shall  serve  notices,  hold  hearings  and  make 
assessments  to  the  same  extent,  and  place  on  record  their  findings  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  city  charter  and  the  city  ordinances 
in  regard  to  permanent  streets,  unless  all  parties  waive  notice  and  all 
hearings;  except  in  the  case  of  corner  lots  in  which  case  said  lots  shall 
be  assessed  only  on  their  longest  side.  All  sewer  assessments  shall  be 
payable  as  provided  in  the  city  charter. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  to  keep  such  public  sewers 
and  drains  as  are  constructed  and  paid  for  under  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  section  in  as  good  condition  as  when  completed,  so  far  as  the 
same  can  be  done  with  proper  care  and  management. 

All  applications  for  the  construction  of  sewers  for  private  use  to 
connect  houses  and  areas  with  public  sewers  and  drains,  shall  be  made 
to  the  board  of  street  commissioners  and  shall  be  in  such  form  as  said 
board  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  9.  The  board  of  street  commissioners  at  any  meeting  of  the 
board  may  grant  permission  to  connect  private  sewers  with  any  main 
sewer  or  drain  of  the  city  if  said  connection  can  be  made  in  inlets  left 
for  such  connections  at  the  time  said  main  sewer  or  drain  was  constructed, 
or  by  replacing  a  length  of  pipe  in  the  main  sewer  with  a  length  of 
pipe  containing  a  “Y”  connection  or  by  cutting  into  any  main  not  under 
ten  inches  in  diameter  and  inserting  a  pipe  not  more  than  four  inches 
in  diameter,  at  the  expense  of  the  party  making  the  connection.  No 
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permission  shall  be  granted  by  them  for  a  connection  in  any  other  place, 
or  to  a  party  who  has  not  paid  his  sewer  assessment,  nor  unless  said 
party  will  guarantee  to  pay  to  the  city  the  total  expense  of  laying 
said  private  sewer  and  making  said  connection,  and  to  comply  with  all 
ordinances  on  sewers,  unless  said  permit  shall  receive  the  approval  of  the 
city  council. 

Sec.  10.  The  whole  expense  of  laying  all  private  sewers  to  connect 
house  drains  with  the  main  sewers  and  areas  to  be  drained  with  the 
public  sewers  and  roofs  for  surface  water  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  person 
owning  or  occupying  the  houses  or  areas  so  drained. 

Sec.  11.  No  private  sewer  connecting  any  house  drain  with  the  main 
sewer  or  connecting  any  areas  of  roofs  with  a  sewer  for  surface  water 
shall  be  constructed  except  under  the  direction  of  the  street  commis¬ 
sioners  and  by  some  suitable  person  who  shall  hold  a  private  drain 
layer’s  license,  or  by  some  member  of  the  city  engineering  department. 

Sec.  12.  The  board  of  street  commissioners  may  license  such  private 
drain  layers  as  apply  and  are  found  competent.  No  such  private  drain 
layer  shall  lay  any  such  drain  without  firs^  having  obtained  a  permit 
in  writing  from  said  board  of  street  commissioners,  under  such  conditions 
as  it  shall  prescribe,  and  on  the  completion  of  the  work  he  shall  return 
such  permit  to  the  office  of  the  street  department  with  his  endorsement 
thereon,  stating  what  he  has  done  under  such  permit. 

The  board  of  street  commissioners,  by  unanimous  vote,  may  for  cause 
which  seems  to  them  sufficient,  revoke  any  license  which  has  been  granted 
by  them. 

Sec.  13.  Whenever  any  private  sew;er  shall  become  clogged,  broken, 
obstructed,  out  of  order,  or  detrimental  to  the  use  of  said  public  sewers 
or  unfit  for  sewerage  purposes  in  the  part  situated  between  the  property 
connected  and  the  main  sewer  the  owner,  agent,  occupant  or  person 
having  charge  of  any  building,  lot  of  land,  or  premises  in  which  such 
private  sewer  is  located  shall,  when  directed  by  written  notice  from  said 
board  of  street  commissioners  remove,  reconstruct,  alter,  clean  or  repair 
said  private  sewer  as  the  condition  thereof  may  require.  In  case  of  neglect 
or  refusal  to  comply  with  such  notice  within  five  days  after  the  same  is 
given,  the  said  board  may  cause  the  said  private  sewer  to  be  removed, 
reconstructed,  repaired,  altered  or  cleaned  as  it  may  deem  expedient  or 
as  the  board  of  health  may  direct  at  the  expense  of  such  owner,  agent, 
occupant  or  other  person  so  notified,  who  shall  also  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

Sec.  14.  The  board  of  street  commissioners  shall  have  authority  to 
prescribe  rules  as  to  the  materials  to  be  used  and  the  manner  of  construe- 
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tion  of  all  private  sewers  from  the  exterior  walls  of  the  building  for 
which  they  are  to  be  used  to  the  public  sewer;  but  all  connections  with 
such  buildings  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  board  of  health. 
The  board  of  street  commissioners  may  also  determine  the  grade  of  such 
sewers. 

Sec.  15.  All  changes  in  direction  of  private  sewers  laid  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  made  gradually,  using  curves, 
and  avoiding  sharp  angles,  and  the  inside  of  every  drain  shall  be  left 
smooth  from  end  to  end  and  perfectly  clean.  Said  sewers  shall  have  a 
uniform  grade  and  in  no  case  shall  water  closet  and  kitchen  drains  be 
laid  with  an  inclination  less  than  one-fourth  inch  to  the  foot,  except  by 
special  permission  of  the  street  commissioners  and  upon  such  conditions 
as  they  may  prescribe. 

The  ends  of  all  pipes  not  to  be  immediately  connected  with  water 
closets,  sink  spouts  or  catch  basins'  must  be  securely  guarded  against 
introduction  of  sand  or  earth;  and  all  pipes  to  drain  cellars,  areas,  yards, 
roofs  and  gardens  must  be  connected  with  suitable  catch  basins  of  brick. 

Sec.  16.  All  persons  are  required  to  place  an  effectual  trap  in  the  line 
of  the  drain  before  it  leaves  their  premises,  and  to  make  an  open  connec¬ 
tion  with  a  drainspout  back  of  the  trap,  and  also  to  make  an  open  con¬ 
nection  with  the  highest  part  of  the  soil-pipe,  within  the  premises  through 
a  large  pipe  or  flue  to  a  point  above  the  roof  of  the  building,  and  to 
protect  various  openings  into  the  drain  by  gratings,  so  that  no  improper 
substances  can  enter.  » 

Sec.  17.  All  private  drains,  both  inside  and  outside  of  houses,  shall  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  commissioners  and  the  officers  of  the  board 
of  health,  who  shall  report  to  the  city  council  what  changes  they  deem 
necessary  to  be  made  therein  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health;  and 
the  city  council  may  order  such  changes,  and  cause  them  to  be  made 
in  the  manner  provided  for  the  construction  of  private  drains  in  this 
chapter. 

Sec.  18.  All  public  sewers  hereafter  constructed  in  the  city  of  Barre 
shall  be  laid  to  a  depth  and  grade  and  constructed  of  the  material  and  in 
the  manner  set  forth  in  the  specifications  and  plans  prepared  in  the  way 
set  forth  in  section  5,  of  this  chapter.  All  sewer  tile  shall  be  laid  to  a 
line  and  a  manhole  shall  be  constructed  at  all  breaks  in  grade  or  change 
of  direction  and  all  of  said  work  shall  be  done  under  the  inspection  of 
the  city  engineer  or  one  of  his  assistants,  who  shall  report  to  the  street 
commissioners  at  once  any  deviation  from  said  plans  or  specifications  on 
the  part  of  any  one  doing  work  on  said  sewers. 

Sec.  19.  No  sewer  or  drain  constructed  to  carry  off  surface  or  roof 
water  shall  be  connected  with  the  main  sewers,  but  may  be  connected  with 
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sewers  which  are  constructed  to  carry  surface  water  and  which  are  herein 
designated  as  surface  sewers  or  drains,  and  no  sink  spout  or  water  closet 
shall  be  connected  with  any  surface  sewer,  which  shall  be  constructed  in 
the  future.  The  words  main  sewer,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  all  public 
sewers  designed  to  carry  sewerage  away  from  houses  and  other  buildings. 

Sec.  20.  If  any  person  shall  dig  up  any  street  or  enter  or  cause  to  be 
entered  any  public  sewer  for  the  purpose  of  drainage  or  for  any  other 
purpose,  without  permission  in  writing  from  the  street  commissioners  or 
under  said  commissioners’  direction  or  shall  obstruct  or  injure  any  common 
sewer,  or  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  he  shall  on  convic¬ 
tion  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  moi'e 
than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 


CHAPTER  XIV. 

Of  Injurious  Practices  in  Streets  and  in  Public  Places. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  break  or  dig  up  the  ground  or  pavement  in 
any  street,  lane,  alley,  sidewalk  or  common,  or  public  lands  in  the  city 
or  open  any  drain  or  sewer,  or  erect  any  staging  for  building  thereon, 
or  in  dangerous  proximity  thereto,  or  place  or  deposit  any  stone,  brick, 
earth,  lumber,  or  other  building  materials  thereon,  or  place  any  gas  pipes 
or  other  apparatus  therein,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit  from 
the  street  commissioners,  and  complying  in  all  respects  with  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  such  permit,  which  permit  shall  state  the  kind  of  work  to  be 
performed,  and  the  nature  of  the  obstructions  to  the  said  streets  and 
ways  and  for  how  long  a  time  the  same  shall  remain  and  the  obstructions 
shall  be  permitted  to  continue. 

The  persons  granted  such  permit  shall  give  written  notice  immediately 
to  the  superintendent  of  streets  and  to  the  chief  of  police. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  street,  lane,  alley,  sidewalk  or  other  public  place 
in  the  city  shall  under  any  license  or  permit  be  dug  up,  obstructed,  encum¬ 
bered  or  rendered  unsafe  or  inconvenient  for  travel,  the  person  so  licensed 
or  permitted  shall  erect  and  maintain  a  suitable  guard  or  fence  around 
the  place  or  places  so  obstructed  so  long  as  the  same  snail  be  necessary; 
he  shall  keep  two  or  more  lighted  lanterns  in  close  proximity  to  such  fence 
or  obstruction  from  twilight  in  the  evening  until-  daylight  in  the  morning. 
And  on  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified  in  said  permit  he  shall  imme¬ 
diately  restore  said  street,  lane,  alley,  sidewalk  or  other  public  grounds 
to  as  good  condition  as  they  were  before  the  said  permit  was  granted,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  superintendent  of  streets  and  street  commissioners. 
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Xo  person  shall  without  authority  remove  any  such  fence,  guard  or  railing 
or  disturb  or  extinguish  such  lighted  lanterns. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  establish  or  maintain  any  awning  or  shade,  or 
deposit,  suspend  or  display  any  sign  or  article  of  merchandise  in,  upon 
or  over  any  part  of  any  street,  lane,  alley  or  sidewalk,  without  the 
approval  of  the  city  council,  which  may  be  revoked  at  any  time;  and  any 
person,  having  such  permission,  so  establishing  and  maintaining  the  same, 
shall  in  all  respects  conform  to  any  directions  in  relation  thereto  given 
by  the  city  council,  and  any  sign,  awning,  or  shade  heretofore  erected 
or  suspended  shall  be  taken  down  or  removed  wherever  so  ordered  by  the 
city  council.  No  article  of  merchandise  shall  be  so  located  or  deposited 
as  to  endanger  or  impede  the  free  passage  of  people  over  any  and  all 
portions  of  the  sidewalk. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  put,  place,  or  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  put, 
placed  or  deposited,  in  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  other  public  place  in 
the  city,  or  upon  the  banks  of,  or  in  the  streams  running  through  the 
city,  or  in  or  upon  any  vacant  lot  abutting  on  or  adjacent  to  any  such 
street,  lane,  alley  or  public  place,  any  mill,  shop,  factory  or  house  din, 
ashes,  garbage,  shreds,  shavings,  filth,  offal,  or  rubbish  of  any  other  kind, 
except  at  such  time,  place  and  manner  as  the  city  council  may  prescribe, 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  health.  No  person  shall  leave  in 
or  upon  any  street,  lane  or  alley  of  the  city,  any  wood,  stone,  boxes, 
barrels  or  bags  or  any  other  object  or  thing  liable  to  obstruct  public 
travel. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  permit  any  goat,  sheep,  swine,  horse,  cow, 
ox  or  other  neat  cattle,  belonging  to  him,  or  of  which  he  is  the  keeper, 
to  go  at  large  or  depasture  in  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  on  any  common 
or  park  in  the  city.  Nor  shall  he  permit  any  of  the  aforesaid  animals 
to  go  at  large,  or  to  remain  standing  in  any  street  or  lane  without  being 
securely  tied  or  hitched  with  a  weight  and  then  not  for  an  unreasonable 
length  of  time. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  in  any  street,  lane  or  alley  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  endanger  or  unreasonably  incommode  any  person 
passing- therein;  nor  shall  there  be  any  racing  or  trial  of  speed  between 
the  owners  or  drivers  of  different  horses,  of  their  respective  animals, 
or  between  the  owners  or  drivers  of  automobiles  of  their  respective 
machines,  in  any  public  street. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  ride,  drive,  wheel,  propel  or  draw  any  coach, 
cart,  wheelbarrow  or  other  vehicle  of  burden  or  pleasure  (except  -  irldren’s 
carriages  drawn  by  hand)  or  permit  any  horse  or  other  animal  under 
his  care  to  go  or  be  upon  any  sidewalk  in  the  city,  or  otherwise 
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unnecessarily  occupy,  obstruct  or  encumber  any  such  sidewalk  so  as  to 
interfere  with  the  convenient  use  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  enclose  any  part  of  the  highway  or  street  or 
erect  any  fence,  building  or  other  encroachment,  or  make  any  obstruction 
or  put  any  nuisance  on  any  highway  or  street,  or  continue  any  such 
enclosure,  fence,  building,  encroachment  or  nuisance  on  any  highway  or 
street,  without  permission  of  the  street  commissioners. 

Sec.  9.  No  public  carrier,  express-wagon  driver,  or  driver  of  any 
freight  truck,  hackney  coach,  cab,  sleigh  or  other  vehicle,  shall  occupy 
any  part  of  any  highway  or  street  or  public  square  in  this  city  as  a  stand 
for  business,  except  in  such  streets  or  squares  or  part  thereof  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  designated  as  such  stand,  by  a  resolution  of  the 
city  council. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  leave  any  vehicle  laden  with  wood,  hay, 
lumber,  timber,  straw,  coal  or  other  bulky  material,  standing  in  any 
public  highway,  or  common,  for  the  purepose  of  offering  the  contents  of 
such  vehicle  for  sale,  to  the  inconvenience  of  any  person,  nor  for  more 
than  thirty  minutes  in  any  one  hour;  and  the  driver  of  any  vehicle  as 
aforesaid  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  forthwith  when  directed  by 
an  alderman  or  police  officer  so  to  do. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  place  in  any  drinking  fountain,  trough  or 
basin  of  water,  set  up  and  established  in  any  street,  square  or  park  for 
the  use  of  man  or  beast,  any  dirt,  stone,  ashes,  rubbish,  offal  or  filth  of 
any  kind;  and  no  person  shall  bathe  or  wash  any  clothing  or  other 
article  or  substance  in  any  such  fountain,  trough,  or  basin  of  water. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person  who  shall  throw  or  put,  or  cause  to  be  thrown 
or  put,  any  snow  or  ice  in  any  street,  lane  or  alley  in  the  city,  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  broken  up  and  spread  evenly  over  the  surface  of 
such  street,  lane  or  alley. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball  or  at  any  game  of  chance  or  skill 
upon  any  of  the  public  parks,  commons  or  streets  in  this  city,  or  expose 
in  or  upon  any  street,  lane,  alley,  public  place  or  common,  in  the  city,  any 
table  or  device  of  any  kind,  for  the  purpose  of  having  any  game  of 
chance  displayed,  nor  shall  any  person  play  any  such  game  of  such  table 
or  device,  in  or  upon  any  street,  lane,  alley,  public  place  or  common 
in  the  city.  No  person  shall  place  or  keep  any  table,  stall,  booth,  or  other 
erection,  in  any  street,  lane,  alley  or  public  place,  or  on  any  square  or 
sidewalk,  in  the  city,  for  sale  of  fruit  or  other  things,  without  a  license 
first  obtained  of  the  city  council,  which  license  shall  not  be  granted  to 
cover  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  days  at  a  time,  and  shall  not  be  allowed 
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to  interfere  with  the  free  and  convenient  use  of  the  street  or  sidewalk 
by  pedestrians. 

Sec.  14.  No  person,  except  on  his  own  premises  or  by  the  consent  and 
permission  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises,  and  except  in  the 
performance  of  some  duty  required  by  law,  shall  discharge  any  gun, 
pistol,  or  other  fire  arm  loaded  with  ball  or  shot,  or  with  powder  only, 
or  firecrackers,  serpent,  or  other  preparation  whereof  gunpowder  or  other 
explosive  substance  is  an  ingredient,  or  which  consists  wholly  of  the  same, 
nor  shall  make  any  bonfire  in  or  upon  any  street,  lane,  common  or  public 
place  within  the  city,  except  by  authority  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  45.  No  person  shall  injure,  deface  or  destroy  any  guide-post  or 
guide-board,  any  lamp-post  or  lamp  thereon,  heretofore  erected  or  which 
shall  be  erected  in  the  city,  or  any  building,  fence,  post  or  other  thing, 
set,  erected,  or  made  for  use  or  ornament  of  the  city,  nor  shall  any 
person  move,  mutilate,  or  destroy,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners 
thereof,  any  sign,  sign-post,  awning-post,  or  other  thing,  the  private 
property  of  individuals,  lawfully  set,  erected  or  placed  in  or  upon  any 
street,  highway,  or  public  place  in  the  city. 

Sec.  16.  No  person,  except  on  his  own  premises,  shall  cut  down  or 
remove,  mutilate,  or  otherwise  injure  or  destroy  any  fruit,  shade  or  other 
ornamental  tree  or  plant  or  flower  now  growing,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  growing  in  any  public  street,  lane,  alley,  common  or  other  public 
ground  in  the  city,  without  the  permission  of  the  city  council,  or  upon 
private  premises,  without  permission  of  the  owner  thereof.  And  no  person 
shall  fasten  any  horse  or  other  animal  to  any  such  tree  or  place  or 
leave  such  horse  or  other  animal  so  as  to  endanger  or  deface  the  same. 

Sec.  17.  No  person  shall  practice  in  any  street  or  public  place  any 
amusements  having  a  tendency  to  injure  or  annoy  persons  therein,  or 
to  endanger  the  security  of  property,  nor  behave  himself  in  a  rude  or 
disorderly  manner,  or  use  any  indecent,  profane  or  insulting  language  in 
any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  public  place  in  the  city,  or  near  any  dwelling- 
house  or  building  therein,  or  saunter  or  loiter  upon  any  sidewalk  or 
public  place,  after  being  directed  by  a  police  officer  to  move  on,  or  be 
or  remain  upon  any  doorstep,  portico  or  other  projection  from  any  such 
house  or  other  building,  to  the  annoyance  or  disturbance  of  any  other 
person.  No  person  shall  make  any  indecent  figures  or  write  any  indecent 
or  obscene  words  upon  any  fence,  building  or  other  public  place  within 
the  city. 

Sec.  18.  No  person  shall  deface  by  marking  with  paint  or  other 
materials,  or  in  any  other  way  injure  or  deface  any  building,  fence  or 
post  within  the  city  limits. 
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Sec.  19.  No  person  shall  wash  any  concrete  sidewalk  with  city  water 
with  hose  and  nozzle,  under  the  pressure  of  the  city  water,  except  by 
using  a  spray  nozzle. 

Sec.  20.  No  person  shall  wash  or  clean,  or  cause  to  be  washed  or 
cleaned,  between  the  hours  of  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning  and  ten  o’clock 
in  the  evening,  any  window  or  part  of  a  building  located  upon  any  busi¬ 
ness  street  in  the  city,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  wet  or  litter  up  any 
portion  of  the  sidewalk  or  street.  And  no  person  shall  sweep,  throw  or 
place  any  store  or  house  sweepings,  dirt  or  rubbish,  of  any  kind  upon 
any  sidewalk,  or  street  or  in  any  sewer,  or  so  sweep,  throw  or  place  any 
such  sweepings,  dirt  or  rubbish,  that  it  will  be  liable  to  be  pushed,  blown, 
washed  or  otherwise  carried  upon  any  sidewalk  or  street  or  into  any 
sewer. 

Sec.  21.  No  person  shall  ride  upon  any  bicycle,  tricycle  or  other 
vehicle  or  like  kind  or  nature,  upon  or  along  any  sidewalk  in  the  city. 

Sec.  22.  No  person  shall  coast,  course,  slide  or  skate  on  any  sleigh, 
sled  or  other  vehicle  in  any  of  the  streets  or  highways  of  the  city,  or 
upon  the  sidewalks  thereof,  except  such  streets  and  highways  as  shall  be 
designated,  for  such  use  during  the  winter  season,  by  a  resolution  or  vote 
of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  23.  No  person  shall  lake  hold  of  or  ride  upon  any  sleigh,  wagon 
or  other  vehicle,  while  the  same  is  passing  in  the  street,  without  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  owner  or  driver  thereof. 

Sec.  24.  No  person  shall  raise  or  lower  goods,  merchandise  or  materials 
into  or  from  a  building,  into  or  over  any  portion  of  the  street,  except 
under  authority  of  a  resolution  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  25.  No  person  shall  throw  stones,  snow -balls  or  other  missiles, 
play  at  any  games,  fly  any  kite  or  balloon,  use  a  bow  and  arrow  or 
sling,  or  promote  or  encourage  the  fighting  of  birds  or  animals  in  any 
street. 

Sec.  26.  No  person  shall  cry  any  wares,  or  ring,  or  cause  to  be  rung, 
any  bell,  or  use  or  cause  to  be  used,  any  drum,  horn,  or  other  noise- 
making  instrument  in  any  street,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  and 
comfort  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  advertising,  or  for 
giving  notice  of  the  exercise  of  a  business  or  calling,  or  for  the  sale  of 
any  article. 

Sec.  27.  No  person  shall  erect,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  any  fence  or 
building  immediately  adjoining  any  street  or  public  ground  in  the  city, 
without  first  having  ascertained  the  bounds  and  grade  of  the  same  by 
application  to  the  city  engineer. 
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Sec.  28.  No  person  shall  construct  any  cellar  door  or  cellar  doorway 
projecting  into  any  sidewalk  beyond  the  street  line,  or  leave  open  any 
trap-door  or  coal-hole  in  any  sidewalk  in  the  city.  The  upper  surface  of 
every  coal-hole  cover  and  all  iron  plates  on  cellar  and  trap  doors  in  any 
sidewalk  in  the  city  shall  be  made  and  kept  at  all  times  roughened  or 
studded  over  so  as  to  prevent  danger  or  injury  to  pedestrians. 

Sec.  29.  No  person  shall  permit  any  hen,  turkey,  duck,  goose,  or  other 
domestic  fowls,  to  go  at  large  in  any  street,  or  to  go  upon  the  lands  of 
another  person  without  his  consent. 

Sec.  30.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  permit  any  obstruction 
or  nuisance,  for  which  he,  they  or  it  shall  be  responsible,  to  remain  in  or 
upon  any  street,  highway,  lane,  or  other  public  places  in  the  city,  nor 
suffer  any  nuisance,  or  immoral,  indecent,  obscene  or  unlawful  practices, 
games  or  occupations  to  exist  or  remain  upon  or  in  his  or  its  premises, 
or  upon  or  in  premises  occupied  or  controlled  by  him  or  it.  And  such 
person,  firm  or  corporation  shall,  immediately  on  request  or  written  order 
of  any  member  of  the  city  council,  police  officer  or  superintendent  of  the 
streets,  remove,  abate  or  discontinue  such  obstruction,  nuisance  or  practice. 
And  in  case  said  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  fail  to  obey  or  comply 
with  such  request  or  order,  either  of  said  officers  may  remove,  or  cause 
to  be  removed  and  abated,  such  obstructions,  nuisance  or  practice  at  the 
expense  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  causing,  suffering  or  permitting 
the  same.  Such  officer  shall  enter  a  complaint  to  the  judge  of  the 
municipal  court  against  the  offender,  and  the  said  expense  shall  be  proven 
on  trial  and  added  to  the  fine  and  penalty  imposed. 

Sec.  31.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  or  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with,  or  conform  to, 
any  order  or  direction  of  the  city  council,  or  of  any  proper  officer  or 
committee  of  the  city  in  the  premises,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one 
dollar  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  but  such  fine  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  fine  for  similar  offenses  under  the  general  statutes  of  the  state 
for  each  distinct  offense,  and  each  week  of  such  violation  of  said  provision, 
or  neglect  or  refusal  to  conform  to  or  to  obey  any  such  request,  order  or 
direction  of  such  council  or  officers,  shall  constitute  a  separate  and  dis¬ 
tinct  offense. 
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CHAPTER  XV. 

Inspector  of  Buildings  and  His  Duties. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  council  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  March 
appoint  a,  competent  and  suitable  architect,  builder  or  mechanic  to  be 
inspector  of  buildings. 

Sec.  2.  The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  examine  all  buildings  in  the 
nature  of  erection,  alteration  or  repair,  as  often  as  practicable,  and  for 
this  purpose  shall  have  a  right  of  entrance  thereto  and  shall  make  a  record 
of  all  violations  of  the  building  ordinances  together  with  the  location  of 
the  building  where  such  violations  are  found,  the  name  of  the  owner, 
lessee  or  occupant,  architect,  and  master  mechanic,  and  all  other  matters 
relative  thereto,  and  report  the  same  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  city 
council  or  board  of  aldermen. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  to  erect  or  construct 
within  the  city  of  Barre  any  building,  or  to  repair  any  building  now 
standing,  or  hereafter  erected  or  make  any  addition  to  or  alteration  of 
any  building  or  its  foundation  already  erected,  or  hereafter  erected,  except 
necessary  repairs  not  affecting  the  foundation,  external  partition  or  party 
walls,  roofs,  chimneys  or  stairways,  shall,  before  commencing  the  same 
obtain  a  permit  therefor  from  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen. 

Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  a  permit  as  aforesaid  shall 
file  an  application  with  the  inspector  of  buildings  on  the  forms  furnished 
by  said  inspector,  giving  the  description  of  the  buildings,  additions,  altera¬ 
tions  or  repairs  desired  to  be  erected  or  made  and  giving  the  dimensions 
of  the  same  and  the  distance  of  the  same  to  the  nearest  building  in  all 
directions  and  specifying  the  material  to  be  used  therefor  and  shall  submit 
plans  and  detail  drawings  and  specifications  of  such  work  or  building 
for  examination  and  approval  when  called  for  by  said  inspector. 

Upon  receiving  such  application  the  inspector  of  buildings  shall  indorse 
on  such  application  the  date  on  which  it  was  received  by  him  and  shall 
then  forthwith  examine  where  the  work  is  proposed  to  be  done  and  shall 
also  examine  the  plans,  drawings  and  specifications  submitted  to  him,  if 
any  are  called  for  by  him,  and  make  a  report  in  writing  recommending 
the  granting  of  the  permit  or  otherwise,  which  report  shall  be  presented 
with  such  application  and  plans,  drawings  and  specifications,  if  there 
are  any,  to  the  board  of  aldermen  or  city  council  who  shall  have  power 
to  grant  or  deny  the  permit,  and  no  permit  issued  shall  be  in  force  for 
a  longer  time  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  same. 
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Sec.  4.  The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  examine  all  buildings-  reported 
unsafe  from  any  cause  and  make  a  record  of  such  examination  including 
the  nature  and  cause  of  such  condition,  with  the  location  of  the  building, 
name  of  owner,  lessee,  and  occupant,  and  for  what  purpose  occupied;  and 
if  any  building  shall,  after  examination  of  the  inspector  of  buildings,  be 
deemed  by  him  weak,  unsafe,  or  dangerous,  from  poor  construction,  faulty, 
weak  and  unfit  material  he  shall  forthwith  report  the  same  to  the  board 
of  aldermen  or  city  council  who  may  order  the  owner  to  take  down  and 
remove  the  same  or  to  make  such  changes  in,  alterations  of,  or  additions 
to,  said  building  as  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen  shall  consider 
necessary  for  safety.  Such  order  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  state  the 
time  within  which  such  removal,  or  such  changes,  alterations,  or  additions 
shall  be  made.  If  said  order  is  not  complied  with  the  board  of  aldermen 
or  city  council  may  authorize  the  inspector  of  buildings  to  make  such 
changes,  alterations  or  additions  in  any  such  buildings  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  safety,  at  the  expense  of  the  delinquent. 

Sec.  5.  If  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  interested,  feel  aggrieved  by 
such  an  order  or  decision  of  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen,  as 
provided  in  section  3  and  section  4  of  this  chapter,  said  person,  firm  or 
corporation,  upon  filing  with  the  city  clerk,  of  the  city  of  Barre,  a  notice 
that  application  will  be  made  to  the  city  court  as  hereinafter  provided 
(said  notice  to  contain  an  agreement  signed  by  said  person,  firm  or 
corporation  that  they  will  pay  one-half  the  costs  of  arbitration,  if  said 
board  shall  so  decide,  and  abide  by  the  decision  of  said  board  of  arbi¬ 
trators)  may  apply  to  the  city  court  for  the  appointment  of  a  board 
of  arbitrators,  which  board  shall  consist  of  three  distinterested  residents 
of  the  city  of  Barre.  Said  court  shall  forthwith  appoint  said  board  of 
arbitrators  who  shall,  within  forty-eight  hours,  serve  notice  on  all  parties 
and  shall  forthwith  examine  and  inquire  into  the  matter,  hear  all  parties 
interested,  and  thereupon  make  their  report  forthwith,  affirming  or  modi¬ 
fying  the  decision  of  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen,  and  file  the 
same  with  the  city  clerk  of  the  city  of  Barre  and  said  report  shall 
be  final. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  or  refuse  to  abide  by  the  order  of  the  city 
council  or  board  of  aldermen  as  specified  in  this  chapter  shall  be  punished 
by  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars'  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
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CHAPTER  XVI. 

Of  the  Construction,  Reparation  and  Use  of  Buildings. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  fire  limits  referred  to  in  this  chapter  shall  include 
all  that  portion  of  the  city  of  Barre  within  the  following  boundaries: 
Commencing  on  the  easterly  side  of  North  Main  Street  where  the  same 
intersects  the  westerly  line  of  the  northerly  end  of  Seminary  Street, 
thence  northerly  along  the  easterly  line  of  North  Main  Street  to  Beckley 
Street,  thence  westerly  to  the  southerly  side  of  Berlin  street,  thence 
westerly  along  the  southerly  line  of  Berlin  Street  to  the  easterly  line 
of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Williamstown  Railroad,  thence  southerly  along 
the  easterly  line  of  said  railroad’s  right  of  way  to  the  northerly  side 
of  Prospect  Street,  thence  easterly  along  the  northerly  side  of  Prospect 
Street  to  the  easterly  bank  of  Jail  Branch,  thence  southerly  and  easterly 
along  the  easterly  bank  of  said  Jail  Branch  to  where  it  crosses  South 
Main  Street;  thence  following  the  easterly  side  of  South  Main  Street 
in  a  northerly  direction  to  Hill  Street;  thence  on  the  easterly  side  of 
Hill  Street  to  the  tracks  of  the  Barre  Railroad  Company;  thence  on  the 
easterly  side  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Barre  Railroad  Company  in  a 
northerly  direction  to  the  land  of  John  Tierney;  thence  on  the  line 
dividing  the  land  owned  by  John  Trow,  H.  A.  Phelps  and  Ira  J.  Stemm 
from  land  of  John  Tierney,  L.  J.  Bolster  and  Nelson  Hamel;  thence  in 
the  shortest  line  to  the  southwesterly  corner  of  James  Henry’s  land  on 
Spaulding  Street;  thence  easterly  and  northerly  along  the  northerly  and 
westerly  line  of  Spaulding  Street  to  Washington  Street;  thence  northerly 
to  the  northwesterly  side  of  Mount  Street;  thence  along  the  north¬ 
westerly  side  of  Mount  Street  to  Academy  Street;  thence  along  the 
southwesterly  side  of  Academy  Street  in  a  northwesterly  direction  to 
the  northerly  side  of  Park  Street;  thence  on  the  northerly  side  of  Park 
Street  to  Averill  Street;  thence  on  the  westerly  side  of  Averill  Street 
to  Jefferson  Street;  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  on  the  easterly  side  of 
Jefferson  Street  to  Elm  street;  thence  on  the  easterly  side  of  Elm  Street 
to  Summer  Street;  thence  on  the  easterly  side  of  Summer  Street  to 
Seminary  Street;  thence  along  the  westerly  line  of  Seminary  Street  to 
North  Main  Street  and  the  point  of  beginning. 

Sec.  2.  The  external  walls  of  all  buildings  erected  within  the  district 
described  in  section  1  of  this  chapter  shall  be  built  of  brick,  stone,  iron 
or  other  hard  and  non-combustible  material,  unless  the  city  council  or 
board  of  aldermen  shall  otherwise  grant  permission.  All  such  walls 
when  constructed  of  brick,  stone  or  other  similar  substance,  shall  be 
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properly  bonded  and  solidly  built  with  mortar  or  cement  and  shall  be 
built  upon  a  foundation  of  stone  not  less  than  eight  inches  wider  at  the 
top  than  the  brick  or  stone  wall  built  upon  it,  and  having  a  proper 
increase  of  width  to  its  bottom.  All  walls  of  buildings  built  of  the 
above  materials,  one  or  two  stories  in  height,  shall  be  not  less  than 
twelve  inches  thick,  and  if  three  stories  in  height,  shall  be  for  the  first 
story  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  thick,  for  the  second  story  twelve 
inches  thick  and  for  the  third  story  eight  inches  thick;  provided,  if 
any  building  is  to  be  used  for  manufacturing  or  store-house  purposes, 
said  third  story  wall  shall  be  twelve  inches  thick.  If  the  walls  are  more 
than  three  stories  in  height;  they  shall  be  of  such  greater  thickness  as  the 
city  council  or  board  of  aldermen  may  order. 

Sec.  3.  The  roofs  of  all  buildings  hereafter  erected  within  said  pre¬ 
scribed  district,  shall  be  properly  and  securely  covered  with  slate,  tin, 
iron  or  other  non -combustible  material,  unless  the  city  council  or  board 
of  aldermen  shall  otherwise  permit. 

All  foundation  walls  within  said  prescribed  district  shall  be  laid  a 
sufficient  distance  below  cellar  bottom  and  of  sufficient  width  to  secure 
a  solid  foundation  and  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council  or  board  of 
aldermen. 

Sec.  4.  No  permit  shall  be  given  to  erect  a  wooden  building  intended 
for  a  private  dwelling  house  or  private  stable,  within  said  prescribed 
district  nearer  than  five  feet  of  any  other  building,  nor  within  five  feet 
of  the  adjoining  land,  nor  of  a  height  greater  than  two  stories,  without 
the  approval  of  the  city  council  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Sec.  5.  All  chimneys  hereafter  erected  in  any  building  within  the 
city  shall  be  built  of  brick,  or  other  fire-proof  non-combustible  material 
and  all  chimneys  shall  be  topped  out  at  least  four  feet  above  the  highest 
point  of  contact  with  the  roof. 

Sec.  6.  No  building  erected  or  hereafter  t.o  be  erected  within  the  city 
of  Barre  shall  have  any  bay-window  or  other  projection  built  upon  or 
added  to  it,  that  will  encroach  upon  the  limits  of  the  street,  lane  or  alley 
upon  which  said  building  abuts  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from 
the  city  council  or-  board  of  aldermen,  and  no  permit  shall  be  granted 
until  after  such  notice  to  owners  of  adjoining  property,  as  the  city 
council  or  board  of  aldermen  shall  order,  and  after  a  hearing  pursuant 
to  such  notice. 

Sec.  7.  Every  building  erected  or  that  may  hereafter  be  erected  within 
the  city  of  Barre,  in  which  operatives  are  to  be  employed  above  the 
second  story,  and  every  building  of  more  than  two  stories  and  occupied 
above  the  second  story  as  a  tenement,  boarding-house,  lodging-house  or 
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used  for  school  purposes  or  public  hall,  shall  be  provided  with  such  stair¬ 
ways  and  fire  escapes  as  may  be  ordered  and  approved  by  the  board  of 
aldermen  or  the  city  council. 

Sec.  8.  Every  week  that  such  building,  addition,  enlargment  or  en¬ 
croachment,  as  are  referred  to  in  this  chapter,  shall  remain  or  be  main¬ 
tained1,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  a  separate 
offense  and  the  person  convicted  thereof  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  9.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation,  whether  as  owner,  lessee, 
contractor  or  agent,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 


CHAPTER  XVII. 

Of  the  Removal  of  Buildings. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  person  shall  intend  to  move  or  remove  any 
building  or  other  structure  within  the  city  from  one  lot  to  another  or 
from  place  to  place  on  the  same  lot  or  along,  across  or  through  any 
of  the  streets  or  public  highways  within  the  city  of  Barre,  he  shall 
present  his  petition  in  writing  to  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen 
for  permission  to  make  such  removal,  which  petition  shall  describe  the 
building,  its  dimensions,  location,  the  place  to  which  it  is  designed  to  be 
removed,  and  the  streets  along,  across  or  through  which  the  same  is  to 
be  moved,  and  no  building  shall  be  removed  along,  across  or  through 
any  of  the  streets  or  highways  of  the  city  or  from  place  to  place,  as 
above  specified,  without  the  written  permit  of  the  city  council  or  board 
of  aldermen. 

Sec.  2.  The  owner  of  every  building  or  other  structure  removed  as 
aforesaid  shall  pay  to  the  city  all  damages,  costs  and  expenses  occasioned 
to  the  city  by  such  removal,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  city  council  or  board 
of  aldermen,  and  before  removing  such  building  the  owner,  if  required, 
shall  give  a  bond  to  the  city  in  such  sum  as  the  city  council  or  board  of 
aldermen  shall  prescribe,  satisfactory  to  said  council  or  board  of  aldermen, 
for  the  payment  of  all  such  damages,  costs  and  expenses  occasioned  by 
said  removal. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  in  the  moving  of  any  building  to 
cut  down  or  trim  any  tree,  or  move  any  post,  wire  or  other  obstruction 
on  the  line  of  the  street  or  highway  along,  across  or  through  which  said 
building  is  to  be  moved,  that  fact  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  petition,  and 
no  tree  shall  be  cut  down,  nor  its  branches  cut  off,  and  no  post,  wire, 
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or  other  obstruction  shall  be  so  moved,  unless  special  permit  shall  have 
been  given  therefor  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  who  shall  remove,  or  be  employed  in  removing 
any  building  along,  across,  or  through,  any  of  the  streets  or  highways 
aforesaid,  and  every  person  who  shall  cut  down  any  tree,  or  cut  off  any 
branch  or  branches  of  any  tree,  not  his  own,  or  who  shall  cut  or  remove 
any  post  or  wire,  without  such  permit  from  the  city  council  or  board  of 
aldermen,  or  in  a  manner  not  in  compliance  with  the  terms  and  condi¬ 
tions  of  such  permit,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  engaged  in  moving  a  building  as  aforesaid,  shall 
cause  to  be  posted  and  maintained  at  proper  distances  in  either  direction 
from  said  building,  suitable  notices  by  day  and  suitable  lights  by  night, 
to  give  warning  that  the  street  is  impassable  or  obstructed  by  reason 
of  the  moving  of  said  building.  Every  person  neglecting  or  refusing  to 
so  place  and  maintain  such  notices  and  lights,  and  every  person  illegally 
removing  or  interfering  with  such  notices  and  lights,  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  6.  The  city  clerk  shall,  upon  the  granting  or  refusal  by  the 
city  council,  or  board  of  aldermen  of  a  permit  applied  for  under  this 
chapter,  immediately  notify  the  chief  of  police  and  the  street  superin¬ 
tendent  thereof  in  writing. 


CHAPTER  XVIII. 

Of  Steam  Boilers,  Gasolene  or  Naptha  Engine,  Gasolene  or  Naptha  Tank. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  boiler  used  or  to  be  used  to  generate  steam,  or  gasolene 
or  naptha  engine,  gasolene  tank  or  naptha  tank  used  for  power,  shall 
hereafter  be  located  or  set  in  the  city  of  Barre,  except  by  permission 
of  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city,  and  no  such  boiler, 
gasolene  or  naptha  tank,  gasolene  or  naptha  engine  already  or  hereafter 
set  or  located,  shall  be  continued  in  operation  in  this  city  unless  the  same 
shall  be  done  in  conformity  with  such  restrictions,  rules,  regulations  and 
conditions  as  said  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  Every  application  for  permission  to  hereafter  locate  or  use  a 
steam  boiler  for  the  generation  of  steam  for  power,  or  gasolene  or  naptha 
engine,  gasolene  or  naptha  tank,  shall  be  publicly  advertised  three  times 
in  some  newspaper  or  newspapers,  if  required  by  the  city  council  or  board 
of  aldermen,  published  within  the  city  as  the  city  council  or  board  of 
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aldermen  may  from  time  to  time  approve,  and  upon  the  filing  of  every 
such  application  the  city  clerk  shall  collect  from  the  applicant  the  cost 
of  such  advertisements,  and  shall  thereupon  cause  the  same  to  be 
published,  with  an  accompanying  notice  of  the  time  when 

such  application  wilt  be  considered  by  the  city  council  or  board  of  aider- 
men,  and  that  all  persons  objecting  thereto  may  then  appear  and  be  heard 
thereon.  All  said  advertisements  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  clerk  with 
the  money  so  collected  therefor. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  keep,  use  or  fill,  a  can  with  gasolene  unless 

tne  outer  surface  of  the  can  is  painted  red,  and  has  the  word  “gasolene” 

plainly  marked  in  black  letters  on  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  who  shall  locate,  or  set,  or  cause  to  be  located 

or  set,  or  shall  assist  in  locating  or  setting  in-  the  city  of  Barre  any  boiler 
used,  or  to  be  used,  to  generate  steam  for  power,  or  any  gasolene  or  naptha 
engine,  or  gasolene  or  naptha  tank,  without  a  permit  therefor,  duly 
granted  and  issued  by  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen  of  said 
city,  and  every  person  who  shall  continue  in  operation,  or  cause  to  be 
operated,  or  assist  in  the  operation,  of  any  such  boiler,  gasolene  or  naptha 
engine,  gasolene  or  naptha  tank,  contrary  to  the  restrictions,  rules,  regu¬ 
lations,  and  conditions  which  said  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen  shall 
make  relative  thereto,  -shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense.  And  for  every  day’s  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  after  the  service  of  the  notice,  order, 
or  warrant  issued  on  the  first  complaint  therefor,  shall  be  deemed  a  sepa¬ 
rate  offense,  and  shall  subject  the  offender  to  an  additional  penalty. 


CHAPTER  XIX. 

Fire  Department. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  A  paid  fire  department  for  the  city  of  Barre  is  hereby 
established  which  shall  consist  of  the  following  officers  and  members,  to 
wit:  one  chief  engineer  and  three  assistant  engineers,  one  superintendent 
of  fire  alarm  telegraph  and  as  many  engine  men,  hose  men,  hook  and 
ladder  men  and  other  members,  to  be  divided  into  companies,  as  the  fire 
apparatus  of  the  city  shall  from  time  to  time  require;  provided,  that  the 
entire  organized  fire  department  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five  paid 
and  thirty-five  call  men,  and  as  many  more  as  the  city  council  or  board 
of  aldermen  shall  designate  from  year  to  year. 

Said  department  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  general  supervision 
and  direction  of  the  standing  committee  on  fire  department  appointed  by

the  city  council,  subject  to  the  ordinances  and  orders  of  the  city  •  council. 
Said  committee  may  make  and  establish  all  proper  and  necessary  rules, 
and  regulations  for  the  management  and  guidance  of  the  department 
and  for  the  control  and  regulation  of  the  fire  protection  of  the  city, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  and  shall  procure  such 
apparatus,  equipments,  materials  and  supplies  needed  for  the  extension, 
furnishing,  maintenance  or  repair  of  the  fire  protection  of  the  city  as 
shall  be  ordered  by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  enactment  of  this  chapter,  there  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  city  council  on  nominations  of  the  mayor  to  the  board  of  aldermen, 
in  the  manner  provided  in  the  chapter  in  regard  to  appointive  officers,  a 
chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department  and  three  assistant  engineers,  who 
shall  be  annually  appointed  during  the  month  of  March  and  shall  hold 
their  office  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  April,  or  until  their  successors 
shall  be  appointed  and  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  for  cause  by  the 
city  council.  The  seniority  and  rank  of  the  engineers  shall  be  determined 
in  their  appointment. 

Sec.  3.  All  applications  for  membership  in  the  department  shall  be 
made  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  committee  on  fire  department,  and  all 
answers  to  questions  and  signatures  of  the  applicant  shall  be  in  the 
applicant’s  own  hand-writing.  The  said  committee  shall  report  to  the 
mayor  all  such  applications  with  such  recommendations  as  they  may 
decide  are  material.  The  mayor  shall  thereupon  nominate  to  the  board  of 
aldermen  such  applicants,  so  reported,  as  he  may  think  best  qualified 
to  fill  the  positions. 

If  any  applicants  so  nominated  be  rejected  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
additional  nominations  to  fill  existing  vacancies  shall  be  made  as  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  city  charter  in  the  case  of  appointive  officers,  and  so  on 
until  all  positions  are  filled.  When  any  such  nominations  shall  have  been 
confirmed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  as  aforesaid,  the  person  so  confirmed 
shall  be  notified  by  the  city  clerk  of  his  appointment  and  upon  qualifying 
for  the  position  shall  receive  his  commission  signed  by  the  mayor  and 
city  clerk,  and  shall  hold  his  office  or  position  until  removed  or  suspended, 
or  until  the  office  or  position  is  otherwise  vacated;  and  no  person  shall  be 
appointed  an  officer  or  member  of  the  department  except  as  aforesaid. 
Any  officer  or  other  member  of  the  department  may  be  removed,  expelled 
or  suspended  by  the  city  council  at  any  time  for  violation  of  any  law, 
ordinance,  regulation,  order,  incompetency  or  disability  relating  to  the 
department,  and  vacancies  may,  at  any  time,  be  filled  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  original  appointment. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  to  be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  fire  department 
must  not  be  less  than  twenty-one  years  nor  more  than  forty-five 
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years  of  age,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  must  be  able  to  read,  write 
and  speak  the  English  language,  must  be  temperate,  courteous  and  indus¬ 
trious,  sound  in  body,  health  and  mind,  and  of  good  personal  appearance, 
and  shall  not  belong  to  any  other  fire  or  hose  company. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  who  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  the  fire 
department  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  the  following: 

OATH  OF  OFFICE. 

“  I  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  support  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  State  of  Vermont,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Barre,  and  obey 
all  rules,  regulations  and  orders  of  the  fire  department  of  the  City  of 
Barre;  and  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of 

.  according  to  the  best  of 

my  judgment  and  ability.  So  Help  Me  God.” 

Sec.  6.  The  committee  on  fire  department  may  substitute  or  employ 
temporarily  any  man  who  may  be  needed  because  of  emergency,  or  to 
fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  department  b}^  reason  of  the  absence, 
incompetency,  disability,  suspension,  discharge,  resignation,  or  death  of 
any  member;  such  substitution  and  employment  shall  not  extend  beyond 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen,  and 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen  they  shall 
report  in  writing  such  emergency  or  vacancy,  the  cause,  the  circumstances 
and  their  doings- to  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  department  to 
promptly  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  department. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  paid  to  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment  such  compensation  or  annual  salaries  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  city 
council. 

Sec.  9.  The  chief  engineer,  assistant  engineers  and  superintendent 
of  fire  alarm  shall  be  eligible  to  appointment  as  permanent  members. 

Sec.  10.  The  salaries  or  compensations  shall  be  considered  full  com¬ 
pensation  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  city  by  the  respective  officers 
and  men  in  their  official  capacity  or  positions;  and  no  uniform  or  personal 
wearing  apparel  other  than  rubber  coats,  rubber  boots,  fire  hats  and 
badges,  nor  any  other  material  or  thing  shall  be  furnished  at  the  expense 
of  the  city,  nor  shall  any  taxes  be  abated  to  or  in  favor  of  any  person  for 
services  as  a  member  or  officer  of  said  department. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  not  a  member  of  said  fire  department  being  present 
at  a  fire  shall  assume,  without  authority  to  exercise  control  over  any 
members  of  the  departments  in  respect  to  their  duty,  or  shall  wilfully  or 
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unnecessarily  make  out-cries  or  other  loud  noises,  or  be  guilty  of  dis¬ 
orderly  conduct,  or  shall  promote  or  shall  encourage  disorderly  conduct  in 
others  then  present;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  firemen  to  report  to  the 
mayor  or  the  committee '  on  fire  department  the  name  of  any  person  so 
offending,  and  of  every  person  not  a  member  of  said  fire  department,  who 
shall  contrary  to  law  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  any  lawful  orders  of  any 
officer  at  any  fire  in  the  city. 

Sec.  12.  No  engine  or  any  part  of  the  apparatus  belonging  to  said 
department  shall  be  taken  from  the  city,  at  any  time  except  for  the 
purpose  of  having  the  same  repaired;  provided,  however,  that  in  case  of 
a  fire  in  a  neighboring  town  or  city,  the  mayor,  or  in  his  absence  from 
the  city  a  majority  of  the  committee  on  fire  department  or  in  the  absence 
of  a  majority  of  the  committee  on  fire  department  a  majority  of  the 
engineers  of  the  fire  department,  may  order  not  more  than  one-half  of  the 
fire  apparatus  of  the  city  (excepting  the  chemical  wagon  and  its  equip¬ 
ment  shall  not  be  included  in  any  part  of  the  apparatus)  to  be  taken 
to  such  town  or  city,  the  same  to  be  accompanied  by  not  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  members  of  the  said  department,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
in  extinguishing  such  fire. 

Sec.  13.  The  chief  engineer,  under  the  direction  of  the  committee 
on  fire  department,  may  purchase  such  materials  and  supplies  for  the 
use  of  the  department  as  may  be  designated  by  said  fire  committee; 
said  chief  engineer,  subject  to  the  ordinances  and  regulations,  shall  have 
sole  and  absolute  control  and  command  over  all  other  members  of  the 
department,  and  shall  take  prompt  measures  to  arrange  and  operate 
the  fire  apparatus  in  the  most  advantageous  manner  to  extinguish  all 
fires,  with  the  least  possible  damage  to  life  and  property,  and  prevent 
unnecessary  damage  by  water;  to  avoid  unnecessary  waste  and  damage 
during  removal  and  detect  and  prevent  theft  during  and  after  the  fire; 
and  he  shall  issue  such  orders  as  may  be  necessary.  In  case  of  the  absence 
of  the  chief  engineer  at  a  fire  the  member  of  the  paid  department  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  chief  to  act  in  his  absence  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
power  and  authority  of  the  chief  engineer  until  relieved  by  a  superior 
officer.  All  firemen  and  citizens  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  obey 
the  orders  and  directions  of  the  officer  in  command  at  any  fire,  and  to 
render  their  services,  if  ordered  to  do  so  by  him. 

Sec.  14.  During  the  continuance  of  any  fire,  the  chief  engineer  or  those 
acting  in  that  capacity  shall  have  absolute  control  of  the  streets  adjacent 
thereto,  he  may  blockade  any  such  streets  and  forbid  passage  therein; 
he  may  order  those  present  to  stand  back  to  any  required  and  reasonable  dis¬ 
tance;  he  may  command  the  assistance  of  any  police  officer  or  other  person  at 
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the  fire,  in  extinguishing  the  same  or  preventing  its  spread,  or  in  saving  and 
securing  property. 

He  shall  have  the  power  with  necessary  assistance  to  enter  any  building 
or  premises  for  the  purpose  of  the  extinguishing  or  checking  the  progress 
of  fire,  and  securing  and  protecting  property,  and  he  may  with  the 
advice  of  the  mayor  or  three  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  direct 
the  destruction  of  any  building  to  stay  the  progress  of  the  fire;  and  shall 
have  the  power  to  cut  or  cause  to  be  cut  any  electric,  telephone,  telegraph, 
or  other  wire  or  shut  the  gas  off  from  any  main  when  it  is  necessary 
in  order  to  control  the  fire,  anid  to  order  the  cutting  out  of  any  electric 
current  which  may  interfere  with  extinguishing  of  any  fire. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  not  a  member  of  the  city  council  or  of  the  fire 
department  or  of  the  police  department  shall,  without  authority  of  some 
one  of  the  officers  of  one  of  said  departments,  enter  upon  such  parts 
of  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  as  is  by  the  authority  of  the  officers  of  either 
of  said  departments,  roped  off,  barricaded,  or  plainly  designated  in  any 
way  for  the  use  of  the  fire  department,  in  extinguishing  a  fire,  or  for 
the  protection  of  persons  attending  any  fire. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer  to  inquire  and 
examine  into  all  buildings  and  other  places  where  ashes,  shavings  or 
other  combustible  material  may  be  collected  and  deposited  and  at  all 
times  be  watchful  in  taking  care  for  the  removal  of  the  same,  whenever 
in  his  opinion,  the  same,  if  not  removed  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  will 
expose  the  city  to  danger  of  fires;  and  in  such  case,  he  shall  direct  the 
fire  warden  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer,  when  requested  by  two  or 
more  citizens  representing  that  ashes  or  combustible  materials  are  kept 
in  any  place  in  the  city,  in  an  insecure  or  illegal  manner,  or  that  funnels, 
flues,  fire  boards  or  heating  apparatus  of  any  building  in  the  city  are 
insecure  and  dangerous,  to  make  a  personal  examination  of  such  place 
or  building,  and  direct  the  fire  warden  to  cause  to  be  made  any  necessary 
changes,  alterations  or  repairs. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer  once  each  month 
during  open  weather  and  as  often  in  freezing  weather  as  may  be  necessary 
and  within  two  days  after  each  fire  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  all 
hydrants  (to  see  that  they  are  in  working  order),  engines,  hose-carts  and 
all  other  fire  apparatus  and  the  houses  owned  and  occupied  by  the  fire 
department  and  take  a  general  care  and  supervision  of  the  same,  and 
have  the  same  in  condition  for  immediate  use;  and  he  shall  forthwith 
report  to  the  city  council  any  defects  of  the  same  and  recommend  all 
needful  repairs,  such  defects  and  repairs  to  be  made  in  the  manner  that 
may  be  ordered  by  the  city  council;  he  shall  annually  in  the  month 
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of  January  report  to  the  city  council  the  amount  of  all  the  property 
belonging  to  the  fire  department  and  the  condition  of  the  same,  and 
also  report  the  number  of  members  of  each  company,  and  the  officers  of 
the  same,  and  all  fires  that  have  happened  in  the  city  during  the  year, 
the  cause  thereof,  the  amount  of  losses  by  each  fire  and  the  insurance 
on  the  property  destroyed  or  damaged,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained. 
He  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  discipline,  good  order,  and  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  whole  department;  he  may  temporarily  suspend  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  department,  but  shall  forthwith  report  such  suspension  to 
the  committee  on  fire  department,  and  if  said  committee  approve  of 
suspension,  said  suspension  shall  remain  effective  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  city  council. 

No  member  shall  receive  pay  during  any  suspension  by  the  engineer 
or  by  the  committee  on  fire  department,  unless  so  ordered  by  the  city 
council.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer  to  make  a  report  to 
the  building  inspector  of  all  violations  of  any  provisions  of  any  ordinance 
of  the  city,  establishing  a  fire  district,  and  regulating  the  construction 
of  wooden  or  other  buildings,  and  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  city  council  or  the  committee  on  fire  department  shall  from  time 
to  time  prescribe. 

Sec.  18.  The  committee  on  fire  department  may  make  such  rules 
for  the  government,  discipline,  and  good  order  of  the  department,  as  may 
be  expedient,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  and  not  contrary 
to  any  state  law  or  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  19.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council  the  committee 
on  fire  department  shall  assign  the  members  of  the  department  to  their 
respective  companies,  and  shall  designate  such  firemen  as  shall  fill  the 
position  of  captains,  drivers,  and  any  other  officers  in  the  companies: 
said  officers,  etc.,  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  in 
the  ordinances  and  rules  of  the  department. 

Sec.  20.  In  case  of  an  alarm  of  fire,  it  shall  be  the  duty  or  the 
owners  or  drivers  of  animals  and  vehicles  in  any  street  in  which  the 
fire  department  apparatus  is  approaching,  to  move  such  animal  or  vehicle 
to  the  right  or  left  of  the  center  of  the  street  without  delay,  so  as  to 
give  such  fire  apparatus  free  and  unobstructed  passage  to  the  fire;  or  if 
a  street  car,  it  shall  be  stopped  until  the  fire  apparatus  has  passed  by. 

Sec.  21.  No  person  shall,  without  permission  from  the  chief  or  an 
assistant  engineer,  drive  or  ride  any  animal  or  vehicle  over  or  upon  any 
hose  or  other  apparatus  in  use  or  laid  by  the  department. 

Sec.  22.  The  fire  alarm  telegraph  in  this  city  shall  be  considered 
as  apparatus  connected  with  the  fire  department,  and  shall  be  under  as 
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full  control  of  the  department  as  the  apparatus  commonly  used  by  the 
fire  department  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  in  the  city. 

Sec.  23.  The  superintendent  of  fire  alarm  telegraph  shall  have  charge 
of  all  the  electric  line,  instruments,  batteries,  battery  room  and  supplies 
for  the  same;  he  shall  keep  the  same  in  working  order  and  for  this 
purpose  he  shall  at  all  times  have  access1  to  the  instruments  and  apparatus 
wherever  located;  he  shall  see  that  all  electric  light  and  other  wires  are 
kept  at  a  safe  distance  from  the  fire  alarm  circuit. 

Sec.  24.  Said  superintendent  or  chief  engineer  shall  inspect  each  fire 
alarm  box  and  test  the  same  as  often  as  once  in  each  month.  He  shall 
pull  the  boxes  alternately  and  test  the  circuit  daily  or  otherwise,  as  may 
be  provided  by  regulations,  and  keep  a  record  of  his  inspections  and 
tests;  he  shall  make  sure  that  all  apparatus  is  in  perfect  order  immedi¬ 
ately  after  severe  storms. 

Sec.  25.  Said  superintendent  or  chief  engineer  shall  give  such  practical 
instructions  to  members  of  the  department  and  to  holders  of  alarm  box 
keys  as  will  tend  to  secure  the  proper  care  and  operation  of  the  apparatus. 

Sec.  26.  No  person  shall  destroy,  deface  or  in  any  way  injure  the  fire 
alarm  telegraph  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  of  the  appurtenances  of 
the  same,  or  shall  interfere  with  or  do  anything  to  the  same,  so  as  to 
prevent  or  delay  the  proper  or  timely  use  thereof. 

Sec.  27.  No  person  shall  open  any  alarm  box  connected  with  the 
fire  alarm  telegraph,  except  by  the  authority  of  and  with  the  key  furnished 
by  an  authorized  officer  of  the  department;  nor  shall  any  person  cry  out 
or  ring  in  or  cause  to  be  given  any  false  alarm  of  fire. 

Sec.  28.  Any  person  who  shall  wrongfully  appropriate,  use,  take  away, 
conceal  or  refuse,  or  neglect  to  deliver  up  to  an  authorized  officer  of 
the  city  or  of  the  fire  department,  organized  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  any  property  belonging  to  the  city  and  used  by  or  required 
for  the  use  of  said  department,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  29.  Any  person  who  shall  refuse  to  obey  the  orders  of  officers  in 
command  of  fires  or  interfere  with,  obstruct,  resist  or  abuse  any  member 
of  the  city  government  or  any  officer  or  member  of  the  fire  department 
in  any  of  the  duties  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or 
who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  chapter  or  any  regulation,  rule 
or  order  of  the  department,  the  penalty  for  which  is  not  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 
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And  the  chief  engineer,  or  any  assistant  engineer,  or  any  police  officer 
may  forthwith  arrest  without  warrant,  and  take  to  a  police  station, 
any  person  so  offending. 

Sec.  30.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  officers  and  members  of 
the  fire  department  and  of  all  members  of  the  police  department  to  see 
that  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  are  duly  observed,  and  that  all  offenses 
against  the  same  are  promptly  prosecuted. 

Sec.  31.  All  money  received  or  retained,  less  costs  and  expenses,  by 
the  city  for  fines  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  which 
are  not  otherwise  legally  disposed  of,  together  with  all  money  received 
by  gift  or  retained  by  the  city  or  by  any  company  in  the  city  fire 

department  for  fines  and  forfeitures  imposed  upon  the  members  of  the 

department  for  violation  of  the  regulations,  rules  and  orders  of  the 
department,  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  city  council  for  the  benefit  of 

the  fire  department,  in  such  manner  as  said  council  may  designate. 

Sec.  32.  No  person,  while  an  officer  or  other  member  of  the  fire 
department  of  the  city  of  Barre,  shall  act  as  executive  committeeman, 
attend  any  political  convention  as  a  delegate,  participate  in  any  manner 
whatever  in  any  canvass  in  behalf  of,  or  against  any  candidate  for  any 
city,  county,  state  or  national  office,  hold  tickets  or  canvass  votes  at  any 
election,  or  take  any  part  whatever  in  political  matters  other  than  to 
exercise  the  right  of  suffrage;  and  no  person  shall  be  appointed  to  or 
retained  in  the  department  as  a  reward  for  political  service  rendered, 
nor  in  any  manner  be  discriminated  against  because  of  his  failure  to  render 
such  service. 

Sec.  33.  Each  alderman  shall  be  a  fire  warden  of  the  ward  in  which 
he  resides,  and  shall  personally  or  by  deputy  (who  must  be  a  member 
of  the  fire  department)  make  due  inspection  of  all  buildings  and  premises 
in  said  ward  once  in  the  month  of  November  in  each  year,  and  make  a 
report  in  writing  on  the  same  to  the  city  council  in  the  month  of 
December  and  shall  order  the  owner  or  occupant  to  make  all  necessary 
alterations  of  such  buildings  and  premises  as  may  be  needful  to  prevent 
fires  and  accidents,  and  to  remove  all  unsafe  and  combustible  materials 
to  places  of  safety;  and  said  fire  warden,  on  the  application  of  any 
trustworthy  person,  shall,  each  in  the  ward  for  which  he  is  appointed, 
at  once  inspect  any  building,  or  premises,  complained  of  as  dangerous, 
or  unsafe,  in  their  respective  wards,  and  shall  order  the  owner  or  occupant 
to  make  all  necessary  alterations  to  prevent  fires  and  accidents,  and  to 
remove  all  unsafe  and  combustible  materials  to  places  of  safety.  And 
in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  or  take 
necessary  steps  to  comply  with  the  order  or  direction  of  the  fire  warden, 
for  the  space  of  twelve  hours,  the  said  fire  warden  shall  cause  such  altera- 
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tions  or  removals  to  be  made,  and  any  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  comply  with  such  orders  or  directions  of  the  fire  wardens  from  the  time 
aforesaid,  or  in  any  manner  obstruct  the  fire  wardens  in  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  together  with  the  expense  incurred  by  the  fire  wardens  in  making 
such  alterations  and  removals  aforesaid,  both  of  which  sums  shall  be 
recovered  if  any  by  the  same  prosecution  with  the  costs  thereof. 


CHAPTER  XX. 

Of  Pounds  and  Estrays. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  by  the  city  council  one  pound, 
within  the  city,  for  the  impounding  of  all  beasts  liable  to  be  impounded. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  council  to  appoint  such  pound - 
keepers,  as  may  be  required  to  take  care  of  and  keep  such  pound  as  may 
be  established,  whose  compensation  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  by 
the  laws  of  this  state  for  pound-keepers  in  towns. 

Sec.  3.  The  city  council  shall  annually  appoint  three  persons  to  act 
as  haywards,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  up  and  deliver  to  the  keeper 
of  any  pound  in  the  city,  any  sheep,  goat,  swine,  horse,  cow  or  other 
neat  cattle  found  running  at  large  in  any  street,  lane  or  common  within 
the  city. 

Sec.  4.  Such  notice  of  the  impounding  of  any  beast  shall  be  given,  as 
now  provided  by  the  general  laws  of  this  state. 


CHAPTER  XXI. 

Of  Elections. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  warnings  for  annual  or  special  ward  meetings  for  the 
election  of  city  or  ward  officers,  and  for  general  meetings  of  all  the  legal 
voters  of  the  city,  for  raising  special  city  taxes,  or  for  any  other  purpose, 
shall  be  issued  by  the  mayor.  One  copy  of  such  warning  shall  be  posted 
in  some  public  place  in  each  of  the  wards  of  the  city,  and  one  copy  in 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  and  published  once  in  any  newspaper  printed 
and  published  in  the  city,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days 
previous  to  such  meeting,  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  city  clerk. 
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CHAPTER  XXII. 

Of  Public  Lights. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  standing  committee  on  lights  appointed  by  the  city 
council  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  contract  in  behalf  of  the  city 
for  furnishing  all  necessary  lights  for  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  parks, 
squares  and  public  buildings  of  the  city  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  five 
years,  as  in  the  judgment  of  said  committee  may  appear  advantageous 
to  the  city.  Separate  contracts  may  be  executed  for  lighting  any 
portions  of  said  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  parks  and  squares,  and  for  any  or 
all  of  said  public  buildings,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council. 


CHAPTER  XXIII. 

Of  City  Property. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  standing  committee  on  city  property  appointed  by  the 
city  council  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  matters  relating  to 
the  land,  parks,  and  public  buildings  belonging  to  the  city,  and  the  care, 
preservation,  renting,  use  and  occupancy  of  all  buildings  owned  or  used 
by  the  city. 

Sec.  2.  The  small  room  located  at  the  northeasterly  corner  of  the  third 
floor  of  the  City  Hall  building  is  hereby  set  aside  for  the  free  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  members  of  the  R.  B.  Crandall  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  and 
the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  they  are  authorized  to  give  the 
free  use  of  said  room  to  the  Spanish  American  war  veterans,  and  the 
Sons  of  Veterans  at  such  times  as  they  may  require  it;  providing  it  does 
not  interfere  in  any  way  with  their  use  of  said  room. 


CHAPTER  XXIV. 

Of  City  Scales. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  may  annually  contract  in  writing  for  suitable 
scales,  being  for  the  use  of  and  under  the  control  of  the  city  authorities, 
for  periods  not  exceeding  one  year,  which  scales  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  the  city  scales;  and  competent  and  reliable  persons  shall  be  annually 
appointed  by  the  city  council  to  have  the  care  and  use  of  such  scales. 
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Said  scales  shall  be  sealed  once  annually  by  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  person  who  has  purchased  a  load  of  hay,  coal 
or  other  bulky  merchandise  commonly  sold  by  weight,  requests  the  driver 
of  the  team  employed  to  transport  said  hay,  coal  or  other  merchandise, 
to  convey  the  same  to  the  city  scales  and  procure  a  certificate  of  the 
weight  from  one  of  the  public  weighers  in  charge  thereof,  the  driver  shall 
comply  with  such  request,  and  for  refusal  so  to  do  he  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars.  The 
seller  or  driver  shall  pay  a  fee  of  ten  cents  for  each  load  so  weighed,  which 
fee  shall  be  retained  by  the  weigher  as  compensation  for  his  services 
unless  he  is  at  the  time  under  pay  from  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  All  persons  supplying  hay,  coal  or  merchandise  of  a  bulky 
nature  to  the  city  except  in  cases  where  it  is  not  practical  to  do  so  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  weighed  on  the  city  scales  and  furnish  to  the  city 
the  certificate  of  the  weigher  for  the  same. 


CHAPTER  XXV. 

On  Sale  and  Measurement  of  Wood. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  council  shall  annually  appoint  one  or  more  persons 
to  be  surveyors  of  wood  and  inspectors  of  lumber  and  shingles,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  at  the  request  of  any  party  interested,  to  measure  or 
classify  all  wood  and  lumber  offered  for  sale  within  the  city  limits,  and 
to  furnish  to  each  person,  so  offering  wood  and  lumber  for  sale,  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  measurement  of  each  load  of  wood  or  lumber;  and  he  may 
charge  for  each  certificate  of  measurement  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
his  services. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars. 


CHAPTER  XXVI. 

Of  the  Police  Department. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  police  department  of  the  city  of  Barre  shall  consist 
of  the  chief  of  police  and  such  number  of  policemen  for  regular  duty  and 
such  other  policemen  as  the  mayor  may  think  necessary  and  as  the  city 
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council  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  power,  and  shall,  under  such  rules 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  city  council  or  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed 
by  it,  perform  all  duties  required  of  them  as  day  and  night  police,  in 
accordance  with  the  ordinances  of  the  city  and  laws  of  the  state;  and  they 
shall  receive  such  hourly,  daily,  monthly  or  yearly  salaries,  in  full  for 
all  services  and  expenses,  as  the  city  council  may  determine. 

Sec.  2.  Special  police  or  watchman,  other  than  mentioned  in  section  1, 
may  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  special  purposes,  and  the  guarding 
and  protecting  of  private  property,  as  the  public  good  or  the  convenience 
or  necessity  of  private  individuals,  firms  or  corporations  may  require.  Such 
special  police  officers  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner,  except  as 
to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  ordi¬ 
nances,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  police  department,  so  far  as  applica¬ 
ble  to  the  case.  Such  policemen  shall  serve  at  the  expense  of  the  person, 
society  or  corporation  desiring  such  appointment  and  without  expense  or 
liability  on  the  part  of  the  city  except  when  otherwise  ordered,  and  they 
shall  not  perform  police  duty  except  in  the  premises  and  for  the  purposes 
for  which  such  appointment  shall  be  made.  When  on  duty,  and  at  no 
other  time,  they  shall  wear  a  plain  badge,  marked  with  the  word  “Police,” 
which  they  shall  display  when  making  an  arrest.  Such  badge  shall  be 
furnished  at  their  expense,  or  the  expense  of  the  person,  firm,  society  or 
corporation  employing  them. 

Sec.  3.  To  be  eligible  to  appointment  on  the  regular  police  force,  a 
person  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States;  able  to  read  and  write  the 
English  language;  be  at  least  five  feet,  eight  inches  in  height;  sound  in 
body;  of  good  general  health,  and  of  good  moral  charter.  Applications 
for  appointment  must  be  made  to  the  mayor  in  writing,  stating  the  age, 
nativity,  height  and  present  residence  of  the  applicant,  and  whether  or 
not  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  can  read  and  write  the  English 
language,  is  sound  in  body,  and  of  good  general  health. 

Sec.  4.  The  chief  of  police  and  the  policemen  for  regular  duty,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  each  give  a  bond  in  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
city  council,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices. 

Sec.  5.  The  chief  of  police  shall  be  the  head  of  the  police  department 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor,  the  aldermen  and  the  committee 
on  police  department,  shall  have  the  control  of  the  department,  its  property, 
officers,  and  members,  and  all  other  constables  and  other  officers  when 
engaged  in  the  service  of  the  department.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see 
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that  the  police  station  is  kept  in  order,  and  the  other  property  well  taken 
care  of,  that  all  the  members  of  the  force  are  properly  attired  and 
equipped,  and  cleanly  in  person  and  clothing,  that  they  are  well  instructed 
in  their  duties,  and  perform  them,  and  he  shall  be  responsible  for  their 
general  deportment,  good  order  and  efficiency  as  a  police  force. 

The  chief  shall  report  without  delay,  to  either  the  mayor  or  committee 
on  police  department,  any  instance  of  insurbordination,  neglect  of  duty, 
drunkenness,  lewdness,  undue  violence  in  making  an  arrest,  abuse  of 
prisoners  or  persons,  or  any  other  gross  offense  or  violation  of  the  rules 
of  the  department ;  whose  duty  it  sha  1  be  to  make  an  investigation  of 
the  charge,  and  report  as  soon  as  may  be  to  the  board  of  aldermen; 
and  the  mayor  may  in  the  meantime  suspend  the  offending  member  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  council  or  board  of  aldermen. 

Sec.  6.  The  chief  shall  make  to  the  city  council  a  monthly  report  of 
the  condition  ol  the  property  in  his  charge,  and  of  the  force  under  his 
superintendence,  and  of  all  cases  of  incompetency,  inefficiency,  or  meri¬ 
torious  service  on  the  part  of  any  member.  He  shall  at  the  same  time 
report  the  number  of  arrests  that  have  been  made,  by  whom,  and  for 
what  crime  or  offense.  He  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  make 
a  report  to  the  city  council,  covering  the  affairs  of  his  office  during  the 
past  year. 

Sec.  7.  The  chief  shall  keep  at  his  office  suitable  books,  in  which  shall 
be  entered: 

I.  The  name  of  each  regular  and  special  policeman,  his  place  of  resi¬ 
dence,  when  appointed  on  the  force,  when  dismissed  and  for  what  cause, 
any  neglect  of  duty,  or  breach  of  the  rules,  or  any  meritorious  service 
performed,  the  time  of  each  member  on  duty,  and  any  delinquency  in 
promptly  reporting  for  duty,  with  the  excuse  if  any. 

II.  A  complete  descriptive  list  of  each  and  every  person  arrested 
brought  to  the  police  station',  by  giving  his  name,  nativity,  age,  height, 
complexion,  color  of  hair  and  eyes,  the  amount  of  money  he  may  have 
in  his  possession,  his  present  residence  and  the  offense  for  which  he  is 
arrested. 

III.  Every  complaint  made  upon  personal  knowledge  with  the  name 
and  resident  of  the  complainant,  and  any  information  he  may  receive 
from  policemen  or  others  of  offenses  committed,  or  persons  suspected. 

TV.  A  registry  of  lost,  missing  or  stolen  property,  and  all  property 
recovered,  or  taken  from  persons  arrested. 

Sec.  8.  The  chief  shall  promptly  repair  to  the  scene  of  any  fire,  riot, 
or  threatened  disturbance,  with  an  adequate  force  to  guard  the  firemen 
from  annoyance,  and  assist  them  if  need  be,  save  and  protect  property, 
or  arrest  thieves  and  disorderly  persons. 
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Sec.  9.  All  lost  or  stolen  property  recovered  by  any  policeman,  or 
taken  from  a  prisoner,  shall  be  delivered  at  once  to  the  chief  of  police 
and  the  officer  making  the  delivery  shall  first  mark  each  separate  article 
so  as  to  be  able  to  identify  the  same  and  then  see  that  they  are  entered 
on  the  registry  with  a  particular  description  of  the  kind'  or  amount,  and 
where,  or  from  whom  obtained.  And  it  is  the  duty  of  the  chief  to  give 
a  receipt  to  such  officer  for  such  property,  and  make  such  entry  thereof 
in  his  book,  and  how  such  property  was  disposed  of,  which  book  shall 
be  open  for  inspection  at  any  time  by  any  member  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  10.  Every  policeman  shall  wear  his  full  uniform  when  on  duty, 
and  display  his  shield  conspicuously  on  the  left  breast  of  the  outer 
garment,  except  when  detailed  for  detective  duty.  Policemen  are  required 
to  be  cleanly  in  dress  and  appearance,  with  beard  well  trimmed,  and 
boots  clean. 

Sec.  11.  No  policeman  on  regular  duty  shall  be  absent  from  the  city, 
or  be  excused  from  duty,  except  by  consent  of  the  chief  or  the  mayor. 
Every  member  of  the  police  force  must  be  excused  from  duty  by  the 
chief  in  case  of  sickness  or  necessary  absence.  All  excuses  must  be  sent 
to  the  chief,  or  the  patrolman  will  lose  his  time.  For  the  first  offense 
without  excuse  the  penalty  shall  be  one  day’s  pay  for  each  day  lost; 
second  offense  double  the  first  penalty,  and  the  third  offense  will  be 
punishable  with  suspension,  which  shall  at  once  be  reported  to  the  city 
council  for  action. 

Sec.  12.  Members  of  the  police  must  faithfully  patrol  the  streets 
and  not  stand  upon  the  streets,  or  hold  conversation  with  persons  thereon, 
except  in  necessary  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Any  police  officer  may  arrest,  without  warrant  upon  view,  any  person 
who  is  found  intoxicated  in  the  city. 

All  persons,  when  so  arrested  without  warrants,  must  be,  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible,  taken  before  a  proper  court  or  magistrate  so  that 
they  may  be  duly  complained  of  and  prosecuted  for  the  offense  for  which 
they  are  arrested.  But  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  authorize 
the  arrest,  without  warrant,  for  the  violation  of  the  city  ordinance,  after 
twelve  o’clock  at  night  on  Saturday  until  after  twelve  o’clock  at  night 
of  the  following  Sunday.  But  arrests  of  persons  found  intoxicated  may 
be  made  on  Sunday  as  well  as  on  other  days  of  the  week.  Nothing  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  to  abridge  the  right  of  a  policeman  or 
member  of  the  city  council  to  arrest,  without  warrant,  in  such  cases  as 
the  general  law  of  the  state  permits  of  such  arrests. 

Sec.  13.  No  policeman  shall  receive  a  gift  or  reward  or  any  kind 
from  a  prisoner  or  person  under  arrest,  or  against  whom  a  complaint 
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has  been  made,  or  who  is  known  or  suspected  to  be  guilty  of  any  offense 
against  the  laws  or  ordinances,  or  from  any  friend  of  such  persons,  on 
penalty  of  being  dismissed  from  the  force.  No  policeman  shall  receive 
a  gift  or  reward  from  any  person  for  service  he  may  have  rendered 
as  a  policeman,  nor  receive  from  or  divide  with  any  other  policeman  or 
other  officer  any  fee,  fine  or  costs,  or  part  thereof,  without  the  consent 
of  the  city  council.  Application  for  permission  to  receive  or  retain  such 
gift  must  be  made  in  writing,  and  without  delay. 

All  fines,  penalties  and  fees  received  by  any  member  of  the  police 
force  for  services  rendered  while  under  pay  from  the  city,  except  those 
on  duty  by  the  hour  and  except  witness  fees  for  testimony  in  courts  and 
fees  for  keeping,  shall  belong  to  the  city  and  be  paid  into  the  city 
treasury.  Members  of  the  force  whose  salaries  are  fixed  per  day,  shall 
be  considered  as  under  pay  for  the  entire  period  of  twenty-four  hours; 
those  whosie  salaries  are  fixed  per  month,  shall  be  considered  as  under  pay 
during  all  the  hours  of  the  calendar  month;  and  those  whose  salaries  are 
fixed  per  year,  shall  be  considered  as  under  pay  during  all  the  hours  of 
the  municipal  year. 

Sec.  14.  No  member  of  the  force  shall  smoke,  or  drink  any  intoxicating 
liquor  while  on  active  duty.  All  gambling  and  playing  of  cards  or  any 
game  of  chance  in  the  police  station  is  strictly  prohibited,  nor  shall  any 
intoxicating  drinks  be  allowed  there  except  as  a  medicine,  and  by  advice 
of  a  physician.  Persons  having  no  business  there  shall  not  be  allowed  in 
or  about  the  station.  m 

Sec.  15.  Policemen  are  particularly  cautioned  against  revealing  any  of 
the  secrets  of  the  department,  especially  such  as  may  enable  suspected 
persons  to  escape,  or  to  secrete  stolen  property. 

Sec.  16.  All  policemen  shall  carry  a  small  blank  book  in  which  to 
make  memoranda  of  important  facts  and  circumstances  concerning  any 
offense  of  which  he  may  be  cognizant.  A  fine  of  one  dollar  will  be 
imposed  on  any  officer  who  neglects  to  make  the  proper  entries  in  his 
blank  book. 

Sec.  17.  Policemen,  whether  on  duty  or  not,  must  note  all  facts  and 
circumstances  tending  to  throw  suspicion  on  persons  or  houses;  note 
all  cruelty  to  brute  animals;  injuring  trees  or  scratching  and  defacing 
houses,  doors  and  fences;  peddling  or  selling  anything  in  the  street,  or 
other  use  or  occupancy  of  the  street  except  as  permitted  by  the  ordinances ; 
collecting  of  crowds  on  the  streets  and  public  squares  to  the  annoyance 
of  peaceable  citizens;  failure  of  street  lights  to  be  lighted  and  burning 
as  they  should 'be;  and  must  take  notice  of  all  offenses  against  the  laws 
of  the  state  and  ordinances  of  the  city  coming  under  their  observation, 
and  so  far  as  they  may  be  authorized  to  do  so,  cause  the  offenses  to  be 
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abated  and  the  offenders  punished,  and  the  cases  reported  to  the  chief 
of  police.  The  chief  of  police,  personally  or  by  one  of  the  officers  under 
him,  shall  see  that  all  persons  peddling  in  the  city  are  in  possession 
of  the  necessary  licenses,  and  also  see  that  all  persons  giving  a  show  or 
exhibition  in  the  city  have  the  license  required  by  the  city  ordinances. 

Sec.  18.  Any  member  of  the  police  force  who  shall  prove  to  be 
incompetent  or  inefficient  in  his  office,  or  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disobedi¬ 
ence  or  disrespect  to  his  superior  officer,  or  who  shall  be  intoxicated,  or 
visit  any  drinking  saloon,  gambling  house,  brothel,  or  other  disreputable 
place,  except  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  who  shall  use  profane  or 
obscene  language,  beat  or  bruise  a  person  unnecessarily  in  making  an 
arrest,  maltreat  a  prisoner,  take  money  or  other  valuable  things  for  com¬ 
pounding  on  offense,  or  for  performing  or  neglecting  to  perform  his  duty, 
or  who  shall  wilfully  and  persistently  violat'e  any  of  the  rules  of  this 
department,  shall  be  subject  to  reprimand,  suspension  without  pay,  or 
dismissal  from  the  force,  according  to  the  nature  and  circumstances  of 
the  offense. 

Sec.  19.  The  chief  of  police  may  establish  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  police,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  city 
ordinances,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  city  council. 


CHAPTER  XXVII. 

Of  Saloons,  Victualing  Houses,  Etc. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  open  or  keep  a  hotel,  cafe,  victualing  house, 
lunch  room  or  lunch  wagon  within  the  city  until  he  shall  have  first 
obtained  a  license  therefor  from  the  city  council,  which  license  shall 
be  issued  by  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  same  on  file 
in  his  office  and  shall  have  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  city  treasury  a  license  fee  of  five  dollars. 

All  licenses  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  specify 
the  time  for  which  the  same  are  granted  and  shall  in  no  case  continue 
or  be  in  force,  longer  than  until  the  first  day  of  April  next  following  the 
date  thereof,  and  shall  not  be  assigned  or  transferred  without  the  approval 
of  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  place  oi  keep  any  table,  stall,  stand,  booth, 
or  other  erection  in  any  street,  lane,  alley  or  public  place  or  on  any 
square  or  sidewalk  in  the  city  for  the  sale  of  fruit,  soft  .drinks,  refresh¬ 
ments,  or  wares  of  any  kind  until  he  shall  have  first  obtained  a  license 
therefor,  which  said  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  city  clerk  who  shall 
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keep  a  record  of  the  same  on  file  in  his  office,  and  shall  have  paid  to 
the  city  treasurer  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  treasury  a  license  fee 
of  five  dollars.  And  no  license  under  this  section  shall  be  granted  to  cover 
a  period  of  more  than  a  thirty  days  at  a  time,  and  the  holders  thereof 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  free  and  convenient  use  of  the 
street  or  sidewalk  by  pedestrians. 

Sec.  3.  The  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen  may  at  any  time 
upon  hearing  and  sufficient  cause  being  shown  revoke  any  license  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 


CHAPTER  XXVIII. 

Of  Billiard  Rooms,  Bowling  Alleys,  Etc. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  open  or  keep  any  billiard  or  pool  room, 
bowling  alley,  shooting  gallery,  or  place  wherein  the  game  of  billiards, 
pool,  ten-pins,  or  other  like  game  is  played,  or  set  up,  keep,  maintain 
any  billiard,  or  pool  table,  bowling  floor  or  other  contrivance  for  playing 
games  in  this  city,  for  public  use,  until  he  shall  have  first  obtained  a 
license  therefor,  which  said  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  city  clerk  who 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  same  on  file  in  his  office  and  shall  have  paid  to 
the  city  treasurer  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  city  treasury,  a  license 
fee  of  five  dollars  for  tb  first  table,  alley,  or  shooting  gallery  and  one 
dollar  for  each  additional  table  or  alley. 

Sec.  2.  All  licenses  shall  specify  the  time  for  which  the  same  are 
granted,  and  shall  in  no  case  have  force  longer  than  to  the  first  day  of 
April  next  following  the  date  thereof  and  shall  not  be  assigned  or  trans¬ 
ferred  without  the  approval  of  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen. 
The  city  council  may  at  any  time  upon  hearing  and  sufficient  cause  being 
shown  revoke  any  license  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  keeping  any  billiard  room  or  other  place  as  aforesaid, 
or  having  the  care  or  control  thereof,  shall  allow,  suffer  or  permit  the 
same  to  be  kept  open  or  used  between  the  hours  of  eleven  o’clock  in 
the  evening  and  six  o’clock  in  the  morning  following. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  keeping  any  billiard  room  or  other  place  as  afore¬ 
said,  or  having  the  care  or  control  thereof,  shall  allow,  suffer  or  permit 
any  gaming  or  gambling  therein. 
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Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars. 


CHAPTER  XXIX. 

Of  Itinerant  Vendors,  Peddlers,  Showmen,  Etc. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  exhibit  a  show  of  any  kind  within  the 

city  of  Barre  until  he  shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  therefor,  which 

said  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  city  clerk  who  shall  keep  a  record  of 
the  same  on  file  in  bis  office,  and  shall  have  paid  to  the  city  treasurer 
a  license  fee  as  provided  in  section  4  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  pursue  the  vocation  of  itinerant  vendor  or 
peddler  or  auctioneer  within  the  city  of  Barre  until  he  shall  have  first 

obtained  a  license  therefor,  which  said  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  city 

clerk,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  same  on  file  in  his  office,  and  shall 
have  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  a  license  fee  as  provided  in  section  4  of 
this  chapter. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  sell  or  peddle  from  vehicles  about  the  city 
any  meat,  fish  or  other  provisions  until  he  shall  have  first  obtained  a 
license  therefor,  which  said  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  city  clerk,  who 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  same  on  file  in  his  office,  and  shall  have 
paid  to  the  city  treasurer  a  license  fee  as  provided  in  section  4  of  this 
chapter.  But  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  owners  or  renters  of  land 
selling  produce  raised  by  them. 

Sec.  4.  The  fees  for  licenses  under  this  chapter  shall  be  as  follows: 
Menagerie  and  circus  or  combination  thereof,  fifty  dollars;  all  other  shows 
as  aforesaid,  two  dollars,  for  each  day’s  performances.  Itinerant  vendors, 
peddlers,  auctioneers,  vendors  and  peddlers  of  meat,  fish  and  provisions 
from  vehicles,  three  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  All  licenses  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall 
specify  the  time  for  which  the  same  are  granted  and  shall  in  no  case 
continue  or  be  in  force  longer  than  until  the  first  day  of  April  next 
ensuing,  and  the  fees  paid  therefor  shall  be  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  city  treasury. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  licensed  as  provided  herein  shall  interfere  with  the 
ordinary  passage  of  business  or  travel  on  the  streets  or  walks,  and  no 
license  under  this  chapter  shall  prevent  the  suppression  or  discontinuance 
of  any  show  or  business  if  the  same  shall  create  a  disturbance  of  the 
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public  peace  and  the  same  may  be  suppressed  for  such  cause  upon  the 
order  of  the  chief  of  police. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  apply  for  and  receive 
a  license  as  hereinbefore  provided  or  who  shall  in  any  manner  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 


CHAPTER  XXX. 

Of  Public  Hacks,  Truckmen,  Etc. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  set  up,  use  or  drive  in  the  city,  any  public 
hack  or  public  truck  wagon  or  express  wagon  for  hire  until  he  shall  have 
first  obtained  a  license  therefor,  which  said  license  shall  be  issued  by 
the  city  clerk,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  same  on  file  in  his  office, 
and  shall  have  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
city  treasury  a  license  fee  of  one  dollar. 

Sec.  2.  All  licenses  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall 
continue  to  be  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  April  next  following  the 
date  thereof  and  the  same  may  upon  hearing  and  sufficient  cause  being 
shown  be  revoked  by  the  city  council  or  board  of  aldermen. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 


CHAPTER  XXXI. 

Of  the  Registration  of  Physicians  and  Others. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  physician,  surgeon,  midwife  or  person  practicing 
medicine,  surgery  or  midwifery,  and  every  undertaker  and  every  sexton 
of  a  cemetery  or  burial  place  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  shall  be 
registered  as  such  physician,  surgeon,  midwife,  undertaker  or  sexton, 
in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  in  a  book  keep  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
pay  to  the  city  clerk,  for  the  lse  and  benefit  of  the  city  treasury  a 
registry  fee  of  one  dollar;  and  no  person  shall  act  in  either  of  the  aforesaid 
capacities  in  this  city  who  shall  not  first  cause  such  registry  to  be  made 
as  aforesaid,  and  sign  the  same.  The  word  “surgeon”  shall  be  held  to 
include  all  such  as  practice  dentistry. 
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Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 


CHAPTER  XXXII. 

Of  the  Registration  of  Births. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  A  physician  or  midwife,  if  one  be  present,  otherwise  the 
head  of  the  family  in  which  a  birth  occurs,  shall,  within  ten  days 
thereafter  fill  out  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  certificate  of  birth  in 
the  form  prescribed  in  section  3293  of  the  public  statutes.  This  certificate 
must  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  within  ten  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
human  being. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  name  of  the  child  or  any  material  fact  is  not  reported, 
the  city  clerk,  upon  receipt  of  sucn  certificate,  shall,  excepting  cases  of 
still  birth,  forthwith  send  to  the  father  or  mother  of  such  child  a  copy 
of  the  certificate  as  filed,  and  such  parent  shall  insert  the  name  of  the 
child  and  give  other  material  facts  not  reported  in  such  certificate.  Said 
form  shall  have  printed  thereon  proper  instructions  and  the  penalty  for 
neglect  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  After  making  the  proper  additions  and  corrections,  such  parent 
shall,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such  birth,  return  such  blanks 
to  the  city  clerk  who  shall  complete  the  original  certificate  of  birth 
accordingly;  and  for  each  certificate  so  completed  the  city  clerk  shall 
receive  ten  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  city. 

Sec.  4. '  A  person  who  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  fined  five  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  city  or  town  in 
which  the  birth  occurs. 


CHAPTER  XXXIII. 

Of  Deaths  and  Burials. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  A  dead  body  of  a  human  being  shall  not  be  buried,  entombed 
or  removed  from  the  city,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  without  a  certificate 
of  permission  issued  and  signed  as  hereinafter  provided,  by  the  health 
officer  or  deputy  health  officer  and  in  their  absence  by  the  city  clerk. 

Sec.  2.  The  physician  who  is  last  in  attendance  upon  a  deceased 
person  during  his  last  illness  shall  immediately  fill  out  a  certificate  of 
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death  which  shall  contain  all  the  facts  indicated  in  the  form  prescribed 
in  section  3308  of  the  public  statutes. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  person  dies  within  the  city  without  medical  attendance, 
the  head  of  the  household  where  such  death  occurs,  or  the  next  of  kin, 
shall  immediately  notify  the  health  officer,  or  a  member  of  the  local 
board  of  the  city,  who  shall,  after  proper  investigation,  and  if  deemed 
necessary  by  him,  after  an  autopsy  to  determine  the  cause  of  death,  issue 
a  certificate  of  death. 

Sec.  4.  A  physician  who  fails  to  furnish  a  certificate  of  death  within 
thirty-six  hours  after  the  death  of  a  human  being  in  the  city,  giving 
a  true  statement  of  the  cause  of  such  death,  and  all  the  facts  provided 

for  in  the  blank  form  for  death  certificates,  so  far  as  these  facts  are 

obtainable,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  city. 

Sec.  5.  The  physician  or  person  filling  out  the  certificate  of  death 
shall,  within  thirty-six  hours  after  death,  deliver  the  same  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased,  if  any,  or  to  the  undertaker  or  person  who  has  charge 

of  the  body,  which  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  person  issuing  the 

certificate  of  permission  for  burial,  entombment  or  removal  obtained  by 
the  person  who  has  charge  of  the  body,  before  such  dead  body  shall  be 
buried,  entombed  or  removed  from  the  city.  When  such  certificate  of 
death  is  so  filed,  such  officer  or  person  shall  immediately  issue  a  certificate 
of  permission  for  burial,  entombment  or  removal  of  the  dead  body  under 
legal  restrictions  and  safeguards. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  certificate  of  death  issued  under  this  chapter  states 
that  the  cause  of  death  was  small -pox,  varioloid,  Asiatic  cholera,  typnus 
fever,  scarlet  fever,  scarlatina,  diphtheria  or  bubonic  plague,  such  certifi¬ 
cate  must  be  filed  with  the  health  officer,  or  some  member  of  the  local 
board  of  health;  and  a  burial,  entombment  or  removal  permit  issued  in 
accordance  with  section  5458  of  the  public  statutes,  must  first  be  obtained 
and  signed  by  the  person  issuing  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  a  dead  body  is  brought  into  this  city  from  without 
this  state  for  burial  or  entombment,  the  health  officer  or  city  clerk  shall 
issue  a  certificate  of  permission  for  burial  or  entombment  upon  receiving 
a  certified  copy  of  the  death  certificate  or  the  removal  or  transit  permit 
accompanying  such  body,  issued  under  the  laws  of  the  state  or  country 
where  the  person  died. 

Sec.  8.  If  it  is  desired  to  bury,  entomb  or  otherwise  dispose  of  a  dead 
body  within  the  limits  of  this  city,  the  certificate  of  permission  shall 
state  plainly  the  time,  place  and  manner  of  such  burial,  entombment  or 
disposition;  and  if  it  is  desired  to  remove  a  dead  body  from  this  city, 
the  certificate  of  permission  shall  contain  the  essential  facts  contained 
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in  the  death  certificate  on  which  it  is  issued,  and  shall  accompany  the 
body  to  its  destination. 

Sec.  9.  For  each  return  of  a  burial  permit  by  a  sexton  or  keeper 
of  a  cemetery  or  burial  place  and  the  record  of  the  same  in  the  city 
clerk’s  office  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  the  sexton 
or  keeper  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents. 

Sec.  10.  A  person  who  buries,  entombs,  transports  or  removes  the 
dead  body  of  a  human  being  without  a  certificate  of  permission  so  to 
do,  or  in  any  other  manner,  or  at  any  other  time  or  place  than  as 
specified  in  such  certificate,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  ten  dollars, 
or  both. 


CHAPTER  XXXIV. 

Of  the  City  Physician. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  city  council  annually  in 
the  month  of  March  a  city  physician,  who  shall  serve  until  the  first  day 
of  April  next  following  the  day  of  his  appointment,  or  until  his  sum  jsor 
is  appointed  and  qualified  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  any  time 
for  cause. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  physician,  under  such  appoint¬ 
ment,  to  care  for  and  attend  professionally  as  doctor  of  medicine,  any 
and  all  sick,  injured  and  disabled  persons  (including  cases  of  confinement) 
residing  in  the  city,  for  whose  support  the  city  may  be  held  liable,  or 
who  may  be  dependent  on  some  other  town  or  city  in  this  state  for 
their  support  as  may  from  time  to  time  or  at  any  time  be  indicated 
to  him,  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Barre,  or  the  committee 
on  charities  and  corrections  of  said  city;  the  city  physician  shall  also 
render  his  services  to  any  member  of  the  fire,  police,  street  or  water 
departments,  who  may  be  injured  during  the  performance  of  their  duty, 
if  called  upon  by  the  chief  of  the  fire  or  police  departments,  or  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  said  street  or  water  departments,  or  by  the  members  of 
the  fire,  police,  street  or  water  committees  of  said  city. 

The  city  physician  shall  also  render  medical  aid  at  the  police  station 
in  said  city  of  Barre  in  case  of  emergency,  whenever  called  upon  to 
do  so  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  committee  on  charities  and  corrections 
or  any  member  of  the  police  department  of  said  city;  said  city  physician 
shall  also  examine  any  city  employee  whenever  such  examination  shall  be 
required. 
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The  city  physician  shall  examine  all  persons  injured  by  i  Jeged  defects 
in  bridges  and  culverts,  or  by  any  other  negligence  of  the  city  or  any 
of  its  officers,  whereby  it  is  claimed  the  city  or  its  officers  are  liable  to 
pay  damages  in  relation  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  injuries  received, 
and  upon  the  completion  of  such  examination  he  shall  make  a  written 
report  to  the  city  attorney  of  the  nature  and  effect  of  such  injuries. 

In  all  matters  relating  to  the  public  health  the  city  physician  shall 
advise  and  counsel  with  the  health  officer,  city  council,  committee  on  chari¬ 
ties  and  corrections  and  overseer  of  the  poor  of  said  city  whenever  called 
upon  so  to  do. 

The  city  physician  shall  furnish  all  the  medicine,  drugs,  material  and 
appliances  that  are  necessary  in  all  cases  where  he  is  called  upon  by  any 
of  the  parties  mentioned  as  aforesaid,  for  his  professional  services,  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  said  city  of  Barre  shall  supply  at  its  own  expense 
vaccine  virus  in  cases  of  small  pox,  and  anti-toxin  in  cases  of  diphtheria 
and  all  necessary  emulsions  in  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Said  city  physician  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
overseer  of  the  poor  of  said  city  may  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  in 
cases  warranting  such  assistance,  in  cases  of  epidemic  and  contagious 
diseases  and  in  cases  calling  for  surgical  treatment.  Said  city  physician, 
when  called  upon  to  render  service  to  any  poor  person,  residing  within 
the  city  for  whose  support  some  other  town  or  city  in  this  state  may  be 
liable,  shall  keep  a  record  of  such  attendance  and  upon  the  request  of 
the  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  render  an  itemized  bill  for  said  services  to 
said  overseer. 

Sec.  3.  All  such  attendance,  service  and  advice  shall  be  of  the  same 
degree  of  faithfulness  and  efficiency,  and  the  drugs,  medicines,  remedies 
and  supplies  of  the  same  variety,  quality,  and  quantity  that  any  honorable 
physician  would  furnish,  use  and  prescribe  in  his  private  practice,  all  of 
which  shall  be  furnished  at  such  time  and  at  such  places  as  occasion  may 
demand  and  the  proper  officers  of  the  city  determine. 

Sec.  4.  Said  city  physician  shall  receive  such  annual  compensation 
from  the  city  as  the  city  council  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 


CHAPTER  XXXV. 

Of  Charities  and  Corrections. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  matters  relating  to  the  charitable  institutions  and 
obligations  of  the  city,  including  the  supervision  of  the  city  poor,  and 
all  the  acts  and  duties  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  all  matters  not 
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otherwise  provided  for,  relating  to  the  insane  and  criminal  classes  of 
the  city,  shall  be  under  the  general  direction  of  the  committee  on  charities 
and  corrections  appointed  by  the  city  council,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
city  council  and  the  requirements  of  the  city  ordinances. 

Sec.  2.  The  city  council  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  March,  appoint 
an  overseer  of  the  poor,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  city  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  official  duties  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars.  He  shall,  unless  removed,  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one 
year  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next  succeeding  his  appoint¬ 
ment.  He  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  city  council,  and  any 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  original  appointment.  He  shall  perform  all  such  duties  as  are  or 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  statutes  of  the  state,  by  the  ordinances 
of  the  city  and  by  the  city  council,  or  by  said  committee  on  charities 
and  corrections;  and  he  shall  receive  such  compensation  in  full  for  his 
services  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  3.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  *shall  have  the  immediate  charge  of 
all  the  property  of  the  city  belonging  to  his  department.  He  is  authorized 
to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  city  poor, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  committee  on  charities  and  corrections,  as 
he  shall  deem  necessary  and  proper. 

Sec.  4.  Bills  of  all  accounts  and  claims  incurred  by  the  overseer  of 
the  poor  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections  shall  be  rendered 
monthly  to  the  committee  on  charities  and  correction. 

Sec.  5.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase 
materials  and  supplies,  to  employ  labor,  and  to  furnish  temporary  relie^ 
to  any  needy  person  who  shall  be  deemed  by  said  overseer  not  a  proper 
person  to  be  permanently  cared  for  and  to  pay  money  therefor.  He  shall 
be  supplied  with  money  by  warrant  drawn  on  the  city  treasurer,  in  the 
same  manner  that  other  warrants  are  drawn  on  that  officer,  and  for  each 
and  every  payment  of  money  made  by  him  as  aforesaid  he  shall  obtain 
a  voucher  upon  blanks  to  be  supplied  by  the  committee  on  charities  and 
corrections,  which  voucher  shall  show  the  date,  and  in  detail  the  materials, 
supplies,  labor  and  relief  for  which  the  payment  is  made,  and  which 
voucher  shall  be  signed  by  the  actual  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  whom 
the  payment  was  made.  A  settlement  of  account  of  all  money  received, 
all  money  expended  and  all  bills  paid  or  incurred  under  this  section  should 
be  made  each  month. 

Sec.  6.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  keep  an  itemized  account  of  all 
sales,  purchases  and  expenditures  made  by  him  from  day  to  day,  in  a 
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suitable  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  account  shall  show  from 
whom  and  for  whom  all  purchases  are  made,  and  to  whom  each  article 
was  delivered.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  persons  not  having  a  legal 
residence  in  this  city,  who  may  in  any  way  be  assisted  by  his  department, 
in  order  that  proper  charges  for  the  same  may  be  recovered  from  those 
liable  for  their  support;  also  of  those  persons  having  a  settlement  here 
who  are  receiving  aid  from  other  places.  All  books  and  papers  relating 
to  the  office  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the  city  council  and  to  such  other 
person  or  persons  as  the  city  council  may  employ  to  examine  the  same. 
And  every  such  book  and  paper  when  completed  shall  be  deposited  and 
kept  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

Sec.  7.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  make  a  report  to  the  city 
council  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  month,  stating  the  total 
amount  of  money  received  by  him,  the  total  amount  expended  and  the 
amount  of  aid  furnished  and  bills  incurred  by  his  department  during  the 
preceding  calendar  month;  and  showing  any  other  matters  that  he  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  city  council. 
He  shall  also  make  a  report  to  the  city  council  during  the  month  of 
January,  annually,  stating  under  oath  the  number  of  persons  assisted 
by  him  during  the  preceding  financial  year,  their  names  and  nationality 
and  the  total  amount  of  assistance  that  each  person  received;  and  said 
annual  report  shall  also  give  a  schedule  of  the  real  and  personal  property 
of  the  city  under  his  care  and  the  value  of  each  item,  the  total  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  whole  department  for  the  year  and  any  sug¬ 
gestions  respecting  this  department  that  he  may  deem  the  good  of  the 
department  to  require. 

Sec.  8.  All  accounts  and  bills  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  proper  voucher  therefor  and  all  such  accounts  shall 
be  kept  in  proper  books  furnished  by  the  city,  and  shall  be  and  remain 
the  property  of  the  city  of  Barre,  and  the  overseer  of  the  poor  shall 
present  his  books  to  the  city  auditors  and  they  shall  audit  his  accounts 
on  or  before  the  5th  day  of  January  of  each  year. 


CHAPTER  XXXVI. 

Of  Plumbing. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  carry  on  the  business  of  plumbing  unless 
he  shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  from  the  city  council,  and  registered 
his  name  and  place  of  business  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk;  and  notice 
of  any  change  in  the  place  of  business  of  a  registered  plumber  shall  be 


yo 


immediately  given  to  said  city  clerk.  Said  license  shall  be  subject  to 
revocation,  and  shall  expire  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  April  next 
ensuing,  and  the  license  fee  shall  be  one  dollar,  to  be  paid  to  the  city 
clerk  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  city  treasury.  No  license  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  authorize  a  plumber  to  do 
work  in  connection  with  the  city  water  works  without  a  permit  from 
the  superintendent  of  the  water  works. 

Sec.  2.  Before  proceeding  to  lay  or  construct  any  portion  of  the 
drainage  system  of  any  building,  the  plumber  having  charge  of  the  same 
shall  file  with  the  city  health  officer  plans  and  specifications  of  such 
drainage  and  plumbing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  health  officer.  The 
said  plan  must  be  approved  by  the  health  officer  before  any  portion  of 
the  work  can  be  executed.  Plans  shall  be  approved  or  rejected  within 
two  days  from  the  time  the  same  are  filed.  After  a  plan  has  been 
approved,  no  alteration  of  the  same  shall  be  allowed,  except  on  the 
written  application  of  the  owner. 

Sec.  3.  On  every  street  provided  with  a  common  sewer,  the  sewage 
from  each  building  on  said  street  shall  be  conducted  into  the  common 
sewer.  No  privy  or  vault  or  cesspool  for  sewage  will  be  permitted  upon 
any  premises  situated  on  such  street,  unless  upon  permission  of  the  health 
officer  in  writing. 

Sec.  4.  All  drain  and  soil  pipes  when  within  a  building,  and  for  a 
distance  of  not  less  than  five  feet  outside  the  foundation  walls  thereof, 
shall  be  of  iron,  with  leaded  or  screwed  joints,  not  less  than  four  inches 
in  diameter.  These  must  be  laid  in  straight  line,  if  possible,  on  a  grade 
of  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  an  inch  to  the  foot.  All  changes  in 
direction  must  be  made  with  curved  pipes  and  all  connections  with  “Y” 
branch  pipes.  The  soil  pipes  shall  be  supplied  with  a  running  trap  of 
the  same  size  and  diameter  as  the  pipe  placed  near  the  foundation  wall, 
with  an  accessible  clean-out. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  plumbing  fixtures  are  connected  with  a  drain  or 
soil  pipe,  the  pipe  shall  extend  out  through  the  roof,  open  and  undimin¬ 
ished  in  size,  to  a  height  of  at  least  two  feet  above  the  roof,  and  there 
must  also  be  a  fresh  air  inlet  pipe,  of  a  diameter  not  less  than  four 
inches,  entering  the  drain  on  the  house  side  of  and  near  the  said  trap 
leading  to  the  outer  air  and  opening  at  any  convenient  place  away  from 
windows. 

Sec.  6.  All  soil,  drain,  waste  and  supply  pipes  shall  be  concentrated 
as  much  as  possible,  protected  from  exposure,  and,  in  general,  so  located 
as  to  be  accessible  for  inspection  at  any  .time.  If  such  accessibility  be 
not  practicable,  such  pipes  shall  be  extra  heavy  pipes.  Drips  or  over- 
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flow  pipes  from  safes,  or  from  supply  tanks  or  cisterns,  and  also  waste 
pipes  from  refrigerators,  shall  not  be  directly  connected  with  the  sewer, 
but  shall  discharge  over  other  trapped  fixtures,  or  into  the  outer  air. 
When  rain  water  leaders  are  connected  with  the  house  drain  or  sewer, 
they  shall  be  trapped  beneath  the  ground  with  a  deep  seal  trap  and  if 
placed  within  the  house  shall  be  made  of  cast  iron  with  leaded  joints. 
No  brick,  sheer-metal  or  earthenware  flue  shall  be  used  as  a  ventilation 
for  sewer,  soil  pipe  or  waste  pipe.  All  iron  pipes  shall  be  coated  outside 
and  inside  with  coal  tar  applied  hot,  or  some  other  approved  equivalent. 

Sec.  7.  Water  closets  shall  not  be  located  in  any  room  which  has 
no  direct  communication  with  the  external  air,  either  by  a  window  or 
an  air  shaft  of  sufficient  size,  except  upon  permission  of  the  health  officer 
in  writing.  Every  water  closet,  urinal,  sink,  basin,  bath  and  every  set 
of  wash  trays,  or  tubs  must  be  separately  and  effectively  trapped  and 
the  traps  ventilated,  or  tan  approved  anti-syphon  trap  used.  Traps  must 
be  placed  as  near  the  fixtures  as  practicable.  In  no  case  shall  the  waste 
from  the  bath  tub  or  other  fixtures  be  connected  with  the  water  closet 
trap  unless  necessary.  When  so  connected,  they  must  be  effectively  trapped 
and  means  provided  to  maintain  a  seal. 

Sec.  8.  Drain  pipes  and  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  covered  or  concealed 
from  view  until  after  the  work  has  been  examined  by  the  health  officer, 
who  shall  be  notified  by  the  drain  layer  or  plumber,  when  the  work  is 
sufficiently  advanced  for  inspection.  The  health  officer  may  require  all 
plumbing  when  completed,  to  be  tested  by  the  peppermint  or  other  test, 
and  he  shall  condemn  and  order  the  removal  of  any  defective  material, 
or  any  work  not  done  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  and  with  the 
plans  by  him  approved. 

Sec.  9.  The  general  water  closet  accommodations  of  tenements,  or 
lodging-houses,  or  of  office  buildings,  or  any  buildings  in  which  said 
accommodations  are  permitted  to  be  used  by  the  public,  shall  be  so 
constructed  and  located  that  no  offense  or  nuisance  may  be  caused;  and 
all  public  urinals  in  such  water  closets  shall  be  floored  and  lined  with 
some  impermeable  material. 

Sec.  10.  Any  plumber  required  to  alter  work,  or  because  he  has  not 
performed  it  in  accordance  with  plans  submitted,  or  because  it  is  not 
properly  constructed,  when  required  to  repair  or  alter  the  same  by  the 
health  officer,  shall  do  so  at  his  own  expense. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  feeling  aggrieved  by  any  order  of  the  health 
officer  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  may  appeal  therefrom 
to  the  city  council,  by  notice  to  that  effect  in  writing,  to  be  filed  with 
the  city  clerk,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  service  of  the  order; 
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and  the  city  clerk  shall  forthwith  notify  the  members  of  said  city  council 
and  the  health  officer  of  said  appeal;  and  further  proceedings  under  such 
order  shall  be  stayed  thereupon  until  after  the  hearing  of  the  appeal. 
The  said  city  council  shall  notify  the  party  taking  the  appeal  and  the 
health  officer  of  the  time  and  place  where  they  will  hear  said  appeal, 
which  hearing  shall  be  as  soon  as  practicable.  And  pending  such  appeal, 
no  work  shall  be  done  by  the  appellant  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter.  Upon  hearing,  the  order  of  the  health  officer  may  be  sustained 
or  disapproved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  city  council,  and  their  decision 
shall  be  final.  In  case  the  order  is  sustained,  the  appellant  shall  be 
allowed  the  period  of  forty-eight  hours  after  the  decision  of  the  city 
council  in  which  to  enter  upon  a  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  said 
order.  In  case  of  a  disapproval  of  such  order  by  the  city  council,  the 
order  shall  by  virtue  thereof  be  vacated,  and  no  similar  order  shall  issue 
against  the  same  party  and  premises  for  one  year  thereafter. 

Sec.  12.  Any  ’person  who  shall  neglect  or  reffise  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  requirements  of  this  chapter,  or  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 


CHAPTER  XXXVII. 

Of  the  Inspector  of  Food. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

I 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  city  council  annually  an 
inspector  of  food,  who  shall  serve  until  the  first  day  of  April  next 
following  the  day  of  his  appointment,  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed 
and  qualified,  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  any  time  for  cause.  Said 
inspector  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  of  food  to  cause  the 
provisions  of  chapter  226  of  the  public  statutes  and  amendments  thereto 
and  such  other  laws  and  regulations  with  reference  to  the  keeping  and 
sale  of  adulterated,  diseased  or  unwholesome  food  and  drink  as  he  maj 
deem  expedient  to  be  published  once  annually  in  one  of  more  newspapers 
published  in  the  city;  to  obtain  evidence  and  prosecute  all  violations  of 
the  laws;  relating  to  the  keeping  and  sale  of  adulterated  and  unwholesome 
food  and  drink;  to  inspect,  upon  the  written  request  of  any  person  any 
article  of  food  or  drink  offered  for  sale  in  the  city;  to  publish  in  one 
or  more  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  the  names  of  all  persons  convicted 
of  violating  said  laws,  and  the  names  of  all  persons  who  may  be  for 
cause  refused  a  license  to  peddle  or  sell  articles  of  food  and  drink  within 
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the  city;  to  advise  with  the  city  council  as  to  who  are  suitable  persons 
to  peddle  or  deliver  articles  of  food  and  drink  within  the  city;  and  to 
make  annual  reports,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
by  the  city  council  or  the  committee  on  health. 

Sec.  3.  Said  inspector  shall  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each 
inspection  of  any  article  of  food  or  drink,  to  be  paid  by  the  person 
requesting  such  inspection;  and  such  additional  sum  as  annual  com¬ 
pensation  from  the  city  as  the  city  council  may  from  time  to  time  deter¬ 
mine. 


CHAPTER  XXXVIII. 

Of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually,  by  the  city  council,  a 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect,  prove, 
correct  and  seal,  any  wet  or  dry  measures,  balances,  scales,  steelyards, 
weights  or  any  instrument,  machine  or  article  used  for  weighing  or 
measuring,  whenever  required  so  to  do  by  any  person,  or  by  the  city 
council;  and  he  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  city  council  annually. 

Sec.  2.  A  person  who  shall,  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  use  any 
weight  or  measure  to  ascertain  the  length,  weight  or  quantity  of  any 
article  by  him  or  her  sold,  which  weight  or  measure  is  not  correct  or  who 
shall  knowingly  and  with  intent  to  defraud,  sell  any  article  as,  or  for 
any  greater  weight,  measure  or  quantity  than  such  article  does  in  fact 
weigh  or  measure,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  dollars 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  The  fees  for  said  inspecting,  proving,  correcting  and  sealing 
shall  be  five  cents  for  each  article,  and  in  addition  thereto,  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  hour,  and  at  that  rate  for  the  time  necessarily 
spent  by  the  sealer  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  be 
paid  by  the  owners  of  the  same;  and  for  all  other  time  in  which  he  shall 
be  necessarily  engaged  in  the  duties  of  his  office,  under  the  direction 
of  the  city  council,  he  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  day, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury. 
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CHAPTER  XXXIX. 

Of  the  Public  Health. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  council  shall,  annually  in  the  month  of  March, 
appoint  three  qualified  persons,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  physician, 
to  serve  as  a  board  of  health,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  one  year  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next  succeeding  their 
appointment  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  Said  board  of  health  shall  faithfully  enforce  the  ordinances 
of  the  city  relating  to  the  public  health  and  subject  to  the  direction  of 
the  city  council  and  the  provisions  of  the  city  ordinances  and  general 
law,  shall  have  power  to  abate  all  nuisances  affecting  the  public  health, 
destroy,  prevent  or  remove  all  source  of  filth  and  causes  of  sickness. 

To  guard  against  the  introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases 
by  the  exercise  of  proper  and  vigilant  medical  inspections  and  control 
of  all  persons  and  things  arising  in  the  city  from  infected  places  or  which 
from  any  causes  are  liable  to  communicate  contagion. 

They  shall  have  authority  to  take,  to  isolation  hospitals,  at  the  expense 
of  the  city,  small  pox  patients  who  in  their  judgment  are  not  properly 
quarantined  or  cared  for. 

Sec.  3.  The  city  council  shall  designate  a  physician,  member  of  the 
board  of  health,  as  the  secretary  and  executive  officer  thereof,  and  such 
secretary  shall  be  the  health  officer  of  the  city.  Said  secretary  and  health 
officer  shall  receive  as  compensation  in  full  for  his  services  such  salary 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  city  council,  and  such  fees  as  may  be  provided 
by  law  and  the  city  ordinances.  The  other  members  shall  receive  thirty 
cents  per  hour  for  time  actually  spent  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
of  their  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  health  shall  prepare  and  present  to  the  city 
council  each  month,  and  annually  during  the  month  of  January,  so 
much  of  vital  statistics  as  are  necessary  to  show  the  general  health 
of  the  city,  and  the  causes  of  death,  so  far  as  possible,  with  such  other 
information  and  recommendations  as  may  be  pertinent. 

Sec.  5.  Whatever  is  dangerous  to  human  life  or  health,  and  whatever 
renders  soil,  air,  food,  water  and  drink  unwholesome,  are  declared  to 
be  nuisances. 

Sec.  6.  Whatever  building,  erection  or  part  or  cellar  thereof  is  over¬ 
crowded,  or  not  provided  with  adequate  means  of  ingress  and  egress,  or 
is  not  sufficiently  supported,  ventilated,  sewered,  drained,  cleaned  or 
lighted,  is  declared  to  be  a  nuisance.- 
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Sec.  7.  The  collection  of  refuse  matter  in  and  around  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  any  dwelling-house,  or  place  of  business,  such  as  swill,  filthy 
water,  waste  of  meat,  fish  or  shells,  bones,  decaying  vegetable  and  animal 
substances  of  all  kinds,  excrement,  and  all  kinds  of  offal  that  may  decom¬ 
pose  and  generate  disease  germs  or  unhealthy  gases,  and  also  empty  boxes 
or  packing  cases  and  packing  waste,  kerosene  barrels  and  garbage  of  all 
kinds,  and  also  the  dumping  upon,  or  the  collection  of,  or  the  suffering 
to  remain  on  any  lot  or  premises,  near,  or  on,  or  adjacent  to  any  public 
street,  lane,  alley  or  passageway,  or  the  bank  of  any  streams  flowing 
through  the  city,  are  hereby  declared  and  considered  a  nuisance,  and  must 
be  removed  or  disposed  of  either  by  burning,  burial  or  otherwise  in  such 
manner  that  it  may  not  be  offensive  to  the  neighborhood.  No  putrid  or 
decaying  animal  or  vegetable  matter  shall  be  kept  in  any  house,  cellar  or 
adjoining  out-building  or  grounds,  for  more  than  twenty-four  hours  after 
due  notice  from  the  board  of  health.  , 

Sec.  8.  No  person  or  company  shall  erect  or  maintain  any  manu¬ 
factory  or  place  of  business  dangerous  to  life  or  detrimental  to  health, 
or  where  unwholesome,  offensive,  or  deleterious  odors,  gas,  smoke,  deposit 
or  exhalations  are  generated,  such  as  tanneries,  establishments  for  boiling 
bones  and  dead  animals,  deposit  of  green  pelts  or  skins,  etc.,  etc.,  without 
the  written  permit  of  the  city  council,  which  permit  shall  be  revokable 
at  any  time;  and  all  such  establishments  shall  be  kept  clean  and  whole¬ 
some  so  as  not  to  be  offensive  or  prejudicial  to  public  health;  nor  shall 
any  offensive  or  deleterious,  or  waste  substance,  refuse  or  injurious  matter 
be  allowed  to  accumulate  upon  the  premises,  or  be  thrown  or  allowed  to 
run  into  any  public  waters,  stream,  watercourse,  street,  road  or  public 
place.  And  every  person  or  company  conducting  such  manufacture  or  busi¬ 
ness  shall  use  all  reasonable  means  to  prevent  the  escape  of  smoke,  gases 
and  odors,  and  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  all  operatives  therein. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  occupant  of  every  house  in  the 
month  of  May  in  each  and  every  year,  to  cleanse  the  cellars  thereof  of 
all  dirt,  vegetable  and  other  impure  matter,  calculated  to  engender  disease, 
and  cause  them  to  be  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of 
health. 

Sec.  10.  All  privy-vaults,  privies  and  cess-pools  shall  be  cleansed  out 
at  least  twice  a  year,  once  in  the  spring  not  later  than  the  15th  day  of 
May,  and  once  in  the  fall  not  earlier  than  the  15th  day  of  October.  From 
the  15th  of  May  to  the  15th  of  October,  they  shall  frequently  and  thor¬ 
oughly  disinfect.  No  person  shall  open  any  privy-vault,  cess-pool  and 
reservoir,  or  remove  the  contents  thereof,  or  haul  such  contents  through 
any  street  in  the  city  from  and  after  the  15th  day  of  May  to  the  15th 
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day  of  October  of  each  year,  between  the  hours  of  six  o’clock  in  the 
morning  and  ten  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

Sec.  11.  The  keeper  or  keepers  of  a  livery  or  other  stable,  shall  keep 
his  or  their  stable,  stable  yard  and  stable  cellar  clean,  and  shall  not  permit 
a  large  amount  of  manure  to  accumulate  at  any  one  time,  and  at  any 
time  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  cleaned  out  on  orders  from  the  board 
of  health. 

Sec.  12.  No  meat,  fish,  birds,  fowls,  fruit,  vegetables,  milk,  or  anything 
for  human  food,  not  being  then  healthy,  fresh,  sound,  wholesome,  fit 
and  safe  for  use,  nor  any  animal  or  fish  that  died  by  disease,  nor  carcass 
of  any  calfv  pig  or  lamb  which  at  the  time  of  its  death  was  less  than 
four  weeks  old,  and  no  meat  therefrom  shall  be  offered  or  held  for 
sale  as  food. 

Sec.  13.  No  slaughter-house  shall  be  allowed  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  or  within  fifty  yards  of  any  highway,  without  the  written  permit 
of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  14.  Every  butcher  or  other  person,  owning,  leasing  or  occupying 
any  place,  room  or  building  wherein  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  have  been 
or  are  killed  or  dressed,  and  every  person  being  the  owner,  lessee  or 
occupant  of  any  room  or  stable  wherein  any  animals  are  kept,  or  of  any 
market,  public  or  private,  shall  cause  such  place,  room  or  building,  stable 
or  market,  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  purified.  And  all  offal,  blood, 
fat,  garbage,  refuse  and  unwholesome  or  offensive  matter  shall  be  removed 
therefrom  at  least  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  if  used  continuously, 
or,  if  only  used  occasionally,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  using,  ana 
the  floors  of  such  buildings,  place  or  -premises  shall  be  so  constructed  as 
to  prevent  blood,  foul  liquids  or  washings  from  settling  in  the  earth 
beneath. 

Sec.  15.  No  blood-pit,  dung-pit,  offal-pit  or  privy-well  shall  remain 
or  be  constructed  within  any  slaughter-house. 

Sec.  16.  No  swine  shall  be  kept  so  near  the  dwelling  house  of  any 
other  person  or  so  near  to  any  public  street,  lane  or  alley  as  to  be 
deleterious  to  persons  residing  in  the  vicinity;  and  the  determination 
and  orders  of  the  board  of  health  in  the  premises  shall  be  final.  And  such 
hog-pens  and  yards  must  be  kept  deodorized  by  the  application  of  driea 
muck,  dry  earth  or  some  other  effective  absorbent  or  disinfectant. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  who  shall  have  any  horse,  ox, 
cow,  sheep,  hog,  dog,  hen  or  other  animal  or  fowl  die  in  the  city  in  the 
winter-time,  of  disease,  or  from  such  cause  that  the  same  are  unfit  for 
food,  to  bury  or  cremate,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  buried  or  cremated, 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  death  of  such  animal  or  fowl,  unless 
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such  time  shall  be  further  extended  by  a  member  of  the  board  of  health 
for  another  twenty-four  hours;  or  if  the  ground  is  frozen  so  that  sucn 
burial  is  impractical  he  shall  remove,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  removed, 
to  a  distance  of  at  least  one  hundred  rods  from  any  dwelling-house  o*- 
public  street  or  highway  in  the  city;  but  between  the  first  day  of  April 
and  the  first  day  of  November  following  no  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
shall  suffer  or  permit  any  such  dead  animal  or  fowl  to  be  or  remain 
unburied  on  any  premises  owned,  occupied  or  controlled  by  him  or  them 
for  a  longer  period  than  twenty-four  hours,  except  at  the  aforesaid  distance 
from  any  public  street  or  highway  in  the  city. 

Sec.  17.  No  person,  persons  or  corporation,  shall  hereafter  occupy  or 
lease  to  any  other  person,  persons  or  corporation,  any  dwelling-house,  build¬ 
ing  or  tenement,  to  be  used  or  occupied  for  dwelling-house  purposes,  or 
any  public  building  or  manufactory  within  the  limits  of  this  city,  which 
shall  not  first  be  provided  with  suitable  privies,  cess-pools  or  water- 
closets  and  suitable  or  lawful  drains  for  the  accommodation  of  all  persons 
who  may  occupy  such  dwelling-house,  building  or  tenement,  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  board  of  health  of  the  city. 

Sec.  18.  No  person  shall  authorize,  suffer  or  permit  any  dwelling- 
house,  building  or  tenement,  belonging  to  him  or  of  which  he  shall  have 
the  possession,  care  or  control,  to  be  used  or  occupied  by  a  greater 
number  of  persons  than  shall  be  consistent  with  a  due  regard  to  the 
health  of  such  occupants. 

Sec.  19.  The  head  of  a  family  in  whose  home  there  occurs  a  case  ol 
infectious  or  contagious  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health  shall 
immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  city  health  officer.  A  physician 
who  knows  or  suspects  that  a  person  whom  he  has  been  called  to  attend 
is  sick  or  has  died  of  a  communicable  disease  dangerous  to  the  public 
health  shall  immediately  quarantine  and  report  to  the  health  officer  the 
place  where  such  case  exists  and  the  name,  degree  of  virulence  and  cause 
or  sorce  of  the  disease,  and  such  other  facts  relating  thereto  as  may  ?x- 
necessary  for  the  health  officer  to  make  examination  and  act  in  the 
premises.  Such  quarantine  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  health  officer 
examines  and  quarantines  as  is  provided  in  this  chapter. 

Sec.  20.  A  health  officer  shall,  upon  receiving  notice  of  a  case  of 
infectious  or  contagious  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  investigate 
and  ascertain  if  possible  the  source  or  cause  of  the  disease,  institute 
means  of  prevention  or  restriction  in  the  name  of  the  local  board,  and 
immediately  report  the  facts  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of 
health. 
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Sec.  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physician,  and  of  all  other  at¬ 
tendants  upon  any  person  affected  with  such  diseases,  to  avoid  exposure 
to  the  public  of  any  garments,  or  clothing  about  their  persons,  that  may 
have  been  subjected  to  the  risk  of  infection. 

Sec.  22.  Plain  and  distinct  notices  must  be  placed  upon  the  premises 
or  house  in  which  any  person  has  small  pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever, 
typhus  fever  or  measles. 

Sec.  23.  No  person  who  has  small  pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or 
measles,  shall  attend  school  or  any  place  of  public  worship  or  amusement. 

Sec.  24.  Members  of  any  household  in  which  small  pox,  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever  or  measles  exist  shall  abstain  from  attending  places  of  public 
amusement,  worship  or  education,  and,  as  far  as  possible  from  visiting 
other  private  houses. 

Sec.  25.  No  parent,  guardian  or  master,  in  whose  house  or  family 
there  shall  have  been  a  communicable  disease  dangerous  to  the  public 
health,  shall  permit  any  child  in  said  house  or  family  to  attend  any 
public,  private  or  Sunday-school  during  or  after  the  cessation  of  such 
disease,  until  the  house  shall  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  and 
cleansed,  and  the  child  shall  have  a  proper  certificate  from  the  antending 
physician  or  by  the  city  health  officer. 

Sec.  26.  The  clothing,  bed-clothing  and  bedding  of  persons  who  have 
been  sick  with  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  dangerous  to  the 
public  health,  and  the  rooms  which  they  have  occupied  during  such 
sickness,  together  with  their  furniture  shall  be  thoroughly  disinfected. 

Sec.  27.  No  person  shall  ring  a  church  bell  or  other  bell,  or  make 
any  noise  or  disturbance  which  may  be  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  an^ 
sick  person  when,  on  account  of  illness  in  the  neighborhood,  such  ringing 
or  noise  is  forbidden  by  the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  28.  There  shall  not  be  a  public  or  church  funeral  of  any  person 
who  has  died  of  Asiatic  cholera,  small  pox,  typhus  fever,  diphtheria,  yellow 
fever,  scarlet  fever  or  measles,  and  the  family  of  the  deceased  shall  in 
such  cases  limit  the  attendance  to  as  few  as  possible,  and  take  all 
precautions  possi^e  to  prevent  the  exposure  of  other  persons  to  contagion 
or  infection. 

Sec.  29.  All  complaints  or  petitions  for  the  cleansing,  removing,  or 
abating* of  any  nuisance  under  this  chapter  shall  be  made  to  the  hoard 
of  health,  in  writing,  stating  distinctly  the  character  of  such  nuisance, 
the  premises  where  situated,  and  the  reasons  for  its  removal  or  abatement. 
Blanks  for  petitions  to  remove  or  abate  a  nuisance  shall  be  furnished  on 
application  to  any  member  of  the  board. 
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Sec.  30.  The  board  of  health  shall  forthwith  cause  the  subject  master 
of  such  complaint  or  petition  to  be  inquired  into  and  proper  inspection 
made,  and  shall  issue  such  written  order  for  the  removal,  cleansing,  altera 
tion,  amendment  or  repair  of  the  premises  or  nuisance  as  said  board  may 
consider  that  the  public  good  requires;  and  the  order  shall  specify  tbe 
time  within  \yhich  the  same  is  required  to  be  executed.  Or,  the  board  of 
health  may,  after  inspection,  refer  any  complaint  or  petition,  with  their 
report  thereon,  to  the  city  council  for  instruction,  provided  in  their 
opinion  the  public  health  does  not  demand  the  immediate  abatement  of 
the  nuisance. 

Sec.  31.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  refuse  permission  to  any 
member  of  the  board  of  health  to  enter  his  dwelling,  shop,  store,  barn, 
depot,  market  or  any  other  building  or  structure,  or  to  enter  upon  any 
lands  owned,  occupied  or  controlled  by  him  or  them,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  any  inspection  or  examination  of  any  of  said  places,  or  for  the 
proper  execution  of  any  orders,  rules  and  regulations  that  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  abatement  of  any  nuisance  or  the  preservation  of  the  public 
health. 

Sec.  32.  Books  from  a  Sunday-school,  public  or  circulating  library, 
shall  not  be  distributed  to  or  returned  from  a  house  where  there  is  a 
case  of  Asiatic  cholera,  small  pox,  diphtheria  or  scarlatina,  and  the  ex 
istence  of  such  disease  in  a  house  shall  be  a  sufficient  excuse  for  not 
returning  any  book  or  paper  within  the  time  required  by  the  rules  or 
by-laws  of  said  library. 

Sec.  33.  In  case  of  refusal  by  any  owner,  agent  or  occupant  of  any 
premises  to  comply,  within  reasonable  time,  with  any  order  of  the  board 
of  health  or  city  council  for  the  removal,  cleansing,  alteration,  amendment 
or  repair  of  any  nuisance,  the  board  of  health  or  city  council  may  cause 
the  same  to  be  removed,  altered,  amended  or  repaired,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  agent  or  occupant  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  34.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  or  who  shall  disobey  any  lawful  order  of  the  board  of  health 
or  of  the  city  council  with  respect  to  the  removal,  cleansing,  alteration, 
amendment  or  repair  of  any  nuisance,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  also  the  expense 
of  fulfilling  such  order  in  case  the  same  shall  have  been  fulfilled  at  the 
expense  of  the  city  and  such  fine  and  expense,  with  full  costs,  may  be 
recovered  together  in  one  prosecution. 
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CHAPTER  XL. 

Of  Cemeteries. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  unlawfully  resort  to  or 
congregate  in  any  cemetery  or  burial  ground  in  this  city  for  picnic  or 
pleasure  purposes,  or  whose  conduct  or  language  therein  shall  be  improper, 
unbecoming,  obscene  or  riotous,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
and  one-half  the  amount  of  fine  paid  shall  go  to  the  person  giving  the  in¬ 
formation  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  enter  any  burial  ground  or  cemetery 
in  this  city,  and  wilfully  and  maliciously  disturb,  mutilate  or  destroy 
any  road,  walk,  tomb,  monument,  gravestone,  fence,  tree,  shrub,  vine  or 
flower;  or  steal,  take  and  carry  away  any  tree,  shrub,  vine  or  flower;, 
or  any  vase,  pot,  or  other  vessel,  used  for  flowers  and  plants  therein,  or 
any  other  thing  placed  therein  for  ornament  or  use,  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  one-half  of  which  shall  go  to  the 
person  giving  information  of  the  same. 


CHAPTER  XLI. 

Of  City  Contracts. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  contract  shall  be  made  whereby  the  city  shall  be  holden 
or  bound  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  of  money,  nor  shall  any  debt  be 
created  against  the  city  by  any  person  or  persons  acting  or  pretending 
to  act  for  the  city,  in  any  capacity  whatever,  unless  the  same  shall  have 
been  previously  authorized  by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  2.  No  city  officer  or  committee  shall  have  any  authority  or  power 
to  bind  the  city  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  of  money  for  any  purpose, 
or  to  make  any  contract  whereby  the  city  may  become  bound  for  the 
payment  of  any  sum  of  money,  unless  such  officer  or  committee  shall 
have  been  previously  authorized  to  such  action  by  the  city  council;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent  the  expenditure 
by  such  officer  or  committee  of  moneys  in  the  ordinary  administration 
of  such  department,  which  have  been  previously  appropriated  to  such  use 
by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 
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CHAPTER  XLII. 

Relating  to  Obstructing  Streams  Running  Through  City. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  place,  or  cause  to  be  placed  in 
any  river,  brook  or  stream  flowing  in  or  through  the  city,  any  stone,  log, 
timber,  ashes,  dirt,  tin  cans  or  other  refuse,  garbage,  carcass,  vegetable 
or  animal  matter,  or  any  other  matter  which  will  tend  in  any  way  to 
obstruct  the  natural  flow  of  the  water  in  any  of  the  said  streams,  or 
is  or  will  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  public  or  individuals,  or  in 
any  way  fill  up,  litter  or  render  unsightly  or  obstruct  the  channel  or 
banks  of  said  stream. 

Sec.  2.  The  city  engineer  under  the  direction  of  the  street  commis¬ 
sioners,  shall  survey  any  or  all  of  the  said  streams,  and  fix  the  boundary 
lines  of  the  same,  and  make  a  chart  or  plot  thereof,  giving  the  courses 
and  distances,  which  chart  or  plot  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  01 
the  city  engineer,  and  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  allowed  to  build  any 
wall,  make  any  fill  or  in  fact  do  any  act  or  thing  beyond  the  line  as 
established  by  said  engineer. 

Sec.  3.  This  shall  not  be  construed  as  tending  in  any  manner  to  give 
any  person  the  right  to  place  any  obstruction  near  the  bank  or  boundary 
line  of  any  of  the  said  streams  in  such  a  way  as  will  cause  the  said  stream 
to  overflow  its  banks  during  high  water,  to  the  injury  of  any  other 
person  or  persons  owning  or  occupying  land  or  premises  on  or  near  the 
banks  of  any  of  said  streams. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  part  of  sections  1  and  2 
of  this  chapter  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 


CHAPTER  XLIII. 

Of  Sundry  Prohibitions. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  place,  construct  or  maintain  any  eaves 
trough  or  spout,  pipe  or  conductor  upon  any  building  so  that  the  water 
from  such  building  shall  flow  over  or  upon  any  side-walk,  or  so  that 
water  so  conveyed  or  flowing  from  any  such  trough,  spout,  pipe  or 
conductor  may  form  ice  on  any  sidewalk;  and  if  any  person  shall  continue 
any  such  trough,  spout,  pipe  or  conductor  after  notice  from  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  streets,  he  shall  be  fined  twenty-five  dollars;  and  if  said 
trough,  spout,  pipe  or  conductor  is  not  removed  or  repaired  so  as  to 
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prevent  any  such  nuisance  within  twenty-four  hours  after  notice  from 
the  superintendent  of  streets  to  the  person  so  maintaining  such  nuisance, 
the  superintendent  of  streets  shall  remove  the  same,  and  the  expense  of 
such  removal  may  be  recovered  of  such  person  so  offending,  in  addition 
to  the  penalty  heretofore  prescribed  in  an  action  founded  upon  this 
ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  Persons  owning  buildings  from  which  snow  or  ice  slides  or 
falls  upon  any  street  or  sidewalk  of  the  city,  shall  be  required  by  the 
superintendent  of  streets  to  put  such  guards  upon  the  roofs  of  such 
buildings  as  will  prevent  snow  or  ice  from  sliding  or  falling  from  the 
same  upon  the  streets  or  sidewalks.  And  if  the  persons  owning  such 
buildings,  after  being  so  notified  and  required  by  the  superintendent  to 
put  such  guards  upon  their  buildings,  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  such 
notice  or  requirement,  each  of  said  owners  shall  be  fined  five  dollars  a 
day  for  every  day’s  neglect  to  comply  with  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  The  occupant,  tenant,  and  in  case  there  shall  be  no  occupant, 
the  owner,  agent  or  person  having  the  care  of  any  land  or  buildings 
bordering  on  such  streets,  lanes,  courts,  alleys,  squares  or  other  public 
places  within  the  city,  wherein  there  is  any  footway,  sidewalk,  awning  or 
shade,  shall,  after  the  ceasing  to  fail  of  any  snow,  if  in  the  daytime,  within 
four  hours,  and  if  in  the  night-time  before  twelve  o’clock  noon  then  next 
succeeding,  cause  the  snow  to  be  removed  from  such  footway,  sidewalk, 
awning  or  shade;  provided  the  city  snow  plow  shall  have  passed  in  front 
of  such  land  or  buildings  bordering  on  such  streets,  lanes,  courts,  alleys, 
squares  or  other  public  places  within  the  city,  and  shall  have  failed  to 
make  a  proper  path,  in  the  judgment  of  the  superintendent  of  streets 
and  the  street  commissioners,  and  shall  also  keep  the  same  free  from  any 
subsequent  snow  that  may  accumulate  thereon  from  any  cause  between 
storms.  Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  notified  of  such  neglect  in  writing  by  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  streets.  If  such  owner  or  occupant  shall  continue  in  such 
neglect  for  four  hours  after  such  notice,  such  owner  or  occupant  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  nor  less  than  one 
dollar. 

Sec.  4.  In  addition  to  the  license  imposed  by  section  5623  of  the  public 
statutes,  every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog,  within  the  city  limits,  shall 
annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  cause  it  to  be  registered, 
numbered  and  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  such  first  day 
of  April,  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  of  the  city  of  Barre,  and  shall 
cause  it  to  wear  a  collar  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner’s  name  and 
its  registered  city  number  in  addition  to  the  number  required  by  section 
5623  of  the  public  statutes,  and  shall  pay  for  said  license  one  dollar  for 
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each  male  or  spayed  female  dog  and  two  dollars  for  each  female  dog 
and  if  not  paid  as  aforesaid  at  the  time  aforesaid,  said  owner  or  keeper 
may  procure  a  license  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  May  by  paying  two 
dollars  for  each  male  or  spayed  female  dog  and  four  dollars  for  each 
female  dog.  All  dogs  not  four  weeks  old  on  the  first  day  of  April  shall 
be  exempt  from  license  until  the  following  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  city  clerk  shall  issue  said  license  and  receive  money  therefor 
and  shall  pay  the  same  into  the  city  treasury  within  sixty  days  of  the 
receipt  thereof,  retaining  for  his  own  use  ten  cents  for  each  license,  and 
shall  return  therewith  a  sworn  statement  of  the  amount  of  moneys  thus  re¬ 
ceived  and  paid  over  by  him  and  said  moneys  received  for  said  licenses 
aforesaid  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  public  library. 

Sec.  6.  The  city  clerk  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  the  licenses  issued 
by  him,  with  the  name  of  the  keepers  or  owners  of  dogs  licensed  and 
the  names,  registered  numbers  and  descriptions  of  said  dogs. 

Sec.  7.  The  granting  of  such  license  shall  not  release  the  owners  or 
keepers  of  any  dog  from  liability  for  damages  done  by  it,  nor  make  the 
city  responsible  for  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  A  person  keeping  a  dog  contrary  to  the  foregoing  provisions 
shall  be  fined  fifteen  dollars;  five  dollars  to  go  to  the  complainant  and 
ten  dollars  to  be  paid  to  the  city  treasury  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 


CHAPTER  XLIV. 

Publication  and  Limitation  of  Ordinances. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Barre  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  prosecutions  for  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  and  the  foregoing  ordinances  shall  be  commenced  within  one  year 
from  the  commission  of  the  offense,  and  not  after. 

Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  this  and  the  preceding  chapters  of  these 
ordinances  shall  be  duly  published  in  the  Barre  Daily  Times,  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  city  of  Barre,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  February, 
A.  D.  1908;  and  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  3d  day  of  March, 

A.  D.  1908.
